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SOUTH CAROLINA BONDS 





THE CHARGES MADE BY THE TIMES 
ARE STILL UNCONTRADICTED, 





Bat One of the Defsudcants Answers, 
and He Only Makes a Personal 
Explanation—Ex-Gov. Tillman De- 
clines to Discuss the Question for 
the Present—Some More Interest- 
ing Facts Regarding the Pro- 
ceedings of the Syndicate, 


BaLTImMore, Md., June 12.—THE NeEw- 


YorK TIMEs yesterday printed a reply from 
State Treasurer Bates of Syuth Carolina to 
the article published on the 4th regarding 
the management of the Seuth Carolina 
bonds issued in 1893, by United States Sen- 


ator Tillman, Treasurer Bates, and Gov. 
Evans. 

The article in Tue Times referred to 
Seems to have caused much surprise and in- 
dignation in South Carolina and other parts 
of the South. Senator Tillman has been so 
prominent in leading the “ free-silver-or- 
bust”” movement, and so fierce in his de- 
nunciations of the methods of the Presi- 
dent and Secretary Carlisle, that the yar- 
ration of his own operations as a financier 
caused much excited comment. Nearly 
every newspaper in. South Carolina pub- 
lished the case as made out in THE TIMEs, 
and demanded an explanation of the curious 
circumstances revealed by the evidence in 
the suit now pending here over commis- 
sions on the bonds. 

In response to all this, Treasurer Bates 
alome replies, although it was announced a 
Week ago that he and Gov. Evans were 
Preparing a “joint reply.’’ The Treasurer 
Simply asserts that the $2,300 he was shown 
to have received personally from the bond 
Syndicate was honestly earned by him, and 
that his employment by the syndicate was 
after the completion of the bond transac- 
tion, and did not influence his official ac- 
tion. It is worth noting, by the Way, how- 
ever, that $2,300 for a few weeks’ work is 
Quite liberal pay in South Carolina, even 
with some clerk hir> and expenses deduct- 
ed, the pay of the State Treasurer being 
only $2,400 a year. The Treasurer does not 
explain why or on what terms Mr, Rhind 
of Augusta, Ga., was employed as the 
State’s official broker, and received ex- 
Clusive control of the handling of the bonds 
three separate times, ranging from four- 
teen months to six months before they were 
to be issued, the State having offered a 
bonus, first of $300,000 to place 4 per cents., 
then of $120,000 to place 4%4s. He does not 
explain what the New-York and Richmond 
brokers who organized the syndicate for 


_Mr. Rhind meant when they informed mem- 


bers of that syndicate that of the $78,000, 
or two-thirds of the total bonus unaccount- 


ed for the bulk would have to be given to 

Parties in South Carolina having polit- 
ical influence whose names had better not 
be’ mentioned.” 

Senator Tilman and Mr. Bates were 
the Commissioners chosen by the Legislat- 
ure, and they had entire control of the mat- 
ter for the State. Gov. Evans was then rec- 
ognized as the controlling power in the 
Legislature and representative there of the 
Tillman State Government. He had ap: 
ee Mr. Rhind, and he and his unele, 

fajor Gary, who was paid $1,000, were 
Rhind’s attorneys. Mr. Rhind has not 
denied that he made that statement to the 
two brokers, nor has he denied that he toiu 
them he would only get of the $49,000 left 
for him after he paid them and Major 
Saar enough to pay his traveling expenses 
and time. 

On these matters all concerned are silent. 
We are not even told whether the amount 
of Gov. Evans’s fee as attorney for Rhind 
has ever been determined or paid. 

Senator Tillman, Gov. Evans, and Mr. 
Rhind were in Augusta together a few 
Gays after the publication of the article 
in THE TimEs—accidentally, the Governor 
says. No one of the three has made 2 
statement or spoken a word in reply. Treas- 
urer Bates confines himself to explaining 
one fact which seemed to bear against him 
personally, and which was no essential part 
of the general bond transaction. 

Senator Tillman is quoted as saying that 
he has no time to reply to { lying newspa- 
per correspondents,” and that he will an- 
swer only when charges are made against 
him by “some responsible person.” He 
Goes not question any of the statements 
made. They are from the sworn testimony of 
Messrs. Rhind, Tillman, and Evans, and of 
the brokers with whom they dealt, and the 
members of the syndicate who took the 
bonds. There is no question of charges. 
It is a question of unchallenged statements 
on which the public has naturally promptly 
and inevitably *ased charges. The public 
is the prosecutor on evidence presented by 
THE NEwW-YORK TIMES, and tke “ free-sil- 
ver or bust”’ candidate for the Presidency 

fuses to answer. ; 
ve is stated for Gov. Evans that he will 
@iscuss the subject on the stump during his 
eanvass before the people for the United 
States Senatorship. He prefers to speak for 
himself strictly in South Carolina before 
excited masses of min, composed largely of 


whis own partisans and dependents, rather 


than in cold type before the general public. 
There are several facts in the case which 
it is not necessary to publish, except in re- 


-buttal, and there is apparently no occasion 


for rebutting evidence, as there is no de- 
nial—nothing but an explanation by one of 
four men of one comparatively unimportant 
truth affecting him alone. As a collateral 
incident, however, it may be stated that 
when Mr. Rhind went to New-York to at- 
tempt to place the South Carolina lean he 
visited Controller Hugh S. Thompson of 
the New-York Life, ex-Governor of South 
Carolina and Assistant Secretary of the 
Treasury under Cleveland’s first Administra- 
tion, and said to him: 

“Governor, I have seen enough here to 
know that I cannot place this loan, while 
you can. There is about $120,000 in it. -If 
you will give me $40,000 you,can take the 
rest.’”’ 

Mr. Rhind had at that time the exclusive 
control of the South Carolina bond deal, 
and he regarded it as being worth $40,000. 
Ex-Gov. Thompson declined to touch the 
bonds, on the ground that he had no con- 
fidence in the integrity of the State admin- 
istration, Tillman being then Governor, and 
could not ask others to invest in securities 
which he did not himself trust. 

As a matter of fact, the bonds then being 
offered were 4 per cents, and the Legislat- 
ure had authorized the sale of $6,000, of 
them at 95. There was, therefore, a margin 
of 5 per cent., or $300,000. Yet Mr. Rhind 
was to have but $120,000, or 2 per cent., to 
divide between the people who placed the 
bonds and himself.

ANOTHER RAINES LAW TEST, 





Holders of Old Licenses Ask an In- 
junction Against Lyman. 


Urida, N. Y., June 12.—Judge Coxe, on 
application of Louis W. Pratt of Albany, 
to-day entered an order requiring State 
Excise Commissioner H. H. Lyman to show 
cause why he should not be enjoined from 
revoking the license of William J. Kreeser 
of Albany, which was granted for a year, in 


February, 1896. The application was made 
under Section 10 of Article 1, and’ the 
fourteenth amendment of the United States 
Constitution. The order is made returna- 
ble at the Canandaigua term of the 
United States court, which convenes 
next [agree & Mr. Pratt acts in the matter 
of this application as counsel for the Ale, 
Wine, and Liquor Dealers’ Association of 
Albany, which wants an interpretation of 
the section of the Raines law which says 
that all licenses shall expire June X 

Mr. Pratt believes that the provision is 
im violation of the Constitution of the 
United States, as it deprives certain people 
who own licenses for a period extending 
beyond the date mentioned of that for 
which they have paid a tax. 

Mr. Pratt argued thet the sections of the 
Federal Constitution referred to should be 
construed to restrain the State Excise De- 
partment from interfering with his clients 
in the prosecution of their business under 
the existing licenses, during the period for 
which they were granted.

JOHN C. KELLEY REAPPOINTED. 


United States Senate Failed to Act on 
His First Appointment. 


John C. Kelley, who was appointed Col- 
lector of Internal Revenue for the First 
Collection District of this State by President 
Cleveland, at the time the United States 
Senate refused to confirm the appointment 


of A. Augustus Healy, yesterday received a 
telegram from G. W. Wilson, Acting Com- 
missioner of Revenue at Washington, stat- 
ing that President Cleveland had reappoint- 
ed him, the Senate gg failed to act on 
his original appointment. e was djrected to 
re-execute his bond for $200,000, and for- 
ward it at once to the Washington effice. 
Deputy Collector Alexander McKinney has 
been designated to act as Collector until 
Mr. Kelley’s bond is accepted and approved. 

Mr. Kelley is a member of the Shepard 
Democracy in Brooklyn, as is Mr. Healy, 
and two years ago was its nominee for 
County Treasurer. Mr. Kelley yesterday 
said he could not understand why his ap- 
pointment had not been acted upon by the 
Senate 

“JT consider, however,” he said, ‘“‘ my 
prompt reappointment by the President a 
greater compliment to me and the manage- 
ment of the office than confirmation of my 
nomination by the Senate would have been.”

EXTRAORDINARY CATCHES OF FISH. 








Long Island Fishers Can Supply New- 
York for Two Months, 


ORIENT L. IL, June 12.—Great quantities 
of fish are being caught by the pound 
fishermen at Montauk and Gardiner’s 
Island. They consist of greenheads, sea 
bass, and chequit. One of the companies 
this week shipped over 100 boxes containing 
fish to the New-York and Boston markets. 
The company has six of its pounds full, and 
the ‘leaders’ have been taken from the 
stakes and the trap proper closed, thus 
making a “car’’ in which the fish may be 
kept until shipped to market at the con- 
venience of the company. 

Tons and tons of fish are now on hand 
awaiting shipment to market, and unless 
heavy storms break up the “cars,” and 
allow the fish to escape, there is enough 
fish on hand to supply the New-York mar- 
ket fortwo months. Never before has there 
been such a large quantity of fish at the 
places named awaiting shipment. 





Coach Yorse Drowned in the Hudson. 


The coachman of Henry C. Beadleston, a son 
of the later Brewer W. H. Beadleston, drove a 
pair of carriage horses from his employer’s home, 


25 West Fifty-first Street, to the plier at the foot 
of West Thirteenth Street, intending to take 
them by the steamer Little Silver to Mr. Beadle- 
ston’s Summer home in Long Branch. On the 
wharf one horse was scared and jumped off, drag- 
ging the other horse over. The horses hung sus- 
pended over the edge of the pier, the carriage 
having caught against a pile. The traces were 
cut and they fell into the water. Alexander 
Munson, ferrymaster at the foot of West Four- 
teenth Street, went to the horses in a rowboat 
and saved one. The other was drowned. He was 
valued at $509. 





Killed by a Brooklyn Trolley Car, 


George Thompson, the seven-year-old son. of 
John Thompson, of 198 Nostrand Avenue, Brook- 
lyn, was killed by a De Kalb Avenue trolley car 
yesterday. The boy jumped from the step of an 
ice cart right in front of the car, and, although 
the car was stopped within half its length, the 
boy was crushed so that he died immediately. 
The motorman and conductor were arrested, but 
the witnesses said the motorman was not to 
blame. 





For the Benefit of Bicyclists. 


The bicyclists are to have a Letter path on 
Madison Avenue becweeen Forty-first and Forty- 
secon@ Streets. * Gen. Collis, Commissioner of 
Public Works, has ordered a strip of asphalt 
4 feet wide to be placed next to each curb, and 
work was begun on the avenue yesterday. If 
the experiment proves successful, asphalt paths 
will be placed on all street inclines. Gen. Collis 
would lNe to have such paths on all streets. 





Thinks Croton Water Is Impure. 


In a letter to the Commissioner of Public 
Works, Ppof. Charles A. Doremus expresses the 
belief that the Croton water used in this city is 
too filthy even for the bathtubs of citizens. The 
sediment from the water, he says, is dangerous 
to the health of the city, and he suggests that 
the filtration systems of Providence, R. I., and 
Louisville, Ky., be investigated.

TEXJUDGE MAYNARD DEAD’ 





KILLED BY HEART DISEASE IN THE’ 
HOTEL KENMORE, ALBANY.

Career of the Judge Whose Nomina-: 


tion Swamped the 
Party—His Action Regarding the 
Dutchess County Returns in 1891— 
The General Protest from All Par- 
ties Caused by His Proceedings 
in that Historical Case, 


Democratic 


ALBANY, June 12,—Ex-Judge Isaac H: 


Maynard, senior member of the law firm 
of Maynard, Gilbert. & Cone, and former 
Judge of the Court of Appeals, died sud- 
denly in his room ait the Kenmore Hotel, 
in this city, about 2:30 o’clock this after- 


noon, from heart trouble. -He was alone 
in his room and was sitting in a chair at 
the time of his death. He had just finshed 
his luncheon, and was apparently in the 
best of health, except that he had been un- 
dergoing treatment lately for indigestion. 
During the morning he had been at his 
office as usual. 

As soon as the ex-Judge’s death was dis- 
covered, which was after 3 o’clock, a physi- 
clan was called. The Coroner also was 
summoned and took charge of the body. 

Judge Maynard leaves a wife and daugh- 
ter, who have been living at the family 
home, at Delhi, Delaware County. They 
were telegraphed to immediately. 

The fact that Judge Maynard was troubled 
somewhat with his heart was known among 
a few intimate friends, he having had an 
attack while in their company at Winno- 
sook Lodge, in the Catskills, a couple of 
years ago. Expressions of sorrow were 
universal on Capitol Hill at the announce- 
ment of his death. 

Judge F. R. Gilbert of Judge Maynard’s 
firm arrived here to-night and took charge 
of the remains, which will be taken to- 
morrow on the Delaware and Hudson Road 
to Delhi. The funeral will_be held at the 
latter place Sunday afternoon at 2 o’clock. 





Isaac Horton Maynard was born at Bo- 
vina, Delaware County, April 9, 1888. He 
was of Scotch and English descent, and all 
his fe his home was at Bovina or the 
neighboring town of Stamford. He was 
graduated from Amherst College, and in 
1862 began the study of law, at Delhi, and 
in 1865 was admitted to the bar, and began 
the practice of law. His entrance into 
public life was as the Supervisor of his 
township, and subsequently he was elected 
President of the Board of Supervisors of 
Delaware County. 

He was a member of Assembly in 1876 
and 1877, and in the latter year was elected 
County and Probate Judge for the term of 
eight years. Before his term had expired 
he was nominated, in 1883, for Secretary of 
State on the Democratic ticket, but was 
defeated by Gen. Carr. At the expiration 
of his term as County Judge, in 1885, he 
was appointed First Deputy Attorney Gen- 
eral, and later in the same year he was 
called to Washington, and was appointed 
Second Controller of the United States 
Treasury by President Cleveland, under 
Daniel] Manning, then Secretary of the 
Treasury. When Charles S. Fairchild was 
promoted to be Secretary of the Treasury, 
Judge Maynard was made Assistant Secre- 
tary, and held that position until the end 
of Mr. Cleveland’s first Administration. 


Then he was again appointed a Deputy At- 
torney General of this State. 

It was while Judge Maynard was in the 
service as Deputy Attorney General that 
the incident occurred which brought him 
into unenviable prominence, and resulted in 
the defeat of the Democratic’ Party in this 
State. and placed the State Government in 
the hands of the Republicans. 

The election for Senators had been so 
close in the Fall of 1891 that it was dis- 
covered that the control of the upper 
branch of the Legislature would probably 
hinge on the election in Dutchess County. 
The question of the reapportionment of the 
State was to come up before the Legis- 
lature of 1892, and the complexion of future 
Legislatures might depend on the reap- 
portionment. When the voters of Dutchess 
County were canvassed, thirty-one Repub- 
lican ballots were found in what came to 
te subsequently known as the “ Mylod” 
district, which had ink marks on their 
edges which could have been made by 
printers’ quads. The Democratic canvassers 
asserted that the marks rendered the bal- 
lots defective, and they rejected them. As 
upon the district the political complexion 
of the State Senate was believed to depend, 
the Republicans made a contest for the 
thirty-one rejected ballots which was car- 
ried into the courts. 

Judge Maynard acted in the litigation as 
counsel for the Dutchess County Board of 
Canvassers. Justice Barnard granted a per- 
emptory mandamus ordering the county 
cunvassers to count the rejected ballots 
and transmit the corrected returns to Al- 
bany. Meanwhile Gov. Hill had removed 
from office .the Republican County Clerk 
because he had refused to transmit the re- 
turns as the Democrats wanted them, and 
appointed a Democratic County Clerk, and 
the ‘“‘Mylod”’ returns were made up. Em- 
ans, the Republican County Clerk, who had 
been removed during the Htigation, which 
was very complicated, mailed the corrected 
returns to Albany. He, however, had been 
enjoined by an order of the court from 
doing so, and he hurried to Albany and 
called on Maynard and requested that the 
returns be given back to him, but they had 
disappeared, and when the State Board of 
Canvassers met the ‘“* Mylod”’ returns were 
canvassed, and Osborne was declared elect- 
ed, thus givingathe State Senate to the 
Democrats. : é 

The connection of Judge Maynard with 
the disappearance of the corrected returns 
mailed by County Clerk Emans did not 
become known until after Gov. Flower had 
appointed him to fill a vacancy on the Court 
of Appeals bench, caused by the advance- 
ment of Judge Earl to the Chief Justice's 
chair on the death of Chief Justice Ruger. 
It created a storm of indignation through- 
out the State, and there was a general 
feeling that Judge Maynard ought to re- 
sign. He addressed a letter to Chief Jus- 
tice Ear] explaining his conduct. The Bar 
Association took the matter up, and finally 
the Legislature was compelled to order an 
investigation. The result was a majority and 
a minority report. The former was adop- 
ted, and Judge Maynard was practi- 
cally exonerated. When, however, Gov. 
Flower announced his intention of re- 
appointing\Judge Maynard as Associate Jus- 
tice to succeed Judge Charles Andrews, the 
Bar Association made a strong protest, but 
he was appointed. 

Despite the vigorous protests of many 
prominent Demecrats in the State Judge 
Maynard was nominated for the Court of 
Appeals on the Democratic ticket. The 
nomination raised a storm of indignation 
throughout the State. The Bar Association 
took a prominent part in the canvass 
against him, and without regard to party 
advocated the election of Edward T. Bart- 
lett, the Republican candidate. Mass meet- 
ings were held in this city to protest 
against the election of Maynard, and the 
chief interest in the election centred in 
the contest between Maynard and Bartlett. 
Maynard proved too heavy a load for the, 
Democratic ticket and swamped it. The en- 
tire Republican State ticket was elected. 
The Republicans also obtained a majority 
of the delegates to the Constitutional Con- 
vention. aynard was beaten by 101,064 
votes. Since that time he had been in com- 
parative obscurity. oa 

Judge Maynard's widow is a daughter of 
Charles Marvine, President of the Delaware 
National Bank of Delhi, N. Y.

PRESIDENT SMITH RESIGNS. 


His Health Forces Him to Give Up the 
Leadership in Andover. 


ANDOVER, Mass., June 12.—The resignation 
is announced of Prof. Egbert C. Smith as 
President of Andover Theological Seminary 
after a period of eighteen years in that posi- 
tion. Prof. George Harris Abbott, Profess- 
or of Christian Theology, will succeed him. 

Consideration for his health induced Pres- 
ident Smith to take this action. He will 
retain the Brown Professorship of Ecclesias- 
tical History and his membership in the 
Faculty. resident Smith liberalized the 
teaching in the theological school, which 
brought upon him the charge of having de- 
parted from the Andover creed. A long in- 
vestigation by the Board of Visitors fol- 
lowed, and a decision was reached that the 
charge of heresy brought against him had 
better be dropped. 

Throughout the controversy President 
Smith was supported by the- seminary 
students and the liberal element of the 
Congregational Church, 





MORE SHIPMENTS OF GOLD TO-DAY, 


Ov2r $2,000,000 to be Sent Abroad— 
Gold Reserve, $104,238,754. 


The gold shipments on European steam- 
ships to-day will aggregate $2,200,000, of 
which $2,000,000 in coin was withdrawn 
from the Sub-Treasury yesterday. Lazard 
Fréres, who will send $1,250,000 to Paris on 
La Touraine, obtained about $200,000 in 
gold coin from the Fourth National Bank. 
This gold shipment of Lazard Fréres is for 
the purpose of settling balances. 

All of the other shipments of gold on to- 
day’s steamers will go to Germany. L. Von 
Hoffman & Co. will send $500,000, Heidel- 
bach, Ickelheimer & Co. $250,000, and La- 
denburg, Thalman & Co. $200,000. Sterling 
exchange has been sold against all of the 
gold sent to Germany.

CONTEMPT FOR MANLEY 





SEVERE DENUNCIATION OF HIS BE- 
HAVIOR TOWARD REED. 





Friends of the Maine Candidate Ac- 
cuse Manley of Deliberate and 
Contrived Treachery—Selieve that 
He Never Has Been a Thorough- 
going Reed Man—Report that the 

Recently Referred tv 

Him as “That Pismire.”

St. Lovis, June 12.—Joseph Manley will 
live many years before he will learn to look 
at his participation in the preliminary 
events of the campaign of 1896 with feel- 
ings of satisfaction or approval. He is rep- 


resented as being greatly distressed by the 
denunciations heaped upon him by Reed’s 
friends because of his apparently sudden 
abandonment of the Maine candidate. For 
his own sake it is to be hoped that he 
really does feel some pangs of regret for 
what appears to have been a premature 
and uncalled-for surrender. 

For Mr. Reed’s sake it should be said that 
Manley’s course is denounced by some of 
the former’s friends as deliberate and con- 
trived treachery. 

It is recalled here by those who tell the 
story of Manley’s surrender from the Reed 
Side that he became a Reed man, not be- 
cause he loved Reed much, but that he dis- 
liked McKinley more. The expectation was 
that some other candidate than Reed might 
take Reed’s votes, and that this compro- 
mise candidate might defeat McKinley. 

Manley’s support of Reed never has been 
enthusiastic. It never has amounted to 
much more than opposition to McKinley. 
That he ever was decidedly opposed to Mc- 
Kinley may not be proved. 

That Mr. Reed had learned to Suspect 
him is assumed from the report brought 
here from Washington that Reed recently 
referred to him contemptuously as “that 
pismire!”’ and as a person in whom he had 
no. confidence, 

An unfavorable light is thrown upon Mr. 
Manley’s attempts to excuse his abandon- 
ment of Reed by his explanation that it 
was hasty and too sweeping. 

A man well informed about affairs in the 
Hanna camp says that before Manley gave 
out his first statement Wednesday night, in 
which he conceded the nomination of Me- 
Kinley as inevitable, he had shown a copy 
of the statement to Mr. Hanna with the in- 


formation that he had considered carefully

Then came a flood of protesting tele- 
grams and a howl of indignation from the 
Reed men, and straightway Manley madea 
new statement, to assure the press that he 
still was true to Reed, and that he had for- 
gotten to say that his conclusion about the 
inevitability of McKinley’s nomination had 
been rought about by observing the man- 
ner in\which the National Committee had 
been deciding who should go upon the tem- 
porary roll of the convention. 
This second statement, also signed by Mr. 
Manley, and also given to the press associ- 
ations for publication all over the country, 
it is positively asserted, was submitted to 
Mr.. Hanna by Mr. Manley and met with 
his approval before it was made public. 
Everybody has heard the story from begin- 
ning..to-end, and the Reed men sueer and 
use language that is rude and -full of scorn 
in characterizing the humiliation of Manley 
ore the manager of McKinley’S affairs. 
It-should be said for Mr.:Manley that he 
denies the charge of treachery laid against 
him. To do less would entitle him to un- 
hesitating ostracism and universal distrust.

Every 
eminent man has known for months that the 
chafces were greatly in favor of Mr. McKinley.

Vice Chairman Apsley Wants the 
Maine Man to Take Second Place. 





WASHINGTON, June 12. — Representative 
Apsley of Massachusetts, the Vice Chair- 
man of the Republican National Committee, 
left for St. Louis this afternoon. He was 
seeking Speaker Reed during the day, with 
the purpose of learning his wishes regard- 
ing the conduct of the Reed campaign at 
St. Louis, and also with the object of urging 
Mr. Reed to accept the nomination for -Vice 
President, in case his friends shculd fail to 
secure for him the first place, 

Mr. Apsley has been one of the organizers 
of the Reed campaign in New-England, and 
does not propose to step into any such trap 
as Mr. Manley, but he feels that in case 
of the nomination of a Western candidate 
for President Mr. Reed ought to accept 
the second place, in order to give strength 
and character to the ticket. He does not see 
how Mr. Reed could decline if the nomina- 
tion were forced upon him by acclamation. 
He said ‘to-day that he thought it would be 
a great mistake for Mr. Reed to decline a 
nomination thus made. 

“It would please the people immensely,” 
said Mr. Apsiey, ‘‘and would tend to show 
them that Mr. Reed placed party above 
mere personal disappointments. I think we 
ought to nominate a man who is well 
known for Vice President, and who would 
give strength to the ticket in other States 
than his own. 

“I think that Mr? Reed would lose noth- 
ing by accepting the Vice Presidency, in 
case he fails to secure the first place. It 
would be an honorable and influential posi- 
tion, much pleasanter than that of Speaker 
of the House, and would last four years. 

“If Mr. Reed then desires to go to New- 
York to practice law, he would go with 
even greater prestige than at present. He 
might have a great opportunity, if the 
sound-money sentiment of the country 
should make the Senate a sound-money’ 
body, and it were desired to change the 
rules, so that the majority could legislate. 

“J do not say that Mr. Reed could do it 
alone, or in exactly the manner in which 
he proceeded in the House, but, with the 
support of a majority of the Senate and 
of publi¢ opinion in the country, he would 
be just the man to carry out a firm pro- 
gramme of reform.”

St. Lovis, June 12.—It is apparent five 
days before the meeting of the Republican 
National Convention that William McKin- 
ley of Ohio will be nominated, with barely 
more opposition than will be implied in the 
presentation of other candidates regarded 
by many representatives as more worthy 
to receive the honor of the nomination and 
as safer to be trusted with the responsibili- 
ties of the office of President. With the 
National Committee devoting its time to 
strengthening the McKinley lines, tossing 
here and there a delegate to Reed or Alli- 
son, or Morton, and with Hanna already 
called “ The President Maker” and pro- 
spectively regarded as sure to be the power 
behind the President in case of McKinley’s 
election, the drift toward McKinley is 
strong on the part of politicians who desire 
to establish their standing with a new 
Administration, and other candidates ar 
pear to be in danger of wholesale desertion. 
A gold-standard plank will not be secured 
by the sound-money Republicans if con- 
siderations of prudence indulged by the 
Ohio managers can control to secure an 
agreement upon language that will be 
called ‘‘ conservative’? by Republicans and 
a “straddle” by Democrats who are for 
silver or for gold. A “‘straddle’’ will not 
suit the South, which can give no Electoral 
votes to a Republican, and it will not hold 
the silver Republicans who, in 1892, bolted 
Harrison at the polls after they had pre- 
pared the compromise plank on money in 
the convention at Chicago. The best that 
the convention of 1896 appears likely to do 
is to adopt as the party policy in finance 
the language of the Indiana platform of 
this year, clipped so as to avoid any men- 
tion of the ratio of 16 to 1. 

No Tariff? Enthusiasm. 
If McKinley or Hanna is to meet with 
any disappointment in this convention it 
will be in consequence of the indifference 
manifested about the tariff.. Hanna has en- 
deavored, thus 
arouse the old enthusiasm about protec- 
tion; but until the money question can be 
subordinated to it, which even the forceful 
Mr. Hanna must consider difficult now and 
later on, the later

issue is bound to be the more interesting. 
A disposition is manifested to avoid 
a demand for a restoration of McKinley 
duties. It may be disregarded, just as it is 
probable tha the idle suggestion will be 
cast aside that the money and tariff decla- 
rations shall be so interwoven and inter- 
dependent as to compel acceptance of both. 
Until the contests in the State of New- 
York shail have been decided by the Na- 
tional Committee it will be too early to 
talk about Morton as the candidate for 
Vice President.

He does say that 
unfair treatment of the regularly elected 
delegates wili be resented, but he awaits 
the.arrival of the delegates before ventur- 
ing to predict what form of expression the 
resentment of the Empire State Republic- 
ans will take. 





HANNA THE AUTOCRAT. 


Supreme Dictator of the Republican 
National Convention.

If they do not, they aay expect retribu- 
tion.’’ 

This is the strongest utterance Mr. Platt 
has made on the subject since he came to 


St. Louis. It was made after a careful 
Survey of the field. While it carries with 
it a threat, it is sufficiently dignified to 


cause worriment to some of the Repub- 
sicans who had hoped to see the convention 


proceed on the lines marked out by Mark 
Hanna. 


Mr. Hanna greased the Ways before Mr. 
Platt arrived on the scene. It remains to 
be seen whether the New-Yorker has the 
Strength to block the cut-and-dried pro- 
gramme. Unquestionably Platt’s presence 
and his condemnation of the National Com- 
mittee has revived hope in the breasts of 
Some of the original anti-McKinley men 
Who now are on the McKinley band wagon 
that a combiriation may be formed that 
will destroy the McKinley slate. Close ob- 
Servers of the situation think there is 
perhaps one chance in a thousand that 
such a combination can be effected. 


The New-York Contests. 


The New-York comtests probably will be 
reached to-morrow. Contrary to the de- 
sire of Mr. Sutherland, the New-York mem- 
ber, the National Committee late this after- 
moon decided to take up the remaining 
cases -n alphabetical order. Mr. Suther- 
land directed attention to the fact that 
most of the parties to the contests were 
still absent from the city, and might not 
reach here until the cases had been called. 
The committee was obdurate, however, 
Mr. Sutherland Said to a correspondent of 
THE NEw-Yor« TIMEs that it would be

Piatt Smiles Again. 


Mr. Platt recowered to-day ‘the equanim- 
ity which deserted him when, upon his ar- 
rival in St. Louis, he learned of the course 
adopted by the ' National Committee. He 
smiled when asked if the McKinley lead- 
ers had called upon him and said that he 
was persona non grata so far as they were 


concerned. He listened with interest to the 
reading of a dispatch from New-York con- 
taining the statement of J. Sloat Fasset 
that Morton could have the nomination for 
Vice President if he wished it, and that 
he probably would accept after the nomi- 
nation of McKinley shall have been made. 

“Was Fassett up a tree when he made 
that remark?” inquired Platt. ‘‘He must 
have been in some elevated place where 
he could see further than we can here.”’ 

While many ‘people insist that Morton 
will be named for second place, Platt 
steadily refuses to talk about the Governor 
in that connection. 

Gen. Howard Carroll, the organization 
delegate from the Twelfth New-York Dis- 
trict, whose seat is contested, reached the 
city this afternoon. He expects to be seat- 
ed. He has many friends in the commit- 
tee from the South, who, he is confident, 
will not forget that he was a Republican 
when, in the South, it required some nerve 
to be outspoken for the party. 





PLATT’S COURSE WELCOMED. 





The Prospect of a Row Is Pleasing to 
the Politicians. 


Sr. Louis, June 12.—June 12.—The state- 
ments made by Mr. Platt last night with 
relation to the action of the National Com- 
mittee in placing McKinley men upon the 
convention roll regardless of the justice 
er injustice of their claims had the effect 
of arousing many of the delegates from 
the state of apathy into which they had 
fallen upon discovering the true condition 
of affairs here. The prospect of a row 
was never more welcome to politicians, 
While Mr. Platt did not say that he would 
bolt the convention if the Platt delegates 
from New-York were not seated, many 
who heard his denunciation of the National 
Committee and its arbitrary methods 
jumped to the conclusion that he would 


bolt, and a declaration to that effect was 
sent over the country. Mr. Platt’s views 
were accurately and fully stated in the 
interview contained in these dispatches last 
nicht. ; 

Mr. Platt’s assertion that he would do 
everything in his power to force the com- 
mittee to decide the contested-seat cases 
n their merits has been borne out by 


u 
his actions to-day. 

Before the day was fd advaneed 
-he was in communication in his pri- 
vate room with William A. Suther- 
land of Rochester, his representative on 
the committee; W. Murray e of Massa- 


ehusetts, another member of the National 
Committee. who is opposed to McKinley, 
and Senator Gear of lowa, who has charge 


of the Allison boom. To tlemen 
he made known his intention o hting 
the committee. The conference lasted some 


time, and when the meeting of the commit- 
tee began, it was apparent from the actions 
of these three members that they had taken 
fresh heart, as a result of their talk with 
Mr. Platt. 

Almost from the beginnings of the session 
ef the committee ~ ae ag had found 
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Ohio movement The fact that several 
contests taken up during tne day resulted 
favorably to the comtestants whose McKin- 
leyism is not as Strong as that of Mark 
anna, for instance, is regarded as evi- 
ence by some of the Platt followers that 
the influence of their leader already has 
been felt. 
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Plans Not Disclosed. 


After talking with his Heutenants, Mr. 
Platt devoted some time to différent per- 
sons who called to pay their respects and 
to ascertain, if possible, what his plans 
hg To all inquiries of this character 
e returned most diplomatic replies. Bein 
importurzd by a local paper to announce 
his position, he gave out this statement for 
ae: 

“Gov. Morton will be placed in nomina- 
tion and will be cordially supported by his 
friends. Speaker Reed and Senator Ailison 
will also receive the votes of their support- 
ers, all reperts to the contrary notwith- 
standing. am hopeful that the convention 
will recognize the wisdom of making Gov. 
Morton our Presidential candidate and de- 
claring unequivocally for a single gold 
Standard. He is essentially the gold stand- 
ard bearer, as his record demonstrates. 
From a cursory observation during my brief 
Stay here, I am sanguine that the majority 
of the delegates favor the continuance of 
the existing financial system as interpreted 
by Republican Administrations. The New- 
York delegation will certainly do all in its 
power to put a gold plan# in the ‘platform, 
for New-York is for gold;” 

To those who had the pleasure of listen- 
ing to Mr. Platt when he was untrammeled 
by the presence of strangers this statement 
is nothing more than a diplomatic utter- 
ance designed to convey to the members of 
the National Committee, in parliamentary 
language, Mr. Platt’s intention to make 
trouble if the committee’s plan to seat 
McKinley men is persisted in. Just how 
far he proposes to go in his opposition to 
the committee remains to be discovered. 
While, apparently, he is full of fignt at the 
present time and makes no secret of his 
intention to raise a row in the convention if 
the committee runs counter to his wishes, 
it is not believed that he would carry the 
matter so far that nothing would be left 
a to do but walk out of the conven- 


Not a Bolter, 


Mr. Platt is not in the habit of bolting 
conventions. His enemies here from New- 
York say nothing would suit them better 
than to see Platt quit the convention. 
There are not a few Platt “touters”’ here, 
and they persist in saying that he will 
succeed in forcing the convention to place 
the words “gold standard” in the plat- 
form. When asked how he will do this the 
reply is that he will place before the con- 
vention the alternative of losing’ the sup- 
port of the New-York State organization. 
The McKinley men from New-York now 
on the ground declare that the sentiment 
of the Republicans of the State is favor- 
able to McKinley. It is notable, however, 
that they do not concede that the New- 
York Republicans want McKinley on a 
“straddle’’ platform. 

“Tf Platt succeeds in inducing the con- 
vention to come straight out for the gold 
standard he will make himself invincible 
in the State of New-York,” said one of 
his admirers this afternoon. “It is cer- 
tain that he will make the fight of his life 
for a gold plank, and if the Committee on 
Resolutions presents a ‘straddle’ plank 
you may expect to see Platt raise a rum- 
pus. In the face of the leverage which 
will be brought to bear by New-York, in 
my opinion, it will be impossible for the 
convention to declare for anything but 
the retention of the gold standard. 

Pending the arrival in St. Louis of the 
other members of his contingent, Mr. Platt 
will continue the struggle against the com- 
mittee with the few followers who came 
with him yesterday. Chairman Hackett of 
the Republican State Committe has been 
seen to-day in the neighborhood of the 
National Committee room. To newspaper 
men who asked him what the Platt crowd 
proposed to do in case the committee re- 
fused to recognize the Platt delegates in 
the contested districts, he declared that 
“an awful howl’? would be raised, and 
that there was not going to be “ any Ala- 
bama or Florida business in these cases. 
Mr. Hackett appeared to be considerably 
disturbed this afternoon. 


Hanna Not Disturbed. 


The anti-Platt men say he is not at all 
sanguine of success. There were rumors 
current this morning that Platt and Hanna 
had been in conference on the subject of 
the New-York contests. These distinguished 
leaders had not met up to a late hour this 
afternoon. An Ohio man of prominence 
said to a correspondent of THE NEW-YORK 
Times that the McKinley leader was not 
disturbed over the utterances of Platt, and 
in all probability would pay no attention to 
them. The tendency is to let Platt howl 
and make what little trouble it lies in his 
power to create. This man said: “ Before 
he came there was a disposition on the 
part of Mr. Hanna to treat him with great 
consideration. Now Platt jumps into the 
arena with a declaration of war against 
the committee and the assertion that his 
views must be adopted in the construction 
of the platform, on pain of dire misfortune 
to the candidate to be nominated and the 
party. Such talk is not calculated to bring 
to him concessions from the ones who have 
the power to make them.” 


Hanna Overshadows Piatt. 


It is plain that if Platt and Hanna were 
to have a “run,” the New-Yorker would 
come out second best. What the next few~ 
hours or days may bring forth is a differ- 


ent matter. 
A report was in circulation to-day that 


Platt had sent word to Hanna that the Na- 


tional Committee must not treat the dele- 
gates from the mnpre State, representing 
thirty-four Electoral votes, as it had treat- 
ed the delegates from Alabalga and other 
Southern States, and that if the regularly 
elected seventy-two delegates were not ad- 
mitted he would take sixty delegates out 
of the convention, and they would refuse to 
participate in or be bound by its proceed- 
ings. Mr. Platt said of this report that it 
was absolutely false; that he had not sent 
such a message to Mr. Hanna; that he 
could not speak for the delegation as to 
what its course would be, and that it would 
be determined by the delegates thernselves 
after a consultation. 


Quay Will Assist. 
Senator Quay was one of Mr. Platt’s call- 
ers this afternoon. The two were closeted 
for an hour. When Quay departed, Platt 
remarked to a group of newspaper men: 


**Senator Quay is in the fight with me to 
the end.”’ 

Mr. Platt to-night received a dispatch 
which he showed with much satisfaction to 
several callers in his rooms. It read as fol- 
lows:

BUSY WITH CONTESTS 














The National Committee Spends An- 
other Day on the Temporary Roll 
—New-York Case To-day. 


St. Louis, June 12.~The National Com- 
mittee has spent the day considering con- 
tests. In view of the fact that but sixty 
contests had been settled, it was voted 
early in the day to aliow but ten minutes 
to each side in contests that should come 
before the committee. 

Secretary Manley announced that the 
contest in the Bighth Virginia District had 
been withdrawn by a letter, and the names 
of W. B. G. Shumate and H. Y. Wale were 
placed upon the temporary roll. Both are 
instructed for McKinley. The contestants 
were divided between Reed and Allison. 


More Mississippi Cases, 


Consideration of the Mississippi contests 
was resumed. Ex-Congressman Lynch ap- 
peared for the contestees, J. W. Randolph 
and Samuel D. Young, both colored, and 
Gen. Thompson of Ohio, spoke for the con- 
testants, C. A. Simpson and George W. 
Bowles, colored. There was no debate in 
committee and the two last named were 
seated by a unanimous vote, With equal 
celerity the contestants in the Seventh 
Mississippi District, James M. Matthews, 
Sr., and George G. Cranberry, (colored) 
were placed on the roll to the exclusion of 
J. Meredith Matthews and Thomas E. 
Richardson, In each of these cases, both 
contestants and contestees were McKinley- 
ites. 

The committee next took up the case 


brought from the First District of Ala- 
bama, and which had been laid over from 
Wednesday afternoon. Here the contest- 
ants were S. M. Murphy and D, H. Pren- 
tice, both colored, and favoring Reed as 
first choice; the contestees were Samuel S. 
Booth and John Harmon, (colored,) both for 
McKinley. The committee refused to seat 
the Reed delegation by a vote of 12 to 31, 
and Booth and Harmon were placed on the 
temporary roll call. Senator Gear of Iowa 
declared that this vote ‘“‘ would have a bad 
effect upon the country.” 


Kellogg Wins His Fight. 


The contest as to delegates at large from 
Louisiana wag considered next. In this 
case the representative of the regular Re- 
Publican Party of the State, comprising 
William Pitt Kellogg, Albert H. Leonard, 
(white,) Reedites, and Henry Demas and 


James Vance, (colored,) McKinleyites, 
claimed to be entitled to be placed upon 
the roll. Against them were the nominees 
of the National Republican Sugar Planters’ 
Convention—A. McGinniss, E. N. Cornay, 
Anthony Doherty, and R. H. Hackney, all 
white McKinleyites. In acdition, Leonard’s 
seat was contested independently by An- 
drew Hero, Jr. The committee seated ‘the 
Kellogg delegates. 
It was suggested, however, by several 
members of the committee that this sum- 
mary proceeding might do injury to the Re- 
publican cause in Louisiana by alienating 
the sugar-planters element, and, the respect- 
ive delegations having been called back, 
Chairman Carter made a pacific address, 
ome gel out that the action taken had been 
ased upon the statement of Mr. Balian 
himself that the organization he represent- 
ed was not regular, and suggesting that the 
Committee on Credentials of the National 
Convention was a court of last resort. The 
contestants accepted the suggestion, and 
amnounced as they withdrew that the case 
would be carried to the convention. Al- 
though the seating of ex-Gov. Kellogg and 
his associates was regarded as disposing of 
all the contests in the six Louisiana Con- 
gressional districts, it was decided to take 
them up seriatim and hear arguments, In 
the First District ex-Gov. Henry C. War- 
moth and Walter L. Cohen, (colored,) in- 
structed for McKinley, and C. W. Boothby 
and C. W. Deverin, (colored,) instructed for 
Reed, were the rival delegations. War- 
moth and Cohen were seated without a 
roll call. This was a victory for the sugar- 
planters, or National Republicans, and a 
practical reversal of the position taken by 
the committtee on the preceding contest. 


Reed Contestants Lose, 


In the Second District the contestees were 
A. T. Wimberly and Richard Simms, (col- 
ored,) instructed for McKinley, and the 
contestants Morris Marks and Lucien Com- 
mo, (colored,) instructed for Reed. Ag in 
the other contests in this State, the dis- 
putes were based upon the regularity or 
otherwise of the conventions at which the 
delegates were elected. Wimberly and 
ee were seated without debate or oppo- 
sition. 

Next in the list was the Third Louisiana 
District contest, where L. 8. Clark and 
William J. Belian, National Republicans, 
challenged the credentials of Meyer Cahn 
and of State Chairman Thomas A. Cage, 
colored,) all four McKinleyites. Cahn and 
age were excluded by a vote of 19 to 18, 
but subsequently, upon motion of Mr. Hahn 
of Ohio, both delegations were seated, with 
a half vote each. The vote was 27 to 11. 
This was the first double delegation to be 
placed on the roll by the committee, and 
Committeeman Botkin of Montana ex- 
pressed the fear that the precedent would 
return to plague the body. 

David 8S. Ferris and C. C. Antoine, (col- 
ored,) both “regular Republicans ”’ and in- 
structed for McKinley, were the claimants 
in the Fourth District, while Benjamin 
O’Neill and William Harper, (colored,) both 
instructed for Reed, made contest for the 
seats. This was an echo of a similar dis- 
pute which arose over the same competing 
delegations in the Minneapolis Convention 
four years ago. Harper and O'Neill, the 
— men, were seated by a unanimous 
vote. 

No presentation of facts was made in the 
Fifth and Sixth Districts, and the regular 
delegates from each locality—L. B. n- 
nally and 8. W. Green (colored) and J. B. 
Brooks and W. W. Johnson (both colored 
were seated. All four are instructed 
McKinley. ’ 
Delaware, New-York, and North Carolina 
were passed for the time being, there being 
no response when they were called by the 
Sergeant-at-Arms. 

In the Third Virginia District the con- 
testants failed to put in an apprerence, and 
the regular delegates, Edmund Waddill, Jr., 
and C. . Harris, both instructed for Mc- 
Kinley, were seated. 


Big Fight Over Delaware. 


The Delaware case came up in the even- 
ing and provoked a hot fight. The decision 
was against seating either of the contest- 
ing delegations. The Higgins delegates, 
claiming to be regular, are instructed for 
McKinley; the Addicks delegates, appear- 
ing on Secretary Manley’s records as con- 
testants, are said to be for Quay. 

When the rival delegations, headed re- 
aoeeiterty. by Higgins and Addicks, were 
ushered into the committee room, the ex- 
citement on the part of the committeemen 
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on the ticket. Mr. Hobart, when asked 
this afternoon if he expected to be uomi- 
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es. tr cks sat close 
‘beside him, and at: times ee doked as 
though the two mien might tome into per- 
sonal collision, especially as Mr. Higgins 
denounced Addicks as the principal of a 
conspiracy against law and honor, and as 
aman who regarded neither. 


Said Addicks Was No Gentleman. 


Mr. Higgins was followed by Washington 
Hastings, who was equally emphatic. Turn- 
ing to Addicks, who sat with a sarcastic. 
Smile 6n his face, he shook his finger under 
his nose and ejaculated: 

“This man is governed by a base and 
selfish ambition. I say it to his face, as 
I have said it before. His name is Ad- 
dicks. Little ag he understands the lan- 
guage of gentlemen, he doubtless under- 
stands what I say.” 

Addicks made no response. 

The principal address of the other side 
Was made by Caleb R. wopter, Chairman 
of the convention which.elected the Ad- 
dicks delegation. He entered a _ protest 
against the washing of the dirty linen or 
the Delaware Republicans before the com- 
mittee. He also made a bitter attack upon 
the motives of ex-Senator Higgins, whose 
political fortune, he said, had been made 
by Addicks. 

Mr. Addicks then made a brief address 
on his own behalf. He said he had been 
indorsed by the people of Delaware and 
had destroyed the worst ring that the Re- 
— Party had ever known. Mr. 

iggins replied: 


Called Him a “Moral Idiot.” 


He alluded to Addicks as “‘ that creature,” 
and said that his speech showed him to be 
the ‘“‘ moral idiot’’ that every one in Dela- 
ware knew he was. 

As soon as the parties in interest had re- 
ttred a storm broke forth. re 

Senator Thurston, first gaining the floor, 
commenced an impassioned speech. He 
reviewed the evidence elicited in the Du 
Pont controversy before the United States 
Senate and declared that it exposed a state 
of affairs unprecedented in the history of 
any State Republican Party .n the country. 
Addicks, he said, had been proved a trait- 
or to the eause of Republicanism. 


Thurston Wins Applause. 


“Talk to me of honor and decency in 
politics,” said the Senator. 
and now that I would not vote for J. Ed- 


ward Addicks if his vote were needed to 
make the next President of the United 
States, and if the necessity demands, I will 
repeat that statement upon the floor of the 
National Convention.”’ 

Two rounds of applause, the first demon- 
stration of the kind that has marked the 
proceedings of the committee, followed the 
Nebraska Senator’s declaration.

A DAY OF INERTIA, 





Good Prospect for a Discussion of Fi- 
nance in the Convention, 
By The United Press. 


St. Louis, Mo., June 12.4This has been a 
day of inertia in the Republican camp. 
Even the arrival of Senator Quay to re- 
inforce ex-Senator Platt failed to galvanize 
the anti-McKinley movement back to any 
semblance of vigorous life. The corridors 
around the room where the National Com- 
mittee went through its monotonous routine 
of deciding preliminary contests was never 
‘uncomfortably thronged at any period of 
the day. 

What the decisions of the committee 
would be appeared to be taken for granted 
in a@ majority of cases. Some eccentric 
departures in the Louisiana contested 


cases from the ordinary course of rulings 
scarcely served to give zest to otherwise 
tasteless proceedings. ’ 

When the New-York contests shall be 
reached to-morrow or Monday interest may 
revive. Some of Mr. Platt’s intimates con- 
tinue to make veiled threats of bolting if 
the New-York contests are decided on the 
same principles that are alleged to have 
controlled the committee in other cases, but 
Mr. Platt himself has carefully avoided 
committing himself to such a course, 

Some very decided indications were given 
this afternoon as to the course which the 
McKinley men would probably. take on the 
financial question. Hitherto the Platt men 
have shouted “sound money,” and the 
McKinley men have shouted “ tariff,’’ and 
neither side has manifested any disposition 
to adopt the war cry of the other Now 
all this is changed, and the McKinley men 
are shouting finance. : 

A suggested platform, drafted by Mr. 
Kohlsaat of Chicago, was submitted to 
Mr. Hanna and other close friends of Major 
McKinley to-day, and was taken under con- 
sideration. This proposed financial plank, 
while following in the lines of the Indiana 
platform, goes one important step further 
and specifically declares for the ‘‘ gold stand- 
ard.” At the same time, however, that this 
proposition was submitted, the suggestion 
was made that if this platform were adopt- 
ed by the Committee on Resolutions it 
should be with the distinct understanding 
that when it was reported to_ the 
convention ‘by that committee the Chair- 
man should entertain a motion. to 
strike out the words “ gold standard,”’ the 
plank to be so framed that this could be 
done without interfering with the context 
or the sense. Such a motion being enter- 
tained, the proposition would be subject to 
debate, and finally could be settled by the 
convention on a test vote. 

It is understood to be Mr. Hanna’s judg- 
ment that the words “gold standard” 
ought not to appear in the platform. 
Senator Allison’s friends, who have hither- 
to remained so silent that the impression 
gained ground that he had been withdrawn 
from the race, are now assuming an aggres- 
sive attitude and assert that he will be sup- 
ported by vigorous oratory and many votes 
when the convention shall proceed to nom- 
inations. ; 





NOT LIKE A CONVENTION CITY. 





Louis Is Undecorated and Dele- 
gates Lack for Entertainment.

St. Louis, June 12.—The men from all 
parts of the country who have come to St. 
Louis only to find that they are to take 
part in a McKinley ratification meeting 
are already complaining of the absence of 
the sights and sounds that, up to this time, 
have been inseparable from convention pre- 
liminaries. The city thus far has refused 
to awaken to the fact that the Republican 
National Convention is soon to be cailed 
to order within its gates. 

Possibly the recent tornado may have 


some connection with the state of temper 
which seems to have taken possession of 
the town. Ordinarily the streets of a con- 
vention city are ablaze with colors days 
before the time for the opening exercises, 
and the music of brass bands and the 
shouts of enthusiastic boomers keep the 
delegates from becoming lonesome) 

The decorations in the principal streets up 
to this hour are so few in number and so 
devoid of character as not to be worth men- 
tioning. A few extra flags have been flung 
to the breeze and a few strips of bunting 
adorn the fronts of saloons and other re- 
sorts where Republican patronage is wel- 
comed. One or two mammoth pictures of 
Reed and McKinley have been hung in the 
corridors of the Southern Hotel, and a few 
delegations have placed signs above the 
doors of their h quarters*and are prepar- 
ing to invest in some bunting. 

Tite New-York delegation headquarters, 
at the Southern, present the finest appear- 
ance of any yet opened.

LENGTH OF THE CONVENTION. 





A Prospect that It Will Not Adjourn 
Before Saturday Night. 


St. Louis, Mo., June 12.—A general desire 
obtains among delegates and officers of the 
convention, and more especially among St. 
Louis business men, to figure out how long 
the convention is likely to last. There seem- 
ing to be no opposition practically to the 
nomination of Major McKinley for the 
Presidency, it was taken for granted at 
first that the convention could finish up its 
work in two or three days, so as to ad- 
journ not later than Thursday evening. The 
outlook, however, is far from being promis- 
ing for such speed. 

There are something like 150 contests to 
be settled, and they all must go to the Com- 
mittee on Credentials, and each contestant 
will insist on a hearing. It is figured, 
therefore, that the Credentials Committee 
will hardly get through its work in less 
than two days. e 

The National Committee has but to make 
a temporary roll, and yet it has been in 
constant session for two days without fin- 


ishing the work. Besides that, the contest- 
ants all have the a yg of appeal to the 
cunvention itself, and they are likely to 
exercise this right to the utmost. 

An examination of the records of previous 
conventions shows that not one of them 
since that of 1876, when Hayes and Wheeler 
were nominated, concluded its business 
before the end of the fourth day. At 
Minneapolis the convention met Tuesday 
June 7, at 12:15. The roll of States and 
‘Territories was called, and the Committees 
on Permanent Organization, Rules and Or- 
ders of Business, Credentials, and Resolu- 
tions were announced. Thereupon, after 
. session of only an hour and forty min- 
utes, the convention adjourned until i1 
o’clock the next morning. The second day 
the permanent officers were seated, and the 
rules were adopted. The Cammittee on 
Resolutions, which had the platform in 
charge, was unable to report, and it was 
granted further time, so that after an 
nouncing the members of the National 
Committee, the convention adjourned until 
the following ay The Credentials Com- 
mittee was unable to report in the morn- 
ing of Thursday, but did report at an 
evening session. At the same time the 
platform was submitted and adopted with- 
out debate or division. Friday morning was 
consumed in considering contested seats, 
and they had to be disposed of before the 
nominations could be made. Immediately 
after the selection of Gen. Harrison had 
been made unanimous the convention ad- 
journed until evening, when Whitelaw Reid 
was nominated for the Vice Presidency, 
and some routine business was transacted. 

Much the same programme will be fol- 
lowed here in St. Louis, and as it took the 
Minneapolis Convention three days and part 
of the fourth to conclude the preliminary 
business it is believed it will be at least as 
long as that here. 

The Resolutions Committee will, of 
course, sit at the same time as the Cre- 
dentials Committee, and the fight over the 
platform will be progressing while the con- 
tests are being heard. It is figured out that 
the delegates will be in luck if they can get 
a chance at the platform Friday morning, 
and the silver men say they not only will 
make tneir fight in the committee, but will 
debate the platform on the floor of the 
convention, and will resist vi@rously any 
speedy action on the previous question. 

The St. Louis oor e, of course, want 
a long convention, and fortunately for them 
it looks as if the session would last for 
four or five days, probably winding up Sat- 
urday. 

It took two days only at Chicago in 1860 
to nominate Lincoln and Hamlin, and the 
same length of time in Baltimore, when 
Lincoln and Johnson were put on the ticket. 

Grant and Colfax at Chicago, and Grant 
and Wilson at Philadelphia, were nomi- 
ated after two days’ work, but a convention 
of three days was necessary for Hayes and 
Wheeler, at Cincinnati, in 1875. 

/The days of long Republican conventions 
began with the celebrated anti-Grant fight 
in Chicago in 1880, the convention then 
lasting from Wednesday, June 2, to Tues- 
day, June 8, or six working days. 

Blaine and Logan, at Chicago, in 1884, 
took four days, and four years later, at 
the same place, it required seven days, in- 
cluding Sunday morning, to fix up the 
nominations for Harrison and Morton. 

With these records staring them in the 
face, delegates may not be surprised if 
they do not return to their families until 
after the end of next week. 





THE NEW-YORK HEADQUARTERS. 





Gorgeous Room Provided for the Mor- 
ton Boom to Die In, 


Str. Louis, June 12.—New-York, as usual, 
will have conspicuous headquarters. No 
visitor to the parlor floor of the Southern 
can miss it. The New-York delegation has 
the ordinary dining-room, on the main hall, 
immediately opposite the,parlor in which 
the National Committee meets. It is a 
large, hexagonal apartment, separated from 
the halls on three sides of it by glass par- 
titions, through which one sees a wealth of 
wall, pillar, and ceiling decoration, por- 
traits of Gov. Levi P. Morton, a clean coy- 
ering of white cloth upon the floor, and a 


handful of early comers who await the ar- 
rival of the Morton boomers from the Em- 
pire State. 

Over on the right of the entrance to this 
room, a arae portrait of Thomas B. Reed 
looks gloomily across at the banner indicat- 
ing the way to ‘‘ Boss’”’ Hanna’s throne at 
the end of the same hall. Skillful deco- 
rators have arranged blue and gold banners 
in the New-York room, and there is a pro- 
fuse and tasteful clustering of flags about 
the four columns and wherever they can be 


hung. 
At the further end of the apartment, 
where tables and chairs are provided for 


the convenience of the delegation in 
case a meeting shall be held, a 
large oil ged of Gov. Morton, in 
a heavy gilt frame, elaborately decorated 


with flags, attracts the eyes of the throngs 
of Foyer who constantly pass and repass. 
is room, in a day or two, will become a 

harbor of refuge for those who seek relief 
from the inevitable rush and crush of con- 
ventions. The State flag and coat-of-arms 
are displayed, and ‘‘Morton and New- 
York,”’ in gold, is repeated on several long 
blue silk banners hung upon the walls. 
A lithographic portrait of Quay was 
tacked up this afternoon at each side of the 
entrance ‘to the New-York headquarters. 
None but a Pennsylvania Republican would 
have been guilty of such an intrusion, 

Mr. Platt’s rooms are on the floor above 
the New-York headquarters, immediately 
over the suite occupied by Hanna.

TAKE A GOLD PLATFORM 





New-York Regulars Go to St. Louis 
Prepared for a Fight for Gov. 
Morton and Sound Money. 


ALBANY, June 12.—The New-York dele- 
gates are for a gold platform at St. Louis, 
and they started to-day with a _ full 
understanding of the specifications which 
will be insisted on. They are in for a fight, 


and whatever progress may have been made 
at St. Louis before their arrival, they in- 
sist that the platform-makers must listen 
to their voices, or they will ‘‘make Rome 
howl.” They. have a regular plan of bat- 
tle. Mr. Platt, Mr. Hackett, and Mr. Odell, 
who went two days ago, had an understand- 
ing on the subject, and they are to map out 
the work which will be undertaken by 
every New-Yorker who is in sympathy with 
the last State Convention immediately on 
arrival. They will insist, as hard as they 
can, upon a modification of the currency 
plank in the Massachusetts platform. 

Edward Lauterbach, one of the delegates 
at large, is scheduled as the member of 
the Committee on Platform from this State. 
He started with the delegation to-day, ac- 
companied by Mrs. Lauterbach. On the 
train, soon after it pulled out from the 
Grand Central Station, in New-York City, 
Mr. Lauterbach gave to a reporter for THE 
NEW-YorK TrmEs a draft of the plank 
which suits the New-Yorkers. It reads 
thus: 

We are entirely opposed to the coinage of silver 
as full legal-tender money, and to any change in 
the existing gold standard, except by internation- 
al agreement, to which England, France, and 
Germany must be parties. 

Every promise must be rigidly kept and every 
obligation redeemable in coin must be paid in 
gold if so desired by the creditors. 

This plank has been made after many 
consultations among Republican leaders in 
New-York City and is said to have the ap- 
proval of many business men who do not 
figure much in practical politics. It was 
under discussion by those of the delegates 
who had a taste for such substantial topics 
before the delegates’ train had pulled out 
of the tunnel on the Central Road to-day. 
The delegates insist that they will make a 
clamor against any silver nonsense at St. 
Louis which the entire country will hear. 

One of the visitors to St. Louis on the 
New-York train is John A. Sleicher of 
New-Lork, Supervisor of the City Record. 
He has a gold plank which was drawn by 
W. J. Arkell which he proposes to urge 
the Committee on Platform to adopt. t 
reads thus: 

We declare and affirm that all the obligations 
of the Government shall be payable in gold 
coin of the present weight and fineness. 

Anderson Lawrence, the Sergeant at Arms 
of the delegation to St. Louis from New- 
York, walked into the Grand Central Sta- 
tion at 12:30 o’clock to-day, carrying a 
package containing 1,000 Morton badges.

REED WAITS IN WASHINGTON. 








Will Not Go Home Until After the 
Convention. 


WASHINGTON, June 12.—Aside from mak- 
ing a call at the White House to-day to 
take formal farewell of President Cleve- 
land upon the close of Congress, and an- 
other at the residence of Representative 
Hitt of Illinois, who has been ill for some 
time, Speaker Reed remained at the Shore- 
ham in constant telegraphic communication 
with friends and managers at St. Louis.

HARD WORK FOR THE OARSMEN. 


Walter Peet Unable to Coach Colum- 
bia—The Crew Doing Well. 


POUGHKEEPSIE, June 12.—This had been an 
ideal June day, and all the crews in training 
here for the four-cornered races on June 24 and 
26, have put in several hours’ hard work. A stiff 
northerly breeze is blowing, and this morning the 
river was a little rough, but this afternoon it is 
only. choppy, with no whitecaps in sight. 

Two weeks from to-day the ’Varsity race will 
be rowed, and old boatmen say, as the tide and 
water is to-day, so will it be then. Ellis Ward 
says the part about the tide is all right, but he 
scouts the water idea. If there is any similarity 
between the two days, at 5:30 P. M., the time 
set for the race, there will be a strong ebb tide, 
the water will be in splendid shape, and the river 
on the west side will be nicely shaded by the 
hills, while on the other shore a blaze of sun- 
shine will make a dazzling picture for thousands 
of sightseers to look at. 

The new shell of the Quakers was nearly 
wrecked by a squall on Thursday afternoon, and 
the freshmen had hard work to keep from being 
blown into the old willow dock, on which the 
University of Pennsylvania boathouse stands. 
Ellis Ward’s watermanship saved the day. The 
yeteran coach says that the university crew will 
not repeat. last year’s mistakes. 

Timothy Donohue is making twenty-four new 
‘Sweeps for Columbia and ten for Harvard. 

Guy Richards, Chairman of the Regatta Com- 
mittee, to-day spoke of the upset of Harvard's 
shell from swells of a passing steamer, and said 
it would be a courteous act on the part of pilots 
of vessels which have no set time to pass Pough- 
keepsie if they would signal the engineer to 
slow down when in the vicinity of the crews, so 
that the swells would not be large enough to 
damage the shells or threaten the equillibrium 
of the oarsmen. The University of Pennsylvania 
had a chell brokein in two last year from this 
cause. If the boats would run under one bell 
Mr. Richards thinks the danger would be re- 
duced to a minimum. 

The swamping of Harvard's cedar boat and 
the involuntary bath of the 'Varsity crew is be- 
ing discussed quite freely by all the undergradu- 
ates here. The swells that made the trouble 
came from the steamer Romer, a passenger boat 
regularly plying on the Hudson. The time that 
the Romer may be expected at Krum Elbow can 
be calculated on the average to within a few 
minutes. Nevertheless the happening was an un- 
fortunate one, because it was Harvard which 
held out against the Poughkeepsie course on ac- 
count of the number of steamers going up and 
down and the consequent commotion of the water, 
which, they maintained, interfered with practice 
and endangered the shells. Mr. Richards spoke 
seriously this afternoon of the subject of steam 
vessels slowing down for the college boys, and it 
is to be hoped that his request will be heeded. 
After spending two days at the Columbia quar- 
ters Coach Walter Peet announced his intention 
to-day of returning to New-York for a week. 
He seems to be satisfied with the work of the 
crews. He says that they are in goog spirits, 
and all in fine physical condition. The ’Varsity 
crew has been over the course three or four 
times, but has not rowed on time yet. When 
each of the men feels in the very best possible 
shape an effort will be made to cover the four 
miles in fast time. Mr. Peet, when spoken to 
about Pennsylvania’s protests against subs from 
Columbia and Harvard watching the University 
of Pennsylvania's crews at work, laughed and 
said the incident had no ‘Significance whatever. 
It was a good-natured practice, and at New-Lon- 
don was carried on between Yale, Columbia, and 
Harvard, without a thought of harm or any 
ill-feeling whatever. 

No change has been made in the Columbia's’ Var- 
sity crew since their arrival, nearly two weeks 
ago. 

There has been no change in Pennsylvania’s 
"Varsity crew except In the order in which the

men row, since the Harlem Regatta, 
the Quakers carried off much glory. Coach Ellis 
Ward does not feel encouraged the row

The Regatta Com- 
mittee is of the opinion that if one boat is 
designated as a ‘‘ press’’ boat others will crowd 
in without authority. Mr. Richards thinks the 
warehouses at Highland, which interrupt for a 
short distance the view from the observation 
train, can be covered by men specially stationed 
on the docks.

Street. 

“This horse had the heaves very badly. 
It was a pet horse, and the owner went 
in despair to a Christian Scientist, who 
cured it in a very short time and with very 
little trouble.’’ 

The Christian Scientists hold a meeting 
for testimony every Friday evening in 
Hodgson Hall. About sixty persons were 
present last evening, fifty of whom were 
women. Most of these women were young, 
well dressed, and pretty. Their hats were 
of an ultra-aesthetic order, their faces re- 
fined, their eyes very bright, and their man- 
ner in conversation rather excitable. 


The few men present sat at the back of 

the hall and looked like escorts. 

young woman presided at the ‘piano. 
After several hymns had been sung a 
period of silent prayer was_had. Mrs. 
Laura ce next delivered a sermon, 
and the rest of the evening was given over 
to testimony. 

handsome, dark-eyed woman told of 
the pet horse being cured of the heaves, 
and after her another woman, with a very 
quiet voice and manner, told of a still more 
remarkable case. 

“A man,” she said, “ whose feet ‘and 
bedy were covered with ulcers, and. who 
did not believe in the Science, was sud- 
denly and completely cured by a Scientist 
who was 100 miles away at the time.

NEW CYCLE ABOUT TO BEGIN, 


Theosophists Talk About Their Cru- 
sade and Other Things. 


Good-bye was said at a public meeting in 
the Garden Theatre last night to the ‘* The- 
osophical Crusaders,’’ who are to start this 
morning on the tour around the world “to 
form a nucleus for the universal brother- 


hood of man.” 

Crusaders and other adepts were seated 
on the stage, ‘“‘ Children of the Lotus Cir- 
ele” in the boxes, and ordinary members 
of the society on the main floor, while the 
rest of the house was well filled with those 
who as yet are uninstructed in the mys- 
teries of ‘‘ Karma” and other things which 
Theosophists only understand. 

Dr. J. D. Buck of Cincinnati presided, and 
introduced A. H. Spencer, who began by 
saying: “It was 800 years ago that two 
monks, ragged and tattered, preached a 
crusade in Western Europe—Peter the Her- 
mit and Walter the Penniless. I would 
call your attention to these names, because 
no great reform ever started among peo- 
le well to do and comfortable.” e 
Mr. Spencer announced that Nature 
worked in cycles, and that this present 
crusade was the beginning of a new cycle. 
The Aryans, he said, were a’ fifth race 
but a new sixth race was to be developed 
in America. Christians, Jews, and Mo- 
hammedans were, he explained, all wel- 
comed by Theosophists, because there was 
at the bottom of each religion a “ stratum 
of facts,” and it was the duty of Theoso- 
phy to get these facts together. 

“The President of the Theosophical So- 
ciety in America and the President of the 
Theosophical Society in Europe,” E. 
Hargrove, was loudly applauded when he 
rose to speak. Mr. Hargrove is a tall. 
slim gentleman, who wears a large black 
ring on his right forefinger, and_ carries 
his handkerchief up his sleeve. When he 
grows impressive, he makes gestures by 
forming a circle of his forefinger and 
thumb and looking at the audience through 
it. Mr. Hargrove said that Theosophy had 


‘three functions: 


First, to form _a_nucleus for the uni- 
versal brotherhood of man; second, to study 
ancient science and religion—to go back 
to a time when men had time to think; 
third, to investigate the psychic power 
intent im man, 

“ Discouraged Humanity ’”’ was treated of 
by Claude Falls Wright. ‘‘ The present 
age,” he said, ‘is almost in utter darkness. 
It is useless to call humanity free. We as 
a race are by no means civilized. Take the 
Christian religion. It is divided into dogmas. 
Some denominations even say to others, 
‘You cannot be saved (whatever that may 
mean) unless you believe as we do. 

“These failings of the human race, Mr. 
Wright explained, would be done away with 
when Theosophy is generally appreciated.”’ 
There were more addresses—one from Mrs. - 
Julia Campbell Keightly and one from H. 
T. Patterson and then two little girls ap- 
peared on the stage. One of them clutched 
a roll of manuscript. They were children 
“of the Lotus Circle,”’ and the manuscript 
which Mrs. Keightly read for them, was a 
greeting from the “Circle” to children in 
other parts of the world. 

The address was very long, and, purport- 
ing to come from the children, announced 
that their minds were very/ old, though 
they happened at the time to be in very 
youthful bodies, and urged other children 
to listen to what the crusaders had to say. 
The address also discussed the misguided 
ideas of heaven and hell which “ grown- 
ups” had so unwisely taught children. 
Mrs. Keightly having delivered’ the 
greeting, announced that it was her happy 
“Karma” to reply to it, and did so. 

Mr. Hargrove had another’ chance ta 
speak, and was followed by Katherine A. 
Tingley, the- ‘‘outer head of the Theo- 
sophical Society.” Mrs. Tingley’s subject 
was, ‘For Perfect Justice Rules the 
World.” 

Mr. Buck brought the ceremony to an 
end with a farewell address, quoting large- 
ly from V. Pollio, who knew all about The- 
osophy, he said, hundreds of years ago.

FIGHIING FOR THE SENATE.’ 


Tarif Advocntes Want a Mafority In- 
dependent of the Sliverites, 


WASHINGTON, June 12.—A_ systematic 
campaign will be inaugurated by the Re- 
publican Congressional™%fommittee to keep 
a majority in the House of Representatives 
and to strengthen the Republican hold on 
the Senate. The committee bas not only 
engaged a suite of apartments, but has 
hired an entire building near by for stor- 
age purposes and clerical work. 

It is proposed to send out a great mass of 
speeches made in Congress and elsewhere, 
and, after the nominations at St. Louis, to 
send out copies of the platform and of 
Major McKinley’s letter of acceptance. The 
work cannot be got fairly under way 
until after the convention kas defined the 
attitude of the party, but already a large 
order has been given for the speeches of 
Chairman Babcock on banking and cur- 
rency, and of Vice Chairman Apsley on 
reciprocity and the tariff. The Congres- 
sional Committee determined from the.out- 
set to keep its work distinct from that of 
the Republican National Committee, and to 
concentrate its efforts on the control of 
Congress. It will not limit its work, how- 
ever, as has been done in the past, to send-, 
ing out tons of speeches, but will conven- 
trate money and political work on the 
doubtful districts. 

One of the important plans of the com- 
mittee is to watch the choice of members 
of State Legislatures, with a view to giv- 
ing the Republicans such a majority in the 
National Senate that a tariff bill can be 
passed without the help of the Republic- 
ans from the silver States: The danger of 
a “hold up” of the Tariff bill in the next 
Congress by the silver Republicans is more 
keenly appreciated by those who desire to 
secure definite tariff legislation than it is 
by the general public, and it is this against 
which the Congressional Committee will 
endeavor to guard. It considered the pros- 
pect bright for a large party majority in 
both houses up to a few weeks ago, al- 
though it was admitted by the most san- 
guine Republicans that they would lose 
many of the districts which they carried 
on the crest of the tidal wave of 1894. 

The situation has changed since the rise 
of the silver wave in the Mississippi Val- 
ley, and it is now realized that a desperate 
fight will be required to hold a fair work- 
ing majority in the House and to capture 
the expected Democratic seats in the Sen- 
ate,

Herbert Booth Tells of the “Net In- 
crease”? in Canada, 


Members of the Salvation Army held 
what they termed a grand jubilee last 
night. The occasion was to mark the eve 
of departure for Australia of Commandant 
Herbert Booth and Mrs. Herbert Booth. 
These two have been in charge of the 
Canadian branch of the army. 

Commandant Booth, who addressed the 
gathering of Salvationists, in the Memorial 
Hall of their headquarters, told of what 
had been accomplished across the border. 

“There are 5,000,000 people in Canada,” 
he said, ‘‘ and 2,000,000 cf these are French 
speaking. That leaves but 3,000,000 Prot- 
estants to work on—less by half than you 
have here in the State of Pennsylvania 
alone. But, in spite of all disadvantages, 
we have sccred a net increase of $70,000.” 

The speaker unwound an American flag, 
shook out its folds, and said: 

“T am an American to-night, American 
to the toes of my feet, and I honor this 
flag. It is the emblem of a people who 
know how to sacrifice home, friends, prop- 
erty, all that is theirs, for a _ principle. 
They fought for their Union. Can any of 
you blame us for fighting for the unity of 
our army? 

“There are many to grumble at us, many 
to growl at our uniform and tambourines, 
many to find fault with the display and 
all, but still we are the people, in our own 
=. and we are bound to win the 
ay.” 

A collection was taken up, Mrs. Booth 
made a short address, and then the meeting 
was closed with prayer and song. 

“ Our Faith and Prayers Will Follow You 
to Australia,”” was painted on a banner 
which formed part of the decorations, and 
opposite was another, which bore this in- 
scription: ‘‘ Just Tell Them That You Saw 
Us.” Another banner bore this behest: 
“Tell the General We Love Him Better 
Than Ever.”

Work in the Mission Field. 


From The Edinburgh Scotsman. 

Dean Vahl, the President of the Danish 
Missionary Society at Copenhagen, has 
again taken his annual census of the mis- 
sions of all the Reformed Churches to the 
non-Christian peoples, who form two-thirds 
of the human race. His statistical review, 


in great detail. is marked by the same ac- 
curacy which nas for the last six years 
made it the only reliable authority. The 
year referred to is 1894. Then the sum 
raised, chiefly in Europe and America, with 
their colonies, was £2,759,183, or £188,393 
more than in the previous year. The num- 
ber of men who were foreign missionaries 
was 5,933, an increase of about 400; of un- 
married women, 3,391, a similar increase of 
nearly 400, or 9,324 altogether, exclusive of 
missionaries’ wives. Six years before the 
income of the 262 missionary societies was 
£630,000 less than in 1894, and the whole 
number of missionaries, men and women, 
was 3,350 less. The increase goes on stead- 
ily, while that of the native helpers and 
the communicants is at a considerably 
greater ratio. 





Mrs. Alice Breckner Discharged. 


Mrs. Alice Breckner, who was arrested Thurs- 
day, charged with having caused the death of 
her mother, Mrs. Beatrice Kunzelman, by a 
kick, was arraigned before Magistrate Cornell, in 
the Harlem Police Court, yesterday. She denied 
the charge, and her brother, Theophile Kunzel- 
man, corroborated her statement. He said his 
mother and sister quarreled Wednesday evening 
at their home, 234 East One Hundred and Second 
Street, but they did not strike one another. Mrs. 
Breckner admitted -having quarreled with her 
mother. A report from the Harlem Hospital, 
where the woman died, said that a bruise had 
been found on her abdomen. Mrs. Breckner was 
remanded to the custody of the Coroner, who, 
after having another examination made of her 
mother’s body, discharged her, as no marks of 
violence were found. , 





Jackson to Have a Hearing. 


NEW-BRUNSWICK, N. J., June 12.—Monday 
next. has been. fixed for the hearing of Charles H. 
Jackson, the New-York newspaper reporter whom 
the Coroner’s jury charged with murdering his 
wife, who was found in bed with two. bullets in 
her head early last Saturday morning at New- 
Market. Experts have examined the handwriting 
of the letter which Jackson claimed was written 
by his wife, in which she contemplated suicide, 
and they have declared the writing to be that of 
Mrs. Jackson.

SAYS SHE IS JAY GOULD'S. WIDOW. 





Sarah Ann Angell Seeks Dower from 
His Estate. 


On behalf of Mrs. Sarah Ann Angell, 
who says she is the widow of Jay Gould, 
Justice Beach of the Supreme Court yes- 
terday appointed a commission to take 
testimony in her suit for admeasurement 
of dower in the real estate of the late 
millionaire. 

Mrs, Angell says she was married to 
Jay Gould forty-three years ago by the 
Rev. Nathaniel. Leighton, now of Tunk- 
hannock, Penn., and that the marriage 
was witnessed by Mary M. Leighton, the 
clergyman’s daughter, and Mrs. Mary Ann 
Elford of Ormistown, Quebec. Her attor- 
neys presented affidavits yesterday to show 
that Mr. Leightca is. eighty-three years 
old and in feeble health, that Miss Leighton 
is totally blind, and that Mrs, Elford is 


in poor health and may die at any time. 
Mrs. Angell asked that their testimony 
be taken without delay. 

Counsel for Jay Gould’s heirs said they 
would pay the expenses of the parties 
named if they would come to this State 
and testify in the regular way. An affi- 
davit of Helen M. and Edwin Gould was 
presented to show that their father was 
only sixteen years old when the alleged 
marriage is said to have taken place. The 
affidavit gave the date of the marrriage 
of their mother and father as 1863, and 
said that several attempts had been made 
to blackmail their father mi persons pur- 
porting to come from the plaintiff. 

Justice Beach said an open commission 
might be appointed, but there would-be 
no haste in the matter, as the plaintiff 
had waited forty-three years before trying 
to establish her marriage. 

Mrs. Angell says she married Jay Gould 
at Rouse’s Point, N. Y., and that Gould 
soon afterward left the State. She never 
saw him again. Her father, she says, 
tore up her marriage certificate, and when 
the farnily moved to the West she married 
a —— named Angell, by whom she had 
ac . 


JOURNEYMEN TAILORS MAY STRIKE, 








Preparing Plans for About 10,000 to 
Go Out July 1. 


It was reported yesterday that 10,000 
east-side tailors are getting ready to go on 
strike July J. B. F. Schweitzer of the 
Executive Board of the Brotherhood of 
Tailors, and Louis Dintenfuss, its Secre- 
tary, said yesterday that a series of meet- 
ings of the union men in the clothing 
trade would be held during the month, to 
make preparations for the strike, and that 
the first meeting would take piace this 
afternoon, at New Prospect Hall, formerly 
Walhalla Hail, at 48 Orchard Street; and 
June 380 the finishers would hold the last 
of _ series of meetings, at New Irving 

These leaders of the tailors say the strike 
will be ordered because nearly all the con- 
tractors have returned to the sweating sys- 
tem, by which very many men are crowded 
out of work, and there are now over 2,000 
tailors who were idle. Finishers, who for- 
merly made between $9 and $13 a ‘week, 
have had their wages reduced 35 per cent., 
and where they formerly finished thirty- 
five coats a day, they are now required to 
finish forty-eight coats, they say. Many of 
the idle men and women have for the past 
two months been living on stale bread and 
some poor qualities of meat. 

The men, say the leaders, have become 
desperate, have determined to fight the 
coming fight to a finish, and are carefully 
preparing their plans. The busy season 
for the Fall and Winter trade begins in 
July, and that is why this date has been 
selected. 

Several of the more frugal tailors have 
started co-operative shops, and have been 
able to find work for many of their suffer- 
ing fellow-workmen.

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LIVES SAVED BY LIGHTNING. 





A Railroad Accident Prevented by a 
Blinding Flash. 


NEWARK, N. J., June 12.—Despite tha 
efforts of the Consolidated Traction Com- 
pany and others to keep the matter a se- 
cret, it was learned to-day that the flash 
of lightning which struck the American 
Patent Leather Company’s building, on 
New-York Avenue, was the savior of many 
lives. The bolt did fifteen thousand dol- 
lars’ ‘worth of damage at the leather com- 
pany’s works, but the people whose lives 
were preserved think it was providential. 

Car No, 402 of the Newark and New- 
York Line was crossing the meadows when 
the storm broke. It had left Jersey City 
loaded. There were sixty passengers on 
board the car when it left the last of 
Jersey City behind and started at full 
speed across the meadows for this city. 
As the motorman neared the bridge across 


the Hackensack River he slowed down. to~ 


make the bridge. Except at the bridge, the 
trolley tracks are alongside the road, and 


at the bridge they run upon the road itself, 
in order to cr$ss the bridge. Just as the 
motorman was on the bridge, and within 
Seventy-five feet of the draw, the blinding 
fiash of lightning eame. ‘The motorman 
was peering forward, with his car weil 
under control. As the lightning flash illu- 
minated the scene for the few seconds it 
lasted, the motorman saw something that 
made him gasp for breath. 

He was prompt in action, however, and 
not only used his brake with full force, 
but used the reverse, and the car came 
to a standstill with a jerk that sent the 
passengers from their seats, and the con- 
ductor, who was standing, half way 
through the car. The passengers piled out 
of the car into the pouring rain, thinking 
the car had been struck by lightning. 

The car was all right, but they saw they 
had just escaped a terrible fate. The front 
plattorm of their car hung over the end 


of the bridge, and the motorman, as he 
leaned over the dashboard, was looking 
down into space. ‘The draw was swung 


lengthwise with the river, a small sailing 
vessel had just passed through the draw. 
Which had not yet begun to swing back. 
Had the car gone five feet further, it and 
évery one on board would have shot down 
into the river twenty feet below, and few 
might have escaped. : 
The explanation was easy. When the 
bridge tender had opened the draw he 
had neglected, it appeared, to display the 
usual danger signals. The motorman, blind- 
ed by the rain, which of itself renderca 
objects a few feet away indistinct, had 
Kept on. It is claimed that the bridge 
tender displayed the lights, but: that they 
went out. The matter will probably be re- 
ported to the Hudson County officials for 
investigation, Yt 18 probable that sctme 
automatic stay for trolley cars will be 
placed at the bridge shortly.

THE PRESIDENT AND HIS DUTY. 

It is not a pleasant thing for the Amer- 
ican people to know that the adjourn- 
ment of Congress is a relief to the Execu- 
tive Department. It would, other things 
being equal, be more proper for the Pres- 
ident to conceal such a fact, though com- 
pelled to acknowledge it to himself. But 
the situation regarding Cuba is such that 
the departure of Congress is actually a 
relief to the President, and there is more 
reason for avowing than for concealing it. 

The Cuban question in itself is a com- 
plex and difficult one. To Spain the ever- 
faithful isle is as the tiger’s ears to his 
captor; she can neither keep it nor let it 
go. Her people are bound to keep the 
island, and would overthrow any Minis- 
try, or even the monarchy, if the proposi- 
tion were made to free it. And yet, keep- 
ing the island, Spain cannot govern it. 
She has not the military strength and 
skill to subdue insurrection. She has not 
the political skill and moral force to con- 
ciliate the population. Undoubtedly a 
system like that of the English with their 
colonies would gradually work out the 
problem, but Spain is not England. She 
has not the stable home Government, nor 
the financial strength, nor the sober pop- 
ular sentiment, nor the available supply 
of statesmen and of sensible politicians 
that England enjoys. To reform Cuba is 
to abolish the one means, at any rate the 
most important means, that a Spanish 
Ministry has for rewarding its followers, 
and in the present state of Spain no Min- 
istry can govern without using such re- 
wards. 

On the other hand, the Cubans, with the 
utmost gallantry, after one long and 
bloody struggle in which they were 
cheated into surrender, have undertaken 
a second, and have gone far to prove, if 
they have not absolutely proved, that 
they cannot be subdued by fom. With 
such an undertaking the people of Amer- 
ica cannot fail to have sympathy, and it 
is probable that nine out of ten of our 
people, if they were asked whether they 
wished the Cubans to succeed, would an- 
swer Yes. But resisting subjection and the 
setting up of self-sustaining, responsible 
government, capable of keeping the peace 
and enforcing law, are two very different 
things. The first must precede the sec- 
ond, but the second does not necessarily 
follow the first. The relation of the Gov- 
ernment of the United States to the 
Cuban insurrection is, therefore, a most 
delicate and difficult one. The first duty 
of our Government is to maintain peace 
as long as it can honorably do so, and 
to bring on no war in which our interests 
or our honor are not involved. It is 
also the secondary but important duty of 
our Government to do what it may prop- 
erly and effectively do to aid in giving 
Cuba a decent Government—a thing 
which both our interests and popular sen- 
timent require. 

Such questions as these belong under 
the Constitution primarily to the domain 
of the Executive. The President has the 
means and it is his duty to keep himself 
fully informed regarding all the relations 
of the United States with other coun- 
tries. In such a matter as intervention, 
direct or indirect, in Cuban affairs, or the 
recognition of the belligerency of the in- 
surgents, he is primarily the judge, -be- 
cause he alone can have all the informa- 
tion on which to act or to recommend 
action. Congress at its last session un- 
dertook to force Mr. CLEVELAND’s action. 
It undertook rashly and ignorantly, with- 
out thought or knowledge of the conse- 
quences, to compel the President to rec- 
ognize Cuban belligerency. That could 
have had but one result—an immediate 
war with Spain. The President was 
fortunately saved, by the sober second 
thought of some of the leaders on both 
sides, from the complication which such 
action by Congress would have brought 
about. 

He was saved by his own conscience 
and good sense from a course even more 
dangerous. It would have been a great 
temptation to a more hasty or less de- 





voted man in his position to anticipate

above the street level. Both records show 4 


the action of Congress. Many of the poli- 
ticlans of his party would have hailed 
with joy decisive intervention in Cuba, 
even if followed by war with Spain. 
They would have seen in that the assur- 
ance of triumph at the elections, and it is 
probable that they would have been jus- 
tified. Once the die is cast for war, op- 
position to the Administration party is re- 
garded as unpatriotic. Mr. CLEVELAND 
might easily have been persuaded that 
he could guide—even that he could lead— 
his party to an easy and sure success. 
He preferred quietly and firmly to do his 
duty. He was compeHed to do so by that 
character whieh has won for him the re- 
spect and confidence of his countrymen. 








THE SECOND PLACE AT ST. 


Speaker REEpD’s rage at MANLEY’s blun- 
der is equaled only by the contempt with 
which he rejects the offer of the second 
place on the McKinley ticket. He knows 
that the McKinley men want him, and 
“want him bad.” They want his brains 
to make up for the standard bearer’s 
lack of them; they want the strength his 
popularity and eminent name would give 
them. And all the McKinley organs join 
daily. in singing his praise, the sweetest 
praise ever poured out upon so obdurate 
a heart. 

As the hope of securing the valuable 
co-operation of Rerp grows fainter to 
the point of extinguishment, the McKin- 
ley men with solicitous eyes search the 
woods for other available timber. They 
are closely examining our townsman 
CoRNELIUs N,. Buiiss. New-York is a sort 
of mother of Republican Vice Presiden- 
tial candidates. Her thirty-six Electoral 
‘votes are well worth the moderate price 
of the second place. No one, we dare 
say, is more keenly alive to the need of 
carrying New-York than Mr. Marcus 
Hanna. The proposition to nominate Mr. 
Buiss for Vice President, however, would 
probably strike Mr. HANNA as one call- 
ing for much thought. Mr. Biss is by 
far the most implacable and energetic of 
the foes of THomas C. PLaTT; and up in 
Tioga Mr. PLATT keeps a political grave- 
yard in which there are said to be many 
unoccupied plots. On the whole, BLiss 
would not suit HANNA. The suggestion 
of Mr. HoBART’s name, we take it, is due 
to the kindly interest of his friends. Mr. 
HANNA would scarcely waste the Vice 
Presidency on New-Jersey. The gro- 
tesque suggestion of McCALPIN is prob- 
ably a little joke on the part of some- 
body who is familiar with his qualifica- 
tions for high office. 

We have reason to believe that within 
a few days Gov. MorRTON has been much 
importuned to take the second place with 
McKINLEY. It is incredible that he will, 
yield. What possible attraction can the 
Vice Presidency have for him? Gov. 
MortTon’s title to the Presidential nomi- 
nation itself reads much clearer than 
that of WILLIAM MCKINLEY. He is an 
abler and sounder man, his services to 
the party and his sacrifices in its interest 
have been sufficiently distinguished and 
notable to entitle him to its highest hon- 
ors. It is ingratitude to deny him the 
nomination; it is an affront to ask him to 
run with McKINLEY. 








PUBLIC WORKS AND PRIVATE PROP- 
ERTY. 

Whenever any great public work is 
projected and hearings are given with 
reference to locations or plans, objec- 
tions and suggestions come mainly from 
owners of private property which will, in 
ethe opinion of such owners, be either in- 
jured or benefited. This was conspicu- 
ously the case at the hearing before the 
East River Bridge Commission in regard 
to the approach of the proposed bridge 
in Brooklyn. Feags were expressed of an 
injury to business in the area between 
the terminus of the bridge and the river 
bank, and on that ground an increase in 
the grade of the approach was asked for. 
Objection was made.that property on 
certain streets would be depreciated in 
value, and therefore the approach should 
be deflected from the line proposed by the 
Commissioners. One representative of 
property made the absurd suggestion 
that the bridge approach should be 
reached by elevators in order that it 
might be shortened. a 

Such considerations as these ought to 
have very little weight with the Commis- 
sioners. What they are engaged in plan- 
ning is a public work of vast and per- 
manent importance to the people of the 
two cities as a whole, and such private 
interests as may be directly affected by 
the location of the approaches of the new 
bridge are of small consequence in com- 
parison with the public interests that are 
to be served by having them exactly 
where they ought to be and what they 
ought to be. This applies to both sides 
of the river, and the interested conten- 
tions of private property owners should 
be disregarded where they come in the 
slightest conflict with the larger interests 
of the public for generations to come. 

This city and Brooklyn have suffered 
much_from lack of foresight on the part 
of those who have had charge of public 
works, or from their yielding to the 
short-sighted or selfish opposition of the 
owners of property to be affected. Streets 
have been laid out in the wrong place or 
on the wrong plan, and have been made 
too narrow or too short; open spaces have 
been made too few and too small, and all 
manner of mistakes have been made 
which cannot be remedied at all or only 
at great expense. Much money has been 
expended upon the termini of the present 
New-York and Brooklyn Bridge which 
would have been unnecessary if they had 
been properly planned, and they are still 
and are likely to remain very unsatis- 
factory structures. 

The Commisssjoners of the East River 
Bridge should profit by experience and 
earn the gratitude of posterity by making 
that structure and its approaches just 
what it will be evident twenty-five years 
from now that they should have been. 
The bridge is to constitute a link of vast 
importance between two great systems

| area of Greater New-York. It should be 
so planned and executed as to serve that 
purpose in the most efficient manner, not 
merely when it is completed, but during 
the great development of the future to 
which it is to contribute. It would be 
very poor economy to lay out its ap- 
proaches on either side of the river upon 
the wrong lines or on an inadequate 
scale, to save expense. Such economy 
would bring a sure penalty in a. still 
greater expense in the future to rectify 
the mistake, when it could be but imper- 
fectly done, and in the loss of the finan- 
cial advantages which would result from 
starting right. It would be a still great- 
er mistake to yield to the importunity of 
persons who happen just now to own 
property or do business in the neighbor- 
hood of the bridge site, so as to mar in 
the least the plans of location or of con- 
struction. Small private interests should 
yield to great public interests. 








PAVING FIFTH AVENUE. 


There is not in the New-York of to-day 
a more absurd anachronism than the 
paving of Fifth Avenue. We are afraid 
that it must be added that it is the most 
conspicuous legacy to the city of Gen. 
NEWTON’S administration of the Depart- 
ment of Public Works. Gen. NEWTON 
was, of course, a man of the highest 


missioner of Public Works he did not 
show himself, a man of ideas. He had a 
very great opportunity which he entirely 
failed to employ. If he had agitated for 
modern pavements in New-York, he 
would have secured them. But what he 
did in the matter of paving Fifth Ave- 
nue was merely to insist that the city 
should get the best pavement of its kind. 
This it did, for the pavement of Fifth 
Avenue is of the best material laid in the 
best manner. But it is of the old kind, 
a very bad kind, and a concession to the 
old municipal routine. 

It is evidently absurd and monstrous 
that the chief show street of New-York 
should be so paved that conversation in 
a house bordering upon it should be im- 
possible with the windows open. This is 
now the case. The chief residential 
street of the city is the street that more 
than almost any other resounds all day 
long, and indeed all night long, with the 
roar of traffic. It is important not only 
to the residents in Fifth Avenue, but to 
everybody who has occasion to use it for 
driving, that it should be covered with a 
modern, noiseless pavement. Whether 
the pavement be asphalt or wood does 
not so much matter. It is certain that 
the experience of other cities indicates 
that wood pavement can be very much 
better than our experience, which is now 
of old date, would indicate. There is no 
reason why we should not try experi- 
ments on a small scale with wooden 
pavements of the most approved sort. 
There seems no reason, however, when 
the asphalt pavements do so well, that 
we should make our experiments on so 
extensive and expensive a scale as to put 
an experimental pavement the length of 
Fifth Avenue. There gught to be in the 
city a sample, which need not be more 
than a block front, of every kind of pave- 
ment from which there is theoretical 
reason to expect good results. Mean- 
while, it is quite certain that an asphalt 
pavement in Fifth Avenue would be im- 
measurably superior to the rough and 
noisy pavement that is there now, and 
that the existing pavement is intolerable. 








UTILIZING A FRIENDLY BACILLUS. | 

During the last few years public atten- 
tion has been directed by the develop- 
ment of bacteriological science to those 
minute organisms (called bacteria) which 
cause disease rather than to those of the 
same class which are beneficial in their 
action. The number of the disease-pro- 
ducing bacteria is comparatively small, 
the list including the characteristic gcrms 
of typhoid fever, tuberculosis, cholera, 
diphtheria, and certain other infectious 
maladies. On the other hand, the num- 
ber of harmless or beneficent bacteria 
or similar organisms is large. It was 
to be expected that attempts to defend 
mankind against the harmful activity of 
the disease producers would draw atten- 
tion to them rather than to the friendly 
organisms of the same type. 


Interesting and profitable experiments 
have been made, however, with certain 
bacteria of the harmless or beneficent 
kind, and the latest of these relates to 
improvements in the manufacture of but- 
ter. It is only fair that the good bacteria 
should not be overlooked and that pub- 
licity should be given to the accumulated 
evidence concerning the usefulness of 
the minute organism which Prof. Conn 
calls Bacillus No. 41. Wholesome milk 
and cream contain harmless bacteria in 
immense numbers. Tests recently made 
in Middletown, Conn., showed that cer- 
tain samples of milk taken from the cow 
in the evening contained on the follow- 
ing morning 8,500,000 bacteria to the 
cubic centimeter, or about 8,000,000,000. 
per quart. Samples of freshly made but- 
ter were found to contain from 40,000,000 
to 50,000,000 per gram. In ripened cream 
bacteria are present in enormous num- 
bers, the growth of them and their life 
processes exercising an important infiu- 
ence in causing the changes which lead 
to the production of butter. The pur- 
pose of Prof. Conn’s experiments was to 
select the specific bacterium which could 
be used with the best effect by butter- 
makers, and after a long investigation he 
ascertained that one which he called No. 
41 was exceptionally useful not only in 
ripening cream but also in improving the 
quality of the butter produced. 

An official report recently published 
gives a history of the experiments and 
shows what the results have been. Cream 
was first inoculated with pure cultures 
of this Bacillus No. 41 in one of the Con- 
necticut creameries more than two years 
ago. Since that time the method has 
been employed in more than sixty cream- 
eries in Connecticut, Pennsylvania, Iowa,

exception, where the failure was due to 
lack of care and cleanliness—report a- 
decided improvement of the quality of 
the butter made from inoculated cream. 
The Government’s ‘“‘ Experiment Station 
niened published a few weeks ago, 
quoted the following from a report as to 
the value of the discovery: ‘So uniform 
have been the results of the use of this 
organism that it must now be regarded 
as beyond the reach of experimentation, 
and Bacillus No. 41 takes its rank as a 
species of organism the artificial use of 
which in the ~ipening of cream will pro- 
duce a striking improvement in the flavor 
of the butter.’’ The function of this bac- 
terium appears to be not to “sour” the 
cream—that change is caused by cther 
similar organisms which manufacture an 
acid, and which have been the subjects 
of experimert—but to add a delicate 
aroma and flavor. We suppose that the 
organism in question is one of a consid- 
erable number which are usually present 
in cream, and that the inoculation of 
eream with cultures of it intensifies the 
influence which it ordinarily exerts in as- 
sociation with other bacteria.

We do not say that prices have not 
been affected by other causes as well as 
by tariff legislation—for example, by de- 
pression due to the operation of the Sher- 
man Silver Purchase act, a statute which 
was the price of the passage of the Mc- 
Kinley bill—but point'to the figures as a 
refutation of untrue assertions concern- 
ing facts which are of record. 








THE BERING SEA CLAIMS, 


The treaty providing for the settlement 
of claims on account of the seizure of 
sealing vessels in Bering Sea by United 
States revenue cutters years ago having 
been ratified, a commission will soon be 
appointed to hear the claimants and 
make such awards as may be agreed 
upon. The commission will consist of 
only two members, one to be appointed 
by our Government and the other by that 
of Great Britain. Only in case of disa- 
greement with reference to any particu- 
lar claim or claims will the judgment of 
an umpire be invoked. If that should 
prove to be necessary, the umpire will be 
named by the two Governments jointly, 
or, if they cannot agree, by the President 
of the Swiss Republic, upon their re- 
quest. 

The Commissioners will meet at Vic- 
toria, ‘in British Columbia, to make their 
investigations and render their decisions, 
but if either shall consider it necessary, 
and shall so request, they will also hold 
sessions in San Francisco. Our Govern- 
ment will have to pay the remuneration 
of its own Commissioner and one-half 
that of the umpire, if one should be ap- 
pointed, and one-half‘of all the contin- 
gent and incidental expenses. It also 
agrees beforehand to pay to the British 
Government ‘such amounts as may be 
awarded to claimants within six months 
after they shall have been finally ascer- 
tained. 

There is very little doubt that it would 
have been cheaper in the end for our 
Government to pay the lump sum of 
$425,000 which was agreed upon between 
Secretary GRESHAM and Sir JULIAN 
PAUNCEFOTE a few months after the 
judgment of the Paris Tribunal of Arbi- 
tration was rendered. The decision be- 
ing that we did not have the jurisdiction 
in Bering Sea which had been claimed, 
there was no doubt left of our responsi- 
bility for the seizures and our liability 
for such damages as might be proved. 
It was to save trouble and incidental ex- 
pense and to avoid any further friction 
on the subject that the amicable agree- 
ment for the payment of a lump sum 
was made. But Congress did not care to 
save trouble and expense, and seemed to 
delight in keeping up friction, and hence 
it refused to appropriate the money while 
squandering millions on less equitable ob- 
jects. The trouble has continued fortwo 
years and may last two years longer, 
and it will probably cost our Government 
more in the end, to say nothing of the 
expense to which the claimants of the 
British Government will be unnecessarily 
put. Such is the superior wisdom of Con- 
gress.

The Archbishop of Paris, Cardinal Ricu- 
ARD, has published a pastoral letter for- 
bidding the employment of women as 
either soloists or choristers in all Roman 
Catholic Church services except those of 
convent chapels. The extravagant employ- 
ment of opera singers in the mass, recently, 
is believed to have caused this prohibition, 
which has led’ to much excited discussion 
in France, where the traditions of the 
Church, in these days, are not respected 
as much as the prelates would like. The 
Catholic churches in this country frequent- 
ly employ women singers, and, indeed, 
many of them have unsurpliced choirs of 
mixed voices, In the Protestant Episcopal 
Church here, surpliced male choirs are by 
no means general, and many earnest “ low 
church” people are still inclined to look 
upon them as signs of deplorable ritualistic 
tendencies. But, nowadays, women and 
girls are even invading the vested choirs, 
and they wear the cotta becomingly, while 
their voices greatly improve the quality of 
the music. In England all the cathedrals 





still cling to the tradition a 

only, or when, for some special occasion, 
women choristers are employed, the sing- 
ers are seated outside of the chancel 
rail and are assumed to form part 
of the congregation, In all the other 
English churches, however, including 
even Westminster Abbey, the female 
voice is considered as potent in the 
musical part of the service as the male. 
In France, however, boys’ voices in the 
soprano parts must now be depended on 
entirely by composers of church music, 
and some of them may compose less for 
the Church and more for the theatre than 
formerly.

GOOD-BYE TO WEST POINT. 





Members of the Graduating Class Re- 
ceive Their Diplomas, 


West Pornt, N. Y., June 12.—The grad- 
uating exercises. which have been in prog- 
‘ress here for the past two weeks came to a 
fitting climax to-day. The commencement 
exercises were set down for 10:30 o'clock, 
but as early as 8 o’clock throngs of visitors 
began assembling about the stand reserved 
for the dignitaries.

demic Board. 

The band played ‘‘ The Star-Spangled Ban- 
ner,”’ and, after Chaplain Shipman had re- 
cited the Lord’s Prayer, Col. Ernst intro- 
duced Robert G:. Cousins of the Board of 
Visitors, who delivered the address to the 
graduating class. Mr. Cousins mentioned 
briefly the history of West Point, commend- 
ed the Board of Visitors for its work, and 
gave some wholesome advice to the mem- 
bers of the graduating class.

CAPITALISTS HOME FROM EUROPE. 


Say Money Will Come Here Under a 
Gold Standard. 


Among those who arrived last night on 
the Cunarder Campania from Liverpool 
were two Pennsylvania capitalists, Frank 
N. Hoffstot and H. T. Friend. Mr. Hoff- 
stot is the President of the German Nation- 
al Bank of Pittsburg, Penn., and Vice Pres- 
ident of the Clinton Iron and Steel Com- 
pany, of which Mr. Friend is President. 
The former went abroad several months 
ago to interest Huropean capital in Mexican 


placer mines and in Pennsylvania and Ala- 
bama iron mines. 

He said last night that capital on the 
other side was greatly affected by the pres- 
ent currency problem in this country, and 
that large investors were awaiting with 
much interest the outcome of the coming 
Presidential election. Foreigners, he said, 
will be chary about investing their surplus 
millions—and there is an enormous quan- 
tity of money idle on the other side—until 
they know in what money this country 
intends paying its debts.

FEATED THEM BADLY. 


How the Tewn of Sun Antonio de Rio 
Blanco Was Captured—A Number 
of Buildings Said to Have Been 
Burned—Gen, Weyler Authorized 
to Banish All Who Have Been in 
Any Way Implicated in the Pres- 


ent Troubles. 


Havana, June 12.—Further news regard- 
ing the attack by insurgents upon the town 
of San Antonio de Rio Blanco, in Havana 
Province, is to the effect that the troops 
made a spirited defense, but were compelled 


to withdraw, and the rebels captured the 
town. The insurgents burned a number of 
buildings, including the Town Hall, ten 
siores, and several residences. N 

The Diario de ia Marina has received a 
cable dispatch from Madrid saying that ata 
meeting. of the Cabinet it was agreed to 
authorize Captain General Weyler to banish 
to the Island of Fernando Po all persons 
proved to have been in any way implicated 
in the present insurrection in Cuba. 

Advices have been received from Cien- 
fuegos to the effect that the trial of José 
Loreto Cepero, an American, who was ar- 
rested under the belief that he was a rebel, 
will take place soon. His case is under- 
Stood to be one of mistaken identity. 

Consul General Fitzhugh Lee will next 
week visit the Consulates at Matanzas, 
Cardenas, Sagua, ani Cienfuegos. It is 
also stated that he will visit Capt. Gen. 
Weyler to-morrow in connection with the 
case of Thomas Dawley, the correspondent 
of Harper’s Weekly, who was arrested 
some time ago on the charge of having 
been in communication witn the rebels.

CONSUL GENERAL LEE’S WORK. 


Deing a Great Deal of Good for 
Americansre in Cuba. 


HAVANA, June 10, via Tampa, Fla., June 
212.—The arrival of Consul General Lee con- 
tinues to be a leading topic of conversation. 
His friendship with President Cleveland 
and his fame in the civil war in the United 
States have given occasion to a great deal of 
comment in Spanish and Cuban circles. 
Ever since his arrival his movements have 
been watched, his actions scrutinized, and 
his sayings analyzed. Many guesses have 
been made as to his future actions, and 
many comments made as to his inclinations, 
but the only thing sure is that since his ar- 
rival he has been very busy visiting Gen. 
Weyler, with whom he has had several in- 
terviews regarding the Competitor prisoners 
and other Americans confined in the Span- 
ish fortresses for alleged political crimes. 

It is surmised also that he is gathering 
Gata trom all reliable sources, for it is 


known that many prominent men, bankers, 
and merchants of standing and means, have 
been calling on him for the last few days, 
who must have all given him much matter 
on which to base his report on the econom- 
ical situation on the island. 

The Cuban sympathizers here have taken 
advantage of his presence to endeavor to 
seduce him to their side by addressing to him 
all sorts of complaints on their wrongs and 
sufferings. A letter addressed to the Consul 
has been printed anonymously, and is be- 
ing industriously circulated. It pretends to 
give the real situation of the island, and 
declares the Cuban problem cannot be solved 
by the Spaniards, for even if they should grant 
home rule on the Canadian plan, it would 
never work for two powerful objections—the 
army and the debt. They consequently be- 
lieve that the only practical solution is 
American intervention to save the island 
from the ruin which is staring it in the face. 

The Americans especially have good rea- 
sons for feeling joyful on the arrival of Con- 
sul Lee, for they know they have a good 
friend and a stanch supporter of their 
rights. He has already given proofs of his 
interest in al] that concerns his fellow-citi- 
zens by obtaining Dawley‘s release and forc- 
ing the authorities to mitigate the condition 
of the Competitor’s prisoners, who were 
lodged in miserable, filthy, and unhealthy 
quarters in the Cabanas fortress, by trans- 
ferring them to better accommodations. 

The war situation cortinues favorable to 
the Cubans. The rainy season prevailing, 
helps them considerably. Yellow fever and 
other tropical diseases are decimating the 
ranks of the troops fearfully. It is said 
the hospitals are overstocked and the death 
rate is frightful. 

Gomez and Maceo continue operating 
throughout the whole country at their will 
without interference from anybody, the 
former in Camaguey and the latter in 
Pinar del Rio. 

A new leader has appeared on the field, 
who is now attracting attention, and will 
surely give the Spanish considerable 
trouble. I refer to Calixto Garcia. Vague 
rumors have arrived here that he has capt- 
ured Jigani—his native place—and that he 
gave Gen. Gasco a crushing defeat in the 
Ventas de Casanova engagement lately re- 
ported. 





THE DELGADO CASE. 


“Native American ” Thinks It Is No 
Affair of Ours. 


fo the Editor of The New-York Times: 

What earthly right have natives of an- 
other country to come here, get naturaliza- 
tion papers, and then use their American 
citizenship as a cover whereunder they re- 
turn to their native land and dwell there, 
independent of its laws and defying its Gov- 
ernment? 

What right have they, as American citi- 
zens, to take part in disturbance, disorder, 
or attempts to overthrow the Government, 
and then call on us to spend our money and 
shed our blood to protect them? 

If they want protection as American citi- 
zens, why don’t they stay on American soil 
and under the American flag? 

The case of Mr. Delgado, reported in the 
press yesterday looks very bad. But if the 
wanted protection from the United States, 
why did he not stay in our territory and 
witnin our jurisdiction? Why did he re- 
turn to his native land and engage in 
planting there, instead of remaining in the 
country whereof he had become a citizen? 

According to Mr. De)Jgado’s own showing, 
what are the facts? All that the army of- 
ficer knew was that he found that gentle- 
man feeding and sheltering a horde of reb- 
els against the Government. Under those 
circumstances, what would Gen. Sherman 
have done? Just what this Government 
officer did—dispersed the rebels and impris- 
oned the farmer whom he found giving 
them aii and shelter. 

It may be that the planter wags forced by 
the rebels to do so; but his own account of 
it does not show this. He says: ‘“ We 
knew the troops were near.” If he was a 
law-abiding sojourner, why did he not no- 
tify the officer commanding them? But no. 
He says “they were nearer than we 
thought’; he supplied the rebels, and was 
Caught in the very act, according to his 
own statement, of violating the law of the 
land and the express commands of the au- 
thorities. Being so caught, he made no 
plea that he was under compulsion, but 
presented a United States passport! No 
wonder his effort to shield himself thus 
was treated with derision! He was found 
harboring and aiding men whose acts, in 
bumiing villages and public buildings, blow- 
ing up railroads and bridges, murdering 
the Mayors of cities, and plundering right 
and left, had driven the Government to 
cease its leniency and declare them bandits 
and outlaws, deserving of extermination— 
and to escape the consequences of detec- 
tion, he claimed citizenship,of the United 
States!

the chief command of the troops from 12:30 
on March 1 until 9 O’clock on March 3,

SIR GEORGE WEBBE DASENT DEAD. 


Assistant Editor of The London Times 
for Twenty-five Years, 


LONDON, June 12.—Sir George Webbe 
LCasent, the well-known author, who, from 
1845 to 1870, was one of the assistant editors 
of The Times, died at Ascot yesterday. 


The deceased was born at St. Vincent, 
W. IL, in 1817. He was educated at West- 
minster School, Kings College, and Oxford 
University, and was called to the bar in. 


1852. His translation of ‘‘ The Prose, or 
Younger Edda” from the Norse, dedicated 
te Thomas Carlyle, appeared in 1842, and 
his translations of German, Norse, and 
Icelandic stories were thereafter frequent. 
He wrote also several three-volume novels. 
In 1874 his name was associated with an 
Icelandic-English dictionary, printed by the 
Oxford University Press. He was a fre- 
quent contributor to The Quarterly and 
Edinburgh Reviews and the principal mag- 
azines. In 1870 he was appointed Civil 
Service Commissioner, which post he held 
until 1892. He was knighted in 1876. 





THE SOUDAN EXPEDITION, 


Its Objects Explained to the House of 
Lords, 


LONDON, June 12.—In the House of Lords 
this afternoon Lord Rosebery asked if the 
Premier would explain the extent and ob- 
ject of the British Egyptian expedition up 
the valley of the Nile into the Soudan. 

Lord S4lisbury, in replyr to the question 
of the ex-Premier, said that for a long time 
the Government had been aware that soon- 
er or later an expgdition into the Soudan 
would be necessary for the purpose of re- 
covering the territory which Egypt had 
lost, and that suddenly they had been con- 
fronted with the fact that the dervishes 
were menacing Kassala. The expedition 
was then decided upon. The present object- 
ive point of the expedition, he said, was 
Dongola, and to the commander of the expe- 
dition, Gen. Sir Herbert Kitchener, had 
been given a perfectly free hand until he 
should reach and occupy that place. The 
occupation of Dongola alone, he added, was 
an advantage, and furthermore it was on 
the road te Kartoum. y 





COL. RHODES IS BANISHED. 


He Refused to Keep Out of Politics 
in the Transvaal, 


Pretoria, June 12.—The fines of £25,000 
each which were imposed upon the Jo- 
hannesburg Reform Committee leaders, 
Phillips, Farrar, Rhodes, and Hammond, 
were paid yesterday, and Phillips, Farrar, 
and Hammond signed a document pledging 
themselves to abstain from interference in 
Transvaal politics, after which their ban- 
ishment was canceled. 

Col. Rhodes refused to sign the agree- 
ment to abstain from interference in pol- 
itics, and was banished for life. He started 
for Cape Town last night. Hammond, Phil- 
lips, and Farrar left in the afternoon for 
Johannesburg. 

Prices in Johannesburg have risen greatly. 





AN AUSTRIAN AMBASSADOR. 


An Effort to Increase the Consulates 
in This Country. 


VIENNA, June 12.—The Austrian represent- 
ative in Washington will henceforth be an 
Ambassador, instead of a Minister. 

Dr. Hengelmuller de Hengervar, the Aus- 
trian Minister at Washington, who is now 
here, had an audience with Emperor Fran- 
cis Joseph and also with Count Geluches 
ski, Minister of Foreign Affairs, yesterday, 
and urged the desirability of the creation 
of six additional Consulates in the United 


States. 

Baron von Leonhardi, Austrian Consul at 
New-York, who is on leave of absence, will 
not return to his post, owing to ill health. 


The Trial of Dr. Jameson. 

LONDON, June 12.—The trial of Dr. Jame- 
son and his fellow officers for their partici- 
pation in the Transvaal raid last December, 
which was resumed in the Bow Street Po- 
lice Court yesterday, after an adjournment 
of several weeks, pending the arrival of 
witnesses from South Africa, was continued 
this morning. 

The prosecution closed their case, their 
evidence being all in, and Sir Edward 
Clarke, counsel for Jameson, intimated that 
he would submit that the court had no ju- 
risdiction under the Foreign Enlistment act, 
which the defendants were accused of hav- 
ing violated. 


Viewing Relics of the Pilgrims.

of the Sacred Heart. 


The ceremony of taking the white veil 
was performed at the Convent of the Sacred 
Heart, St. Nicholas Avenue and One Hun- 
dred and Thirty-second Street, yesterday. 
There was only one novitiate, Miss Lo- 
retta Gertrude Smith, deughter of Patrick 
Smith of 56 West Seventy-sixth Street, this 
city. 


The ceremony was witnessed by about | 


150 friends of Miss Smith, the 120 nuns at- 
tached to the convent, and 200 pupils of 
the schoo], 

Miss Smith was graduated from the con- 
vent in June, 1894, but recently determined 
to devote herself to a religious life. For 
the past three months she has been in the 
novitiate house, Kenwood, near Albany. 
The convent was the novitiate house of 
the Order of the Ladies of the Sacred 
Heart until 1866, when Kenwood was 
opened. Since then the ceremony of taking 
the veil has been held there, with few ex- 
ceptions, and the ceremony yesterday was 
the first of the .kind that has been per- 
formed at the convent within fifteen years. 


The chapel attached to the convent was 
beautifully decorated with flowers placed 
about the altar, which was brilliantly 
lighted, when, at 9 A. M,, the ceremony 
began. The nuns, preceded by the Rev. 
Mother Mahoney, Mother Superior of the 
order, filed into the chapel and took seats 
along the sides facing each other. The 
pews in the body of the ¢hapel were occu- 
pied by the friends of the novitiate and 
the convent pupils. 

Bishop Farley, Auxiliary Bishop of New- 
York, officiated, and was assisted by Father 
Lavelle of the cathedral and Father 
O’Keefe of the Paulist Fathers. Other 
priests present were Fathers Conway, Cul- 
len, Biglin, and Taylor. 

Miss Smith, attired as a bride and accom- 
panied by a nun, entered the chapel while 
music was furnished by the organ and a 
harp. She was followed by two little 
nieces, who carried a basket containing her 
religious habit, which they placed on a 
table within the sanctuary fer the Bishop 
to bless. Miss Smith knelt on a bench be- 
fore the altar, and Bishop Farley intoned 
the hymn “ Veni Creator,”’ which was then 
sung by the choir. 

The Rev. Father O’Keefe preached a ser- 
mon, and at its conclusion. Miss Smith was 
led to the altar rail and Bishop Farley 
blessed her religious habit. He then: too 
a white muslin veil from the basket and 
placed it over Miss Smith, so that it hid 
her brida! veil. This done, she was _ led 
from the chapel in order that she might 
discard her bridal garments and put on her 
religious habit. She re-entered the chapel 
attired in her nun’s dress, and knelt again 
at the altar while mass was sung. 

Miss Smith received communion from the 
Bishop, after which she was led to each of 
the nuns in turn, who embraced her and 
gave her the kiss of peace, thus formally 
receiving her as a member of the communi- 
ty. She next went among her friends and 
passed out of the chapel to the refectory. 
Her friends adjourned to the large recep- 
tion room, where a breakfast had been pre- 
pared for them. Miss Smith, however, 
could not join them there. She will return 
to Kenwood to-day. 

Miss Smith selected yesterday for the 
ceremony, because it was the feast day of 
the Order of the Sacred Heart, The nuns 
had a special celebration. Early mass was 
celebrated at 5 A. by Father Conway, 
and during the day there was an exposition 
of the blessed sacrament with a benedic- 
tion in the afternoon. The celebration was 
closed by a procession of nuns and pupils 
about the convent grounds. » 


HUMAN BODY IN THE FIRE RUINS. 





Identified as that of Peter McGann, an 
Exchange Hostler. 


Firemen working in the débris of the 
American Horse Exchange found a body 
lying face downward on the third floor of 
the Fiftieth Street side yesterday. It was 
identified as that of Peter McGann, a stable 
hand, about twenty-eight years old He 
was a newcomer in the city, and his kins- 
people are said to live in Troy, N. Y. Dig- 
ging in the ruins will be resumed to-day. 

A tally of the dead and missing horses in 
the stables of the American Horse Ex- 
change building at the time the fire broke 
out on Thursday evening shows that the 
total number of horses burned will probably 
not exceed sixty-five, and may possibly fall 
below that number. Many of the horses 
reported missing yesterday morning were 
found by their owners later in the day in 
public stables in the city. It is, believed 
that others may be thus housed and will be 
recovered later on. 

It was reported that Thomas B. Gordon, 
Jr., of this city, had lost Algie G, a seven- 
ty-five-hundred-dollar trotting mare. Mr. 

ordon said yesterday: 

“‘ Algie is all right, as I had her out on 
the road at the time of the fire. I had ten 
horses in the building. Three are still mis§- 
ing. My total loss on horses, wagons, and 
harness, will amount to $2,500. 

Other owners of horses in the burned 
building were as follows: Tichenor & Co. 
of Chicago, 24 horses, 14 still missing, 
value, $6,000; Mavrick & Hudson of Ken- 
tucky, 16 horses, 3 still missing, value,

Hexter, 18 horses, 12 missing, value, $5,000; 
John C. Deyo of Jackson, Mich., 21 horses, 
2 missing, value, $1,500; Isaac Strauss, 17 
horses, 8 missing, value, $1,200; Charles 
Proctor, 10 horses, 1 missing, value, $600; 
Louis Parsette, 7 horses missing, value, 
$3,500. General Manager H. D. Stevens lost 
a valuable road mare. Other owners who 
lost one horse each were Prof. Herrmann, 
J. C, Wilson of Poughkeepsie, W. M. Gib- 
bon, G. W. Smith, Maitland Armstrong, 
William M. Whitney of Aipany, S. S. How- 
land, M. Housman, M, Pelton. Six or eight 
horses were in the hospital. R. H. Barrett 
got out all his horses, 

One of the horses that rished was Old 
Dick, which belonged to the Exchange and 
had been used to haul supplies to the build- 
ing. ‘ Billy,’’ the goat, had a narrow es- 
cape. He was stabled in the refuse vault, 
and before he could make his way out had 
his beard badly burned and the hair on his 
right side singed.

COMING EVENTS. 
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HERMAN REICH’S TRIAL FOR WIFE 
MURDER, 


His Daughter Julia, Seven Years Qld, 
Tells of the Shooting of Her Moth- 
er—Great Interest in the Child’s 
Testimony—Evidence to Show that 
the Dead Woman Lived as Mrs. 
Fitzgerald—One Witness Hyster- 
ical, 


The examination of witnesses was be- 
gun before Judge Newburger of the Gen- 
eral Sessions Court yesterday in the trial} 





of Herman Reich for the killing of his 


wife, Cornelia, on July 1, 1895, at 458 East 
One Hundred and Fifty-first Street. 

Policeman Thornas O’Connor was the first 
witness. He testified that while he was 
driving a patrol wagon on Third Avenue, 
near One Hundred and Forty-eighth Street, 
on July 1, 1895, he was told by men in 
an excited crowd that Reich had shot a 
woman. He stopped his wagon, and Reich 
jumped up on the seat and handed him a 
revolver. He took Reich to the Thirty- 
third Precin¢t Police Station, 

Mrs. Joseph Bennett of 463 East One 
Hundred and Fifty-first Street testified that 
she was present when Reich shot his wife, 
in the presence of his daughter, Julia. 
Reich entered his wife’s room, she said, 
and complained about some papers. Mrs. 
Bennett said Reich locked the door of 
the room and would not let her go. Reich, 
she said, accused his wife of intimacy 
with some men. He threatened his wife 
with a revolver, and the witness jumped 
out of a window. Julia ‘Reich, seven years 
old, was in the room at the time. On 
cross-examination, the witness said a man 
named Fitzgerald boarded with Mrs. Reich, 
who had separated from her husband, and 
had lived at various places under differ- 
ent names, 

Dr. Philip O’Hanlon, Coroners’ physi- 
cian, testified that Mrs. Reich died from 
two pistol shots in the chest. 

At this point little Julia Reich was called, 
and testified against her father. She is 
a bright child, and has blue eyes and long 
blonde hair. She was dressed in white, and 
wore a large white nat. Judge Newburger 
questioned her as to her ability to tes- 
tify. She gave her age as seven years, and 
convinced the Judge that she was a compe- 
tent witness. She was placed in the wit- 
ness chair, but was not sworn. 

**Do you_ know who shot your mother?” 
Assistant District Attorney Osborne asked 
the child. 

“Yes,” she replied in low tones. ‘ My 

apa shot mamma. Papa asked mamma 
or money. Mamma would not give it. Pa- 
pa then pulled out a pistol and mamma 
told him to go away. He said he would 
not go, and raised the pistol and gave 
her three shots. Mamma fell down, and the 
blood ran out and covered her. Papa gave 
a shot at the wall, and mamma closed her 
eves and moaned. Papa then went out.” 

As the little girl told the story of the 
shooting her voice reached her father out- 
Side the railing. He bent his head and hid 
his face in his handkerchief. .He sobbed 
and continued to keep his head down during 
the direct examination. 

Miss Amelia Wierth, twenty-two years 
old, daughter of Mrs. Reich by her first hus- 
band, was in court, and when the child 
was examined she became hysterical. Judge 
Newburger directed that she be led out 
of court. She was taken to a seat in the cor- 
ridor, and soon had a large crowd about her 
as she moaned and cried. 

“Did your papa go away from your 
mamma?” Mr. Osborne asked little Julia. 

*“ Yes,’’ the child said. 

*“* Did another man named Fitzgerald come 
to the house?”’ 

*“ Yes,”’ replied the witness. 

‘** Was he there when you went to sleep?”’ 

* Yes,”’ she said. 

“Was he there when you got up in the 
morning? "’ 

“Yes,”’ the child said. 

“ Did you call him papa? ”’ 

“No,” answered the child. 

“Did your papa call to see you some- 
times?" she was asked. 

“ Yes,”’ she answered. 

“What did he do?” 

“He took me in his arms and cried and 
kissed me,’’ the little witness said, as she 
looked up into the face of the lawyer. 
Judge Newburger leaned over and listened 
intently to every word the child said. Every 
one else in court bent forward to catch the 
child’s story. Her father straightened up 
and anxiously hung upon his daughter’s 
testimony. 

Mrs. Elizabeth Kohler, sister of the dead 
woman, testified that she had not seen her 
sister for = years up to the time of the 
shooting. hey did not visit each other. 
The prosecution then closed. , 

Mrs. Margaret Geiser, the landlady of the 
house where the shooting occurred, testified 
for the defense that the dead woman was 
living there as Mrs. Fitzgerald. 

Mrs. Hannah Schofield testified that 
Mrs. Reich told her that she was sorry she 
had her husband, Reich, sent to jail for as- 
sault, and did not poison him, as shé could 
live happily with Fitzgerald. 

Several other witnesses testified that 
Mrs. Reich lived with Fitzgerald as his 


wite, 
The trial will be continued Monday.

| MR. SCHURZ ON COMING CAMPAIGN.

Money Question the Issue, and Stand 
Taken Must Not Be Uncertati-. 


Mr. Carl Schurz, who has.been identified 
with the dominating issue of the campaign, 
and conspicuous in all that the Honest 
Money League has done in relation to the 
financial question, talked yesterday at his 
home at Pocantico Hills, with a reporter 
for THE NEW-YorK TIMEs. 

‘* What,” asked the reporter, 
think of the coming campaign?” 

“The outlook seems to me very uncertain. 
The silver movement is apparently stronger 
than has been anticipated. There are in- 
dications that the silver forces will unite 
upon one ticket with the hope of carrying 
enough States west of the Alleghanies to 
win the election.”’ 

“Do you think they will have any chance 
of success? ”’ 

“The gold men ought not to be overcon- 
fident. It will largely depend upon the 
management of the campaign. Those make 
a very serious mistake who think that they 
can -side-track the money question by an 
attempt to bring any other issue to the 
foreground.”’ 

“*What is the chief issue of a cam- 
paign?’ That question which is uppermost 
in men’s minds. It would be downright 


“do you 


‘folly to overlook the fact that the money 


question is at present altogether uppermost 
in men’s minds. In fact, it is almost the 
only thing people think of. To say to them: 
‘Never mind the money question in this 
campaign; let us talk about something 
else,’ would be wong: 4 childish.’’ 

“You think, then, that it would be unwise 
to make the tariff question the principal 
issue in this campaign? ’”’ 

“Tt would not be merely unwise, it 
would be impossible. If it were tried it 
would inevitably fail. The attempt to do it 
might be disastrous. The result would 
probably be like this: There are two 
armies, the silver army and the anti-silver 
army. The silver army fires hotly into the 
anti-silver army, while the anti-silver 
army, instead of firing into the silver army, 
fires in another direction. Which army 
would have the advantage? One army 
would do the fighting while the other spent 
its time in dodging.” - 

“Do you think it would be wise for the 
Republicans to adopt a, straddling plat- 


+ form?” 


** Looking at it from the point of view of 
the public interest—the most important 
point of view—I should say that the Re- 
publicans would, by adopting a clear and 
unequivocal gold-standard platform, render 
@ great service to the country, for they 
would do most to restore -the confidence of 
the world in the good faith and tiie in- 
telligence of the Ameican people. 

“ Looking at it from the point of view of 
—_— tactics, I should say that by adopt- 
ng a straddle the Republicans would 
morally strengthen the opposition ana 
weaken themselves. By adopting a straddle 
they would virtually admit that the silver 
party were about half right. It would not 
win back any Republican silver votes, but it 
would encourage the silver sentiment and 
demoralize the sound-money forces. 

“This is what the straddling policy with 
regard to silver has always done. It has 
always served to make the silver men 
bolder and more exacting. You cannot 
make a strong campaign in that way, es- 
pecially not a campaign that will have to 
ae a great measure a campaign of edu- 
cation,’ 





DISASTER IN FREE SILVER, 


Thomas F,. Ryan Points Out What It 
Would Mean to the South. 


Thomas F. Ryan has sent the following 
communication to L. B. Musgrove, Chair- 
man of the Finance Committee of the Dem- 
ocratic and Conservative Party of Ala- 
bama: 

“Dear Sir: I have received your favor of 
June 1, asking for a contribution of $5,000 
to the campaign fund of the Democratic 
and Conservative Party of Alabama. I 
note also your statement that the party 
‘stands for protection ‘to life and property 
and the preservation of vested rights.’ This 
assertion is particularly pleasing to me, for 
the reason that I had been led to suppose 
otherwise. 

“My understanding, deduced from cur- 
rent reports, has been that the Democratic 
Party of Alabama is practically a unit in 
favor of the passage of a law providing for 
the free and unlimited coinage of silver. 
The Senators and Representatives of your 
State in Congress are certainly ardent ad- 
vocates of this idea, and I have been led to 
believe that your delegation to Chicago will 
occupy the same position. I trust that this 
will not prove to be the case, but I know 
that you will appreciate my difficulty in 


reconciling your statement to these well- 
known facts, 

‘“*I am, as you know, a Southerner by an- 
cestry and birth. My connection with 
Southern railroads, which has become 
somewhat extensive of recent years, also, I 
think, justifies the assertion that I am a 
Southerner in a material sense. I am fully 
aware of the’ trials and discouragements 
which now beset the Southern people, but 
I also recognize their patriotism and intelli- 
gence. If, therefore, they are, as we here 
have been led to believe, advocates of free 
coinage of silver by this country alone, but 
one conclusion is possible, and that is they 
are laboring under the greatest misappre- 
hension that has found a place in their 
minds since they were induced to engage in 
warfare for the dissolution of the Union. 

“Free coinage of silver means anything 
but ‘ protection to property and preserva- 
tion of vested rights.’ It means disaster to 
the whole country, destruction of property, 
and the transformation of the Democratic 
Party’into an organized Populistic appetite. 

“Of all sections that would be most seri- 
ously affected the South would be the first, 
because in the South to-day the great work 
of rehabilitation and rejuvenation is mak- 
ing the most rapid material progress. You 
certainly, as a man of affairs, know that 
the most unwise thing conceivable for the 
South at the F phonemic time is to push back 
the capital and energy which are being con- 
tributed to aid in its development, and you 
must recognize the truth that free coinage 
would have precisely this effect, not in the 
distant future, but at once. 

“The poor, not the rich, are those who 
suffer from a depreciated currency. I know 
this from bitter experience, and so does 
every other Southern. man whose recolléc- 
tion goes back to those terrible days di- 
rectly ensuing the close of the civil war. It 
may be of little consequence that the 
money which my friends and I have in the 
South should be lost, but it is of great con- 
sequence to the ople of the South that 
the investment of money there should con- 
tinue; that industry and enterprise should 
not be checked, and that the confidence 
which makes these possible should not be 
destroyed. 

“To stifle the great work that has begun 
to permeate the whole South by the em- 
ployment of capital and enterprise would be 
far more than a mere blunder, resulting in 
party disintegration. It would be a Na- 
tional crime. 

“The impossibility of my perticipating in 
any movement which would, in my judg- 
ment, result so disastrously to the Southern 
people is manifest. I should be very glad 
to contribute, as I have contributed in the 
past, to Democratic campaign funds for use 
in the Southern States, But, for the rea- 
sons which I have given, no less than for 
the certainty ‘that, in the event of the suc- 
cess of a free-coinage party, I shall need 
every dollar I possess to weather the storm, 
T find myself unable to accede to your re- 
quest. ith personal rygeras, I am yours 
very truly, “ THOMAS F. RYAN.

/CHAPMAN RAIDS POLICY SHOPS. 


New Tenderloin Captain Arrests Ten 
Supposed Proprietors. 


Capt. Chapman, recently put in command 
of the Nineteenth Precinct, began clearing 
the Tenderloin district of gamblers yes- 
terday. His men, co-operating with Cen- 
tral Office detectives, arrested during the 
afternoon ten alleged policy room keep- 
ers. They were locked up for a while in 
the Thirtieth Street Station, and were aft- 
erward before Magistrate Kudlich in Jef- 
ferson Market Court. Capt. Chapman and 
Acting Inspector Harley obtained warrants 
for four alleged policy writers from Magis- 
trate Kudlich, on the testimony of a col- 
ored policy player named ‘‘ Dave”? Buck- 
ner, who lives in West Thirty-seventh 
Street. He had no trouble in buying slips 
from the dealers in the Nineteenth Pre- 
cinct, because for years he has been squan- 
dering his salary as a waiter on all sorts 
of “gigs.” He once made a big winning 
on the “traitor” gig, it is said. The fol- 
lowing men were arrested: 

William Odell, 476 Fourth Avenue; John Moore, 
127 West Twenty-fifth Street; Thomas Ward and 
William Jones, 115 West Twenty-ninth Street; 
Edward Graham, 160 West Thirty-sixth Street; 
John Hogan, 127 West Twenty-fifth Street; John 
Lightfine and Edward Fallon, 490 Sixth Avenue; 
Charles Wilson, 150 West Thirty-second Street: 
Oscar Ross, 148 West Thirty-second Street, and 
John Ackerman, 153 West Twenty-seventh Street. 

Some of the men were on the sidewalk 
near their shops when they were arrested. 


Nearly all of them had some evidence of 
their calling upon them, and the person 
who was arrested as William Odell, but 
who said he was James Mitchell, had a 
tattered ‘“‘dream” book in his pocket. 

Buckner, who made the charge against 
them, was in the courtroom when the men 
were arraigned. They looked fiercely at 
him. James Mitchell, arrested as Odell, 
was discharged for lack of evidence, and 
Ward, because it could not be proved that 
he ran the policy shop in the cigar store 
at 115 West Twenty-ninth Street. The 
others were held for examination, with the 
exception of Ackermann, who waived ex- 
— and was held in $1,000 bail for 
trial. 


DRAGGED HER THROUGH BROADWAY 





Mrs. Foster Arrested While Her Hus- 
band Stopped for a Cigar. 


Ardennis Foster and his wife, having 
been to the Casino, were walking down 
Broadway toward their home, 109 West 
Thirty-third Street, about 11 o’clock last 
night. Mr. Foster, leaving his wife out- 
side, went into a cigar store near Thirty- 
seventh Street.

They 
walked Foster off to the Thirtieth Street 
Police Station, and Mulcahey dragged Mrs. 
Foster along the street. She was almost 
frantic in her resistance, and a crowd fol- 
lowed. 

Foster, at the station, told Police Captain 
Chapman that he represented The Londoh 
Musical Courier; that he had been Mrs. 
Frank Leslie’s private secretary, and had 
written a volume of poems inscribed to her. 
He supported himself by writing. Mr. and 
Mrs. Foster told their stories, and Mul- 
cahey averred that she had spoken to him 
first. They were ordered to be locked up 
in separate cells. As the matron took hold 
of Mrs. Foster she used most abusive lan- 
guage toward Muleahey and struck him on 
the neck with her hand. She is a rather 
fine-looking woman, fair-haired, and be- 
comingly dressed. Her husband gave his 
age as thirty-two.

BICYCLES AS SECURITY 





VIOLATORS OF ORDINANCES CAN 
LEAVE WHEELS AS BAIL. 


Corporation Counsel Scott Gives This 
Decision in Response to an In- 
quiry from Chief of Police Con- 
lin—The Case of Miss Crane, Who 
Was Recently Arrested, an Ex- 
ample Ulustrating the Need of 
Such a Custom, 


If bicyclists are arrested for ‘‘ scorching” 
or for not having their lanterns trimmed 
and burning, they can deposit their wheels 
as security, and thus escape sleeping in sta- 
tion houses. 

This is the decision of Francis M. Scott, 


Counsel to the Corporation. 

The Chief of Police addressed \n inquiry 
to Mr. Scott on this subject, and the Cor- 
poration Counsel answers in a long docu- 
ment, citing ordinances, and concluding that 
the police authorities must accept as bail, 
‘“‘where it is offered, personal property 
double in value the largest fine that can be 
imposed, to wit, of the value of $20.” 

Mr. Scott takes this view upon the ground 
that “the power of the court to punish for 
such violations is limited to the imposition 
of a fine, and does not extend to imprison- 
ment, except in the event of failure to pay 
the fine.” 

As almost any bicycle is worth $20, the 
wheelmen will always have the wherewithal 
to furnish bail and secure a good night’s 
sleep at home. 

This question of bail for bicyclists has 
been much discussed during the last few 
months, and, now that it is settled, the 
riders no doubt are thankful. Last Fall, 
when so many wheelmen were arrested for 
breaking the lamp ordinance, there was 
always the liveliest kind of a time.searching 
for bondsmen, and success did not always 
crown these efforts. In fact, many a: pedaler 


had to spend a night in the station house, 
which predicament could have been avoided 
had it then been permissible to take bicycles 
in lieu of the usual security as bail. 

gt happened in a number of instances 
that the violations of the ordinance were 
wholly unintentional] and unavoidable, yet 
the policemen who arrested the offenders 
insisted on displaying a deplorable lack of 
common sense and marched them to the 
station houses. A number of cases of this 
sort prompted the movement looking to 
have bicycle taken as bail. : 

The last case in point with which the 
ublic became acuqainted was that of a 

iss Crane, who, while riding to her home 
in West Twenty-second Street, from Clare- 
mont, was unfortunate enough to have her 
light go out just before coming to an over- 
zealous policeman, Although Miss Crane 
dismounted and relighted her lamp, ex- 
plaining, meanwhile, that it had only 
just gone out, the liceman took her to 
the station house. eing unable to get a 
bondsman, Miss Crane, who is a highly 
respectable young lady, was forced to spend 
the night penned up with a lot of the great 
city’s outcasts. It is sufficient to state that 
the Magistrate before whom Miss Crane 
was brought the next day severely rebuked 
the policeman who arrested her, and later 
Chief Conlin did likewise. Of course, Miss 
Crane was discharged. This case only 
serves to show how much sorrow and a 
shocking @xperience could have been spared 
Miss Crane had she been privileged to 
leave her wheel as security for her appear- 
ance in court, and departed for her home.

‘a Story from Chicago Accusing Balti- 
more and Ohio, 


CuIcaco, June 12.—It has been discovered, 
according to a morning paper here, that the 
Baltimore and Ohio Railroad and one or 
fwo other east-bound lines from this city, 
members of the joint traffic pool, have 
been grossly violating the inter-State laws 
in failing to make public a large number 
of freight tariffs. The statutes say that 
Bll tariffs, freight or passenger, issued by 
any railroad company must be open and 
public, and be posted in conspicuous places. 
During the last two weeks at least ten 
reduced freight tariffs .have been issued 
by the east-bound reads which have gone 
mo further than the shipper for whose 
benefit they were issued. 

About ten days ago the Baltimore and 
Ohio issued a tariff on grain from Chicago 
to Cleveland, Ohio, quoting a rate vi 8 
cents per hundred pounds, 2 cents below 
the rate of the other roads. This tariff 
jwas not made public, and wasyonly issued 
in order to cut the rate for one large Board 

‘ot Trade firm, whose name is withheld ou: 

of courtesy. This rate, given to only, this 
firm, secured for the Baltimore and Ohio 
150 carloads of grain which it cculd not 
have secured in any other way. A number 
of similar tarifis on other commodities have 
been issued in the same secret, illegal inan- 
her during the last week. The rate on oil 
from the Oil City district to Chicago has 
also been cut in the same underhand way 
by another east-bound road. The cut- 
gate oil tariff is declared as Supplement 
4 tol. S. T., No. 148, effective June 8. 

In addition to being a violation of the 
law, these secret tariffs are in open viola- 
tion of the joint traffic pooling and cen- 
tral traffic agreements, as the rates were 
mut in without authorivation of the other 
roads of either association. 

When the officers of the other east-bound 
fines became informed of the existence of 
the cut-rate grain tarifis yesterday, two 
of them—the Nickel Plate and the Lake 
Shore—met the eight-cent grain rate be- 
tween Chicago and Cleveland, and all other 
Chicago-Cleveland lines will undoubtedly 
do so to-day. These cuts, in connection 
with the Norfolk and Western reductions, 
are the first general break in rates since the 
formation of the joint traffic pool, and by 
Pome are taken to mean the beginning of 
the end of that unwieldy organization. 


Baltimore and Ohio Litigation. 


BALTIMORE, June 12.—The Union Trust 
Company of New-York has filed a petition 
in the United States Circuit Court praying 
to be made a party defendant to the suit 
of the Mercantile Trust Company of New- 


York against the Baltimore and Ohio Rail- 
road Company, in which receivers for the 
road were appointed. The petition shows 
that on Feb. 10, 1885, the Baltimore and 
Ohio Railroad Company transferred and de- 
livered to the Union Trust Company bonds 
of the Pittsburg and Connellsville Railroad 
Company amounting to $10,000,000, whicn 
bonds were sectred by a mortgage deed 
of trust to the petitioner of the date of 
Jan. 31, 1885. The petition further shows 
that on Dec. 20, 1887, the Baltimore ana 
Ohio Railroad Company made a further Ff 
issue of bonds to the amount of between 
$7,000,000 and $8,000,000, and secured the 
Same by a mortgage to the Mercantile 
Trust and Deposit Company of Baltimore. 

Judge Morris signed an. order upon the 
petition fixing Saturday, June 20, as the 
time for hearing argument.

mails, gave out the following: 

“The so-called defense of the Superin- 
tendent of the Seaboard Air Line is trivial 
and evasive. He will have an opportunity 
to meet the real charges in the criminal 
proceedings which the department has re- 
quested the Department of Justice to in- 
stitute. It is not true that any other lines 
have been found out or suspected of at- 
tempting to pad the mails by the depart- 
ment. If he has any information to that 
effect the department would be glad to 
get it, so that all may be prosecuted. 


Christian Endeavor Excursion Rates. 


Mindful of the trouble caused a year agu 
by railroad ticket sealpers’ manipulating 
Christian Endeavor excursion tickets, the 
Joint Traffic Board of Managers has issued 
an order placing such restrictions on the 
sale and use of these excursion rate-tickets 
as will prevent their becoming a commer- 
cial commodity in the general market, The 
Christian Endeavor Convention will be held 
in Washington from July 7 to 13, inclusive. 
A libera] excursion rate has been made by 
all of the railroads, but the enjoyment ol 
this rate wiil be confined as closely as pos- 
gible to persons who actually attend the 


convention. 
Huntington’s Guatemala Interests. 


Collis P. Huntington denied yesterday 
that he had sold his railraad interests in 
Guatemala to a Dutch syndicate. He ex- 
plained that negotiations were in progress 
for the sale to the Guatemala Government 
of his railroad from San José to Guate- 
mala City, representing an investment ot 
$6,000,000. Mr. Huntington would not ex- 
press any opinion as to the prospects re- 
garding these negotiations. 


)Railroad Men and Matters. 


—John Bloodgood, Chairman of the Col- 
fumbus and Hocking Coal and Iron Company Re- 
organization Committee, announces that to -se- 
cure the rehabilitation of the company's finances 
it will be necessary to assess the stock $3 a 
share. Stock must be deposited with the Farm- 
ers’ Loan and Trust Company by June 25. Stock- 
holders paying the assessment will receive com- 
mon and preferred stock in an amount propor- 
tionate to the stock deposited and additional 
preferred stock of the reorganized company equal 
im par value to the amount ofthe assessment. 

—At the session of the National Local 
Freight Agents’ Convention in Chicago yesterday 
morning there was a lively debate on a motion 
by the Kansas City association to eliminate the 
social feature from future conventions. The del- 
egates from Pittsburg, Cincinnati, Buffalo, Louis- 
ville, and New-York vigorously opposed the idea 
of depriving the members. of their only annual 
outing, and the majority went 50 far as to order 
all mention of the subject omitted from the 
records. 

—It is announced that the next hearing 
of the Kansas complaint on rates to the Gulf, in 
which the St. Louis Merchants’ Exchange has 
a@iready intervened, and in which both Galveston 
and Chicago will take aetion, will be held very 
soon after the adsournment of the Republican 
National Convention, either in St. Louis or 
Kansas City. The full membership of the In- 
ter-State Commerce Commission, it is reported, 
will be present when the case js again taken up. 

—Judge Ralph Wheeler, in the Superior 
Court in Hartford, last Thursday denied the de- 
fendants’ motion for a dissolution of the tem- 

rary injunction obtained by the New-England 
Railroad against the Hartford Street Railwhy 
Company, the Central Railway and Electric Com- 
pany of New-Britain, and the Newington Tram- 
way Company. The injunction restrains the 
defendant companies from building a trolley road 
between New-Britain and Hartford. 

—The Board of Managers of the Joint 
Traffic Association has decided to fix the regular 
charge for special cars at eighteen full first-class 
Mmited fares for the distance traveled, and for 
each person carried in addition to that num- 
ber one full fare will be charged, 

—Receiver Trumbull of the Union Pacific 
Denver and Guif Railroad Company gives notice 
that he will redeem $75,000 receiver’s certificates 
on Sept. 15, after which date they will cease to 
draw interest.

PROSECUTION TRIES TO HAVE A 


DECLARATION ADMITTED. 


Greater Part of What It Is Alleged 
She Said When About to Die 
Stricken Out at Trial of Daugh- 
ter Accused of Poisoning Her— 
A Letter by Fleming in 
Which She Expressed a Wish to 


e Murder Two Girls, 


Mrs. 


‘ A vigorous attempt was made yesterday 
by the prosecution in the trial of Mary 
Alice Almont Fleming for the murder of 
her mother, Evalina M. Bliss, to put in 
evidence Mrs. Bliss’s alleged declaration 


to Dr. Bullman, the physician who attend- 
ed her in her last illness, that she had 
been poisoned by a near relative through 
the medium of clam chowder. 

The prosecution in the afternoon suc: 
ceeded in getting in evidence two love let- 
ters written by Mrs. -Fleming to Ferdinand 
Wilckes, which were intended to show mo- 
tive for the alleged murder of Mrs. Bliss 
by the defendant through her increasing 
intimacy with Wilckes, and her increas- 
ing hostility to her mother. 

Every one connected with the trial knew 
what was coming when Dr. Bullman was 
called and Mr. McIntyre began to ask 
him questions concerning Mrs. Bliss’s last 
illness. Dr. O’Sullivan, in the first ex- 
amination of Dr. Bullman, had led up to 
the point where Mrs. Bliss had said some- 
thing to him as to the cause of her ill 
mess. The Recorder at that time ruled 
out this conversation, unless it was sub. 
mitted as a dying declaration, which Mr 
McIntyre promised to do. 

The-increased attention which the jury, 
tthe Recorder, the defendant, the counse) 
for the defense, and the public gave to this 
testimony was at once noticeable. The hum 
ef conversation and the noise of shuffling 
feet stopped; the members of the jury all 
Jeaned forward in their chairs, the better 
to hear what Dr. Bullman said; Mr. Brooke 
Stood up and put his hand to his ear, and 
even Mrs. Fleming, whose control over 
her emotions is so remarkable, had e¢e 
Strained expression of expectant attention 
on her face 

Dr. Bullman first described how he had 
been called to see Mrs. Bliss by A. LL 
Teubner on the afternoon of Aug. 30, 1895. 
He reached Mrs. Biiss’s flat at 6:30, and 
remained an hour with her. She was 


vomiting, and her physical condition was 
very low. 


What, if anything, did she Say to you?” 
asked Mr. Mcintyre. 

Mr. Brooke objected and produced an ar- 
fay of authorities to show that a dying 
declaration must be made by a person in 
imminent danger of death, believing him- 
self or herself to be so, and making such 
@ declaration as would be competent evi- 
dence if the person lived to be put on the 
stand. The words spoken by Mrs. Bliss 
were afterward withdrawn, Mr. Brooke 
said, so that whatever force they might 
have had originally was canceled. 

“I object,” said Mr. McIntyre, “‘to the 
counsel for the defense making a state- 
ment calculated to influence the jury.” 

“I am doing nothing,” retorted Mr. 
Brooke, “‘ but what appears in the matters 
khrought forward by the prosecution. I 
have submitted no dying declaration. J 
would like to bo allowed to argue this point 
without interruption. If the District At- 
torney wishes to make his argument first, 
let him go ahead; if not, I will finish my 
side.”’ 

Mr. Brooke then quoted his authorities, 
and said finally that if there was any dying 
declaration it should be submitted in writ- 
ing to the Recorder before the jury heard 
it. The Recorder, turning to the jury, said: 

“I specially direct your attention to this 
matter. The District Attorney has said 
thet he has a dying declaration to submit. 
The Court must first determine the compe- 
tency ef this evidence. You must, as 
jurors, exclude from your minds any por- 
tion of this evidence which you may hear 
and which the Court may afterward ex- 
cluie.’’ 

Mr. Brooke protested against this course, 
but the Recorder, with another warning to 
the members of the jury not to be affected 
by anything they heard until he told them 
it was competent evidence, directed Mr. 
McIntyre to proceed with the examination 
of Dr. Bullman. 

).—What time did you first see Mrs. Bliss on 
the avant of Aug. 30, 18957 A.—At 6:30 
Oo What was her condition then? A.—She was 

very sick woman. 

* Oo  What was her manner? A.—She had given 
up ‘all hope. 

“I move to strike that out,” said Mr. 
Brooke, briskly, suddenly breaking in on the 
absorbed attention of every one in the 
court room. 

“Objection sustained,” said the Recorder, 
looking up in a startled fashion. 

Q.—What was her manner? A.—Extreme de- 
spair. 

"0. How long were you with her? A.—About 
an hour. 

Q.—What was 
this time? A.—She 
nervous. 

Q.—Was her mental condition sound? A.—Yes. 
She thoroughly realized the condition she was in. 

Q.—What came under your observation while 
you were there? A.—She vomited probably 
twelve or fifteen times. She had to be assisted 
to get up. There was evidence of extreme ex- 
haustion when she tried to go to bed, . 

Q.—Did you return after your first visit? A.— 
Yes. At 8 o’clock, and again at 11 o’clock, She 
Was dead when I called the last time. 

Q.—During the first hour did you have a con- 
versation with her? A.—Yes. 

Q.—Dii she express to you any fear of death? 
A.—Yes. 

The anxiety at this moment was intense. 
One or two more questions would decide 
whether Mrs. Bliss’s dying declaration 
would be submitted to the jury. Mrs. 
Fleming sat as still as if she had bean 
carved cut of stone. The Recorder turned 
around in his chair so as to face the wit- 
ness directly. Mr. Brooke had his arm 
half raised, so as to stop the witness if he 
said one more word than sufficient. 

**She said she—’’ began Dr. Bullman. 

* Put it in the first person,’’ said the Re- 
corder and Mr. Mcintyre in the same 
breath. “* Repeat the exact words she used, 
as near as you can,”’ added Mr. McIntyre. 

*“*T am going to die’—” 

“ Stop! That’s ali,” 
Brooke. 

**Let him finish his sentence,” said the 
Recorder. 

“*I am going to die, and will not re- 
cover,’”’ said Dr. Bullman. 

“What did you then say to her?” asked 
Mr, Mcintyre. 

“I told her,’’ said Dr. Bullman, “that 
she was mistaken, that she would not die. 
She repeated over and over again, ‘I am 
poisoned, I am going to die, and will not 
recover.’ ”’ 

The Recorder told Mr. Brooke at this 
point that he might cross-examine the wit- 
ness up to this point before he was asked 
any further questions by the District At- 
torney. 

Mr. Brooke read from the former testi- 
mony given by Dr. Bullman, intending to 
show that the witness did not consider 
Mrs. Bliss’s case a critical one during his 
first visit. The Recorder, without waiting 
for the District Attorney to object, ruled, 
out questions on this line. The only ques- 
tions which Mr. Brooke could put, he said, 
would be those which related to the mental 
and physical condition of Mrs. Bliss. 

Dr. Bullman, in answer to one of Mr. 
Brooke’s questions, said that Mrs, Bliss 
was in a false hysterical condition; that 
was, she was hysterical as the word was 
commonly used, but the proper medical 
phrase was extreme nervousness, 

The Recorder asked Dr. Bullman a num- 
ber of questions for the purpose of fixing 
the time at which the words alleged to be 
Mrs. Bliss’s complete dying declaration were 
uttered. Dr. Bullman said that Mrs. Bliss 
had told him that she had a private com- 
munication to make to him; that he had 
then sent the nurse down stairs to make a 
mustard plaster, and that while she was 
out, at about 6:45 P. M., Mrs. Bliss made 
a statement to him. 

“You may go on now, Mr. McIntyre,” 
said the Recorder. 

Mr. Brooke objected to more questions. 
He quoted decisions to show that a dying 
declaration must a statement of fact, 
not of opinion. 

“TI quite agree with your authority, but 
I deny your objection,” said the Recorder. 

“ What did Mrs. Bliss say to you?” asked 
Mr. McIntyre. ; 

Dr. Bullman, assisted by a memorandum 
_— he drew from his ket, said slow- 

, quoting, he declared, Mrs. Bliss's words:

“Did she say anything else?” asked the 
Recorder. 

“After her last words she became ex- 
tremely nervous, and I realized that she 
was dying. I knew that I was not there to. 
take her ante-mortem statement, so I did 
not ask her to repeat it, though I intended 
to ask her the name of the relative.” 

“Never mind what you intended. -State 
what you did,” remarked Mr. Brooke. 

“J asked her a minute later,’’ continued 
Dr. Bullman, why she suspected this rela- 
tive. Her reply was that at her geath she 
would inherit a large amount of money.” 

There was almost complete silence in the 
court room for a few minutes while the 
stenographer read over the answers, be- 
ginning at “a relative sent me some clam 
chowder.”’ 

The Recorder sat thoughtfully looking at 
his boots for same time, and finally said: 

“‘T will strike al] the testimony beginning 
at ‘a relative sent mc somé clam chowder,’ 
down to ‘Ih no yvne to send for a doc- 
tor.’ ”’ ‘ 

There was a perceptible change in the 
court after thi Men straightened them- 
selves as if reli@ved from some kind of a 
pressure. The jury looked relieved, though 
why, and in what- way, no one could say. 

Mr. Brooke was —— to pursue the ad- 
vantage which the Recorder’s decision had 
given him. He moved that all the remain- 
ing part of the vy declaration about the 
relative getting the money be stricken out. 
The Recorder granted the motion. 

“I move also,’’ continued Mr. Brooke, 
“that the expression, ‘I am poisoned,’ be- 
ing one of opinion and not of fact, be 
stricken out.” 

** Motion granted,” said the Recorder. 

“So the whole dying declaration comes 
down to this,’ said Mr. Brooke, triumph- 
antly, ““‘I am dying and will not re- 
cover.’ ”’ 

Miss Florence Bliss seemed very much re- 
joiced over the outcome of the dying decla- 
ration, and showed it plainly by her smiling 
communications tq her sister’s counsel. 
Mrs. Fleming, in a quieter way, seemed 
easier in mind than since Wilckes was first 
called to the stand. 

Mrs. Fleming looked flushed, nervous, and 
ill at ease when she entered the courtroom 
at the beginning of the morning session. 
She leaned over to listen to onversation 
between Mr. Brooke and John C. Shaw, her 
personal counsel, and took an eager and 
energetic part in it as soon as she got an 
opportunity. In reply to a question by a 
reporter she said that after she went to the 
Tombs on Thursday night she dismissed all 
oo of that day’s ordeal from her 
mind. 

Mr. Wilckes, when called to the witness 
stand yesterday, walked from his seat 
among the spectaters with a jaunty and 
confident step. He had the appearance of 
a man whose nerve would be found equal to 
any strain to which it might be put. 

Mr. Brooke withdrew a motion which he 
had previously made to strike out ali those 
portions of Wilckes’s direct examination 
which referred to the proposed voyages of 
the witness and Mrs. Fieming to Japan and 
elsewhere. The Recorder assented to Mr. 
Brooke’s withdrawal of the motion. 

The face of Mr. Wilckes, which was pale 
when he went on the witness stand, flushed 
up as soon as Ms. McIntyre began to ask 
him to identify some letters which had 
been overlooked when others were submit- 
ted on a previous occasion. 

The witness refused to say whether the 
first letter shown to him was in the hand- 
writing of Mrs. Fleming. He said that he 
reserved his decision. Mr. McIntyre told 
him fiercely that in this case he should 
reserve nothing, but tell the truth. Mr. 
Brooke objected to this stigma being placed 
on the evidence of the witness, but was 
sharply overruled by the Recorder. The 
witness, however, stuck firmly to his posi- 
tion, and Mr. McIntyre was at last forced 
to have the letter marked for identifica- 
tion, “‘as having been shown to Ferdinand 
Wilekes.”’ 

Mr. Brooke said he had no cross-exam- 
ination to make of Mr. Wilckes unless the 
letters shown to him were admitted in 
evidence, and perhaps not even then. Mr. 
Wilckes left the stand looking very much 
relieved. 

Mrs. Reynolds, for whom an attachment 
was issued, was called, but did not answer. 
Mr. Mcintyre said that when the officers 
of the court went to her house on Thurs- 
day evening they found it barricaded. 

John C. Shaw, Mrs. Fleming’s personal 
counsel, was called by Mr. McIntyre to 
testify that he had received $21,000, as 
attorney for the defendant, from the City 
Chamberlain. Mr. Brooke objected to the 
introduction of this evidence, as a viola- 
tion of the confidential relations between 
attorney and client. The Recorder prompt- 
ly overruled the objection. 

Acting Inspector McCullagh was asked 
by Mr. Miller if the letters shown to Fer- 
dinand Wilckes were those which the wit- 
ness had received from him. He said they 
were. He went to Mr. Wilckes’s office, in 
John Street, and got them. He had a 
search warrant for Mrs, Fleming’s effects, 
issued by Judge Allison. 

‘““What’s that?’ shouted Mr. Brooke. 
“A search warrant cannot be issued except 
in cases of grand larceny.” 

““Go on. Mr. Miller,” said the Recorder. 

“But, your Honor, I want to know if 
these letters were obtained by an illegal 
process of the court.” 

The Recorder paid no attention to Mr. 
Brooke’s remark. 

David N. Carvalho, an expert in handwrit- 
ing, went on the stand in the afternoon to 
identify letters found in the possession of 
Ferdinand Wilckes as being in the hand- 
writing of Mrs. Fleming. e compared a 
letter already proved to be in the hand- 
writing of Mrs. Fleming with another not 
signed and said they were written by the 
Same person. 

When this letter was offered in evidence 
by Mr. McIntyre, the Recorder asked: 

5 On what ground?” 

“We propose to show the woman’s feei- 
ings toward her mother, the friction be- 
tween mother and daughter, and the desire 
of the defendant to obtain the money corm- 
ing to her at her mother’s death.” 

“There is nothing of that kind in the 
letter at all,” said Mr. Brooke, after he 
had read the letter. ‘ All it will do is io 
os a little basis for gossip and scan- 

a = 

Mr. McIntyre quoted the admission ot 
letters in the Carlyle Harris case, and said 
that the longer the relationship between 
Wilckes and the defendant existed the 
greater her hostility to her mother became, 
This accounted for her anxiety to make a 
voyage to Japan, the attorney said, for 
which she could not procure the mon2y 
except by the death of ner mother. He 
contended that these facts showed motive 
of the highest kind. 

Mr. Brooke said, contemptuously, that 
the journey to Japan had been shown to be 
a standing joke among the members of the 
Bliss family and their friends. 

The Recorder took the letter, read it 
carefully through, and announced that, as 
it contained no direct assertions of hos- 
tility to Mrs. Bliss by the defendant, he 
would exclude it feom the jury. 

Mrs. Fleming and*-Miss Florence Bliss, 
who had both locked nervous and appre-@ 
hensive at the prospect of this letter being 
read aloud, recovered their animation very 
suddenly at the Recorder’s announcement.

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MEETINGS OF THE POLICE BOARD 
NOT PREVENTED BY IT, 


Col. Kipp’s Records Fail.to Show that 

x Business Requiring the Presence 
of Four Commissioners Was Pre- 
sented at Any Meeting Not At- 
tended by the Commissioner Un- 
der Charges—The Mayor Listens to 
Testimony for Seven Hours, 


Mayor Strong listened for more than 
seven hours yesterday to testimony on the 
charges against Police Commissioner An- 
drew D. Parker. In the early part of the 
day, Col. William H. Kipp, Chief Clerk 


of the Police Department, was kept at the 
minutes and other records of the Police 
Board, to give Benjamin F. Tracy, Com- 
missioner Parker’s counsel, opportunity to 
put in testimony the fact of Commissioner 
Parker’s attendance at nearly all the meet- 
ings of the board from the time of his 
appointment, in May, 1895, until October, 
and that his absences after October dia 
not interfere with the dispatch of business. 
Commissioner Frederick D. Grant was 
examined in the afternoon to show that 
papers in the cases of policeenen on trial, 
which the other Commissioners passed upon 
in a few days, usually remained in Mr. 
Parker’s possession for a month or longer. 
Col. Grant also testified regarding pension 
cases on which no action was taken until 
October, when the board turned them over 
to him, taking them away from Commis- 
sioner Parker, who was Chairman of the 
Committee on Pensions. Cross-examination 
was only fairly under way at 6 o'clock. 
Gen. Tracy said he would need about-four 
hours in which to finish it. Since Col. 
Grant will start for St. Louis this morn- 
ing, expecting to remain away for at least 
@ week, it was decided to suspend the 
cross-examination until his return: The 
hearing will proceed with other witnesses 
in his absence, beginning Tuesday morning. 
Commissioners Roosevelt and Andrews 
drew their chairs in the morning to the 
head of the examination table, where they: 
prompted Mr. Root and conferred with 
Assistant Corporation Counsel Clark all 
day. They were very serviceable in pro- 
ducing reports and in making timely sug- 
gestions when evidence tending to estab- 
lish the charges became at all confused. 
Ex-Police Commissioner Joel B. Erhardt, 


who was the last Comenissioner before Mr. 
Parker to appear before a Mayor on 
charges, looked in for a few minutes. 

Commissioner Parker seemed in excellent 
fighting trim. He had sent to Police Head- 
Guarters for various records, and kept a 
secretary and several clerks continually 
busy producing documents for his inspec- 
tion. While not directing this work, he 
was making suggestions to Gen. Tracy, 
many of whose questions to Col. Kipp and 
Commissioner Grant were thus inspired. 

When Col. Kipp had examined the min- 
utes of the 135 meetings of the year and 
had failed to find in them that business 
requiring the attendance of all four Com- 
.missioners had been presented at any meet- 
ing from which Commissioner Parker was 
absent, Gen, Tracy said: ‘‘ It would appear, 
then, would it not, that Commissioner Par- 
ker’s neglect to attend some of the meet- 
ings did not in any sense obstruct the work 
of the board?” 

‘Does the record show,” interrupted Mr. 
Root, in objecting to this question, ‘‘ wheth- 
er or not the Commissioners confined them- 
selves to routine business because they had 
not the benefit of Mr. Parker’s presence? ”’ 

There was no answer to either question, 
and Gen. Tracy proceeded with the cross- 
examination. It appeared from the min- 
utes that'a meeting was held on election 
day. Commissioner Parker and Gen. Tracy 
seemed to doubt it. 

“Meetings are always held on election 
day,”” Mr. Root said. 

“That is not so,’’ Commissioner Parker 
replied. ‘‘I can show that it is not so.” 

“It was so in the old times,’’ Gen. Tracy 
added, “‘ when it was necessary in this way 
to accomplish certain results. Under our 
reform administration, which has brought 
honest elections, the custom has been aban- 
doned.”’ 

Col. Kipp said he knew of no occasion 
when a regular meeting had been postponed 
on Commissioner Parker’s account. The 
regular meeting of Noy. 8, 1895, had been 
put over for a day at the request of two 
other Commissioners. On Jan. 21 Commis- 
sioner Parker was marked absent twice 
because of a regular and an adjourned 
meeting. / 

“Then, if-on any day the commissioners 
hai adjourned six times,” Gen. Tracy 
sneered, “‘ absence from six meetings would 
have been marked against Commissioner 
Parker? ’”’ 

Gol. Kipp fell back on the record. He 
neve: knew any reasons for Commissioner 
Parker’s absence. He had heard that Com- 
missioner Parker was engaged as counsel! 
to the Greater New-York Commission, but 
did not concern himself with the doings of 
es Commissioners, except at koard meet- 
ngs. 

“I hope the Commissioner received good 
fees for that work,"’ said Mr. Root. 

“Not a cent,” Commissioner Parker re- 
plied. ‘‘ The appropriation failed, and, al- 
though I had been working on this matter 
for two years, I never received a cent.” 

Recentiy, unfortunately for the pubiic 
interest,’”’ Gen. Tracy went on, “ friction 
has sprung up between Commissioners 
Roosevelt and Parker. Might that not ac- 
count for developments out of which this 
ere has come?”

Sang “ Star-Spangled Banner.” 


A. celebration and -a flag-raising took 
place at Grammar School. No. 86, Lexington 
Avenue and Ninety-sixth Street, yesterday 
morning. The large halls where the gram- 
mar and primary departments of the school 
meet were crowded with the parents and 
friends of the children, who had come to 
witness the preliminary exercises which 
took place in the building.

HIS DEMANDS ON MR, FAIRBANK’S 
AGENTS ALWAYS FOR FUNDS. 


That Was the Testimony Yesterday of 
Cc. L. Allen in the Belasco-Fair- 
bank Suit—Mrs. Carter and the 
Plaintiff, the Witness Said, 
tended to Keep Up Their Associa- 
tion—The Defendant Knew Noth- 


ing of Advances to Them, 


Charles L. Allen of the Chicago law firm 
of Herrick, Allen, Boyesen & Martin, which 
represents N. K. Fairbank, testified yester- 
day in Part V. of the Supreme Court, be- 
that Mrs. Carter 

Belasco became 


fore Justice Giegerich, 
once told that Mr. 


ashamed of asking for money to pay the 
bills of ‘“‘The Ugly Duckling ’’ company. 

The testimony offered yesterday was gen- 
erally of a commonplace nature, and there 
was not the slightest incident bordering on 
the sensational, except a lively exchange 
between counsel as to the offering of testi- 
mony by the plaintiff in rebuttal before the 
evidence of the defense was all in. 

Mr. Deming asked Justice Giegerich to re- 
quest Mr. Dittenhoefer to call witnesses to 
testify in rebuttal of the testimony of John 
J. Herrick of Chicago, who said he was 
obliged to return home at once. Mr. Dit- 
tenhoefer declared he would not be led into 
a trap, and Justice Giegerich declined to ac- 
cede to Mr. Deming’s request. 

Mr. Herrick, who is the head of the law 
firm that represents Mr. Fairbank, was 
ealled for cross-examination. 

Mr. Herrick was asked, first, as to his 
statement, made Thursday, that Mr. Be- 
lasco had threatened Mr. Fairbank with 
scandalous publicity unless he advanced 
more money for “The Ugly Duckling.’ 
Mr. Herrick’s memory was poor as to the 
interview at which he said this threat was 
made. 

“Did Mr. Belasco say the company 
should be wound up honorably and all out- 
standing bills paid?” asked Mr. Ditten- 
hoefer. 

*“‘He said something of that kind.” 

“Did Mr. Fairbank say that all the con- 
tracts were signed by Mrs. Carter, and that 
she was not good for anything anyway, and 
that the company could close up and the 
actors and actresses sue Mrs. Carter?’’ 

‘“No such language was used,” said the 
witness. 

“Was there any threat of chastisement 
at that interview?” ; 

“I heard nothing about that.” 

Mr. Herrick said that Mr. Fairbank 

sreed to furnish seven or eight thousand 
dollars to take Mrs. Carter and her com- 
pany from Philadelphia to Chicago. He de- 
nied that there was a controversy between 
his firm and Mrs. Carter as to the payment 
of fees. Mrs. Carter, he said, might owe 
money to the estate of the late Wirt Dex- 
ter, who was a member of his firm, and 
who looked after Mrs. Carter’s divorce suit. 

Charles L. Allen was then recalled to the 
Stand. He told of the interview at which 
the money was secured to take the com- 
pany to Chicago, and then a lot of checks 
and drafts were produced. They were in- 
dorsed by Mr. Belasco, and their face value 
Was $11,000. Then several letters and tele- 
grams from Mr. Belasco to Mr. Allen were 
read. They were all requests for money. 

“Mr. Fairbank was away when I ad- 
vanced this money,” said Mr. Allen. “I 
cot chances that he would approve what I 

id.’’ 

The afternoon session opened with the 
reading of telegrams from Messrs, Belasco 
and Price in reference to the disastrous 
ending of the tour of “‘The Ugly Duck- 
ling ’’ company and asking for money. One 
of the telegrams asked for help for Mr. 
Belasco personally to enable him to close 
the tour honorably. 

When Mr. Allen resumed his testimony 
ha_ said that E. D. Price told him that 
when “ The Ugly Duckling” company dis- 
banded Mrs. Carter and Mr. Belasco in- 
tended to continue in their business associ- 
ation, and that he expected to be with 
them in the following vear. 

Mr. Allen said that on the calls of 
Messrs. Belasco and E. D. Price he ad- 
vanced to them $3,500. He gave $5,000 to 
R. W. Morrison of his firm to advance, as 
required, when he went on a vacation to 
Madison, Wis. : 

Mr. Allen produced his checkbook. Re- 
ferring to it, he said he made the first ad- 
vance—$1,700—to Mr. Belasco on Feb. 21, 
i891. The next advance was $500, made 
Feb. 25. Another was made on Feb. 28, and 


was for $1,250. 
“These remittances,” said Mr. Allen, 


him 





“were made pursuant to an arrangement 
made with Mr. Belasco previous to the Chi- 
cago engagement.” 

The money left with Mr. Morrison was 
sent to Mr. Belasco March 8 and March 9, 
1891. The amount sent each time was 


“For whom were these moneys placed 
in Morrison’s hands?” asked Mr. Deming. 
“For David Belasco,” said the witness. 

“Mrs, Carter and Mr. Belasco called on 
me,” said Mr. Allen, .‘‘ and I told them that 
the amounts they had called for were a 
violation of the agreement. I told them 
that Mr. Fairbank knew nothing of the ad- 
vances, and that I had made them on my 
own responsibility, and had involved my- 
self to a large extent. It was a forced 
loan, and I did not know what Mr. Fair- 
bank would do about it. He was away. 
They expressed great gratitude, and said 
the advances had enabled them to close 
the season honorably. Mr. Belasco said he 
expected to continue in business with Mrs. 
Carter, and that I need net worry, as ev- 
ery cent of the meoney advanced to them 
would be repaid. 

“They told me that affairs had been ab- 
solutely wound up, and that there would 
be no danger of any claims against us. 
They told us that Mr. Price had always 
contended that Mr, Fairbank was respon- 
sible for his salary, and might try -to 
get it. 

“Mr. Belasco never said-a word at any 
time about having a claim against Mr. 
Fairbank. 

“Mrs. Carter came to see me in Chicago 
in the Winter of 1891-2. Mr. Belasco was 
not with her. She said there was a dress- 
maker's bill against her ior about $4,000. 
She said this was incurred prior to the 
production of ‘The Ugly Duckling.’ She 
told me that this experse was incurred be- 
fore raising the curtain on ‘The Ugly 
Duckling,’ and that Mr. Fairbank had 
agreed to pay all such expenses. She 
wanted me to ask Mr. Fairbank to pay the 
bill, as it was likely to cause trouble. 

“TI told her about her positive assurance 
that there was absolutely no bill outstand- 
ing. She said this bill had been overlooked, 
and. was the only bill outstanding. She 
called at the office frequently for two 
years, trying to get Mr. Fairbank to pay 
the bill.’ 

“Was anything, said about this dress- 
maker’s bill and the ‘The Heart of Mary- 
land’?”’ 

“In the latter part of 1892 Mrs. Carter 
said she could not go on in ‘ The Heart of 
Maryland,’ and Mr. Belasco would not go 
on if there was danger of these old claims 
being made against them.”’ 

“When did you first hear of Mr. Belas- 
co’s claim against Mr. Fairbank?”’ 

“On receipt of a letter from Mr. Belas- 
co’s attorneys on May 23, 1893. On one of 
Mrs. Carter’s visits to me she said Mr. Be- 
lasco stood cut in the hallway. She told 
me that Mr. Belasco would not come in to 
see me. He was ashamed io see me any 
more about money matters, and would 
never say a word to me again about ‘ The 
Ugly Duckling.’ . 

“Mr. Fairbank ratified my loan of $8,500 
to Mr. Belasco. A settlement was made 
with Mr. Price on May 11, 1891, for $3,010. 
No statements in reference to Mrs. Car- 
ter’s theatrical enterprise were ever ren- 
dered to me_or my firm. Estimates were 
made at interviews, and that is all. Our 
firm kept no accounts.” 

Mr. Allen denied Mr. Belasco’s testimony 
that he met’ Mr. Allen, Mr. Gilmore, Mr. 
Roeder, and Mrs. Carter at the Academy 
of Music, and was urged by Mr. Allen to 
“‘coach’”’ Mrs. Carter. Mr. Allen said he 
never met Mr. Belasco until he found the 
latter training Mrs. Carter in Proctor’s 
Theatre some: time later. 


Mr. Allen said on cross-examination that 
since he came here in connection with the 
case he has called on Mr. Price. He de- 
nied that he wantgd to get what Mr. Price 
was going to say in court. “I did not call 
on him for Mr. Fairbank, but for myself,”’ 
said Mr. Allen. ‘‘ Mr. Morrison was with 
me. I invited Mr. Belasco and Mrs. Carter 
to dinner the night before the souvenir 
night of ‘The Heart of Maryland,’ ”’ 

“Did you invite them, knowing Phat they 
were conspiring against your friend, Mr. 
Fairbank? ”’ 

“I did as the supposed friend of both,” 
said Mr. Allen. ‘‘ Perhaps ‘No’ would bea 
more truthful answer than ‘ Yes.’ I called 
on Mrs. Carter, and also met Mr. Belasco. 
At the time the guestion as to conspiracy 
never entered my mind. I confess’ it was 
agreeable to take them to dinner.”’ 

“If you had thought they were black 
conspirators would you have invited them 
to dinner?” ~ 

“I think I should have hesitated,” said 
Mr. Allen. “ 

Mr. Dittenhoefer brought ‘eut the facts 
that Mr. Allen dined the next night as the 
guest of Mr. Belasco and’ Mrs. Carter. 

“And,” sneered Mr. Dittenhoefer, ‘‘ you 
were familiar with the affairs of these 
people as related to Mr. Fairbank?” 

“Yes, Sir,’’ said Mr. Allen. 

The witness could not remember whether 
he was here in December, 1888, when, ac- 
cording to Mr. Belasco, he had the inter- 
view with Mr. Allen at the Academy of 
Music. 

He said he talked to E. G. Gilmore in 
November, 1888, about the project of put- 
ting Mrs. Carter on the stage. Mrs. Carter 
was with him, and presented to Mr. Gil- 
more a letter of introduction from Mr. 
Fairbank. 

The witness could not remember much 
about his doings at that time. 

“Is your memory bad?” gesked Mr. Dit- 
tenhoefer. 

“It depends upon the circumstances,”’ an- 
swered Mr. Allen, laughing.

He denied 
tnat he asked Mrs. Carter what interest 
Mr. Fairbank had in the matter. ‘“ She 
said she wanted assistance,’’ Mr. Allen tes- 
ufied. ‘‘I acted as her attorney.”’ 

‘*And without knowing that Mr. Fair- 
bank had ever been engaged in theatrical 
business, you went to him and made a re- 
port about Mrs. Carter?” 

* Yes, Sir.’’

ACTION OF THE CONGRESS OF CHAM- 
BERS OF COMMERCE IN LONDON. 


Proceedings of the Final Meeting of 
the Delegates Held . Yesterday— 
Bills of Lading That Contain Ob- 


jectionable Clauses Condemned— 


Freights from England to South 
Africa Too Excessive—The Con- 
gress Sees “ Romeo and Juliet.” 


Lonpon, June 12.—The fourth and final 
sitting of the third congress of Cham- 
bers of Commerce of the empire was 
held in Grocers’ Hall to-day. the con- 
gress adopted, by a unanimous vote, 
resolutions proposed. .-by the Sydney 
and Melbourne Chambers of Commerce, 


requesting the London .Chamber_ to 
arrange a conference’ with shipowners 
with a view of eliminating the clauses 
from bills of lading which are virtually 
contracts that remove shipowners from 
all liability. In the event of failure to obtain 
such conference, or failing to secure the 
relief sought through the medium of a con- 
ference, the resolutions provide that the 
various Chambers shall introduce bills in 
their respective Parliaments designed to 
abolish such clauses from bills of lading. 

The congress also adopted a resolution 
proposed by the Liverpool Chamber of Com- 
merce condemning the sound signals in 
cases of fog, which were proposed by the 
Washington conference, and urging the 
Government of Great Britain to endeavor 
to secure the consent of the foreign powers 
to the withdrawal of the proposed new 
sound sfgnals. 

Delegate Arnold of Téronto raised a 
question of privilege and spoke in support 
of Mr. Cockshott’s amendment to Sir John 
Lubbock’s resolution, submitted yesterday, 
favoring arbitration whenever the awards 
were enforceable, and his criticism of the 
United States regarding their action in the 
Bering Sea and Alabama matters, and the 
contention that arbitration was useless un- 
less the awards were enforced. Mr. Arnold 
guoted the statement made by the First 
Lord of the Treasury in the House of Com- 
mons on Feb. 17, 1891, that a large sum of 
the Alabama claim award was still undis- 
tributed, but that it was the policy of 
Great Britain not to ask for the return 
of any part of it. 

Mr. Garlick, delegate from the Cape Town 
Chamber of Commerce, moved a resolution 
setting forth that whereas the rates charged 
for carrying freight between the United 
States of America and South Africa are 
lower than the. freight rates between the 
United Kingdom and South Africa, and that 
whereas subsidies granted by the German 
Government enable German goods to be de- 
livered in the Transvaal cheaper than from 
the British colonies, that the various 
Chambers of Commerce ought to obtain a 
proper classification of goods and at more 
equitable rates of freight. The resolution 
was carried with but two dissenting votes. 

Mr. Daly, delegate from the Winnipeg 
Chamber of Commerce, moved a resolution 
asking that the Government use every 
means to encourage immigration to the 
colonies. In the course of his remarks, Mr. 
Daly said that the new colonists would be 
heartily welcomed. He advocated, however, 
a selection of emigrants from the better 
classes. 

The Chairman, Sir Albert Rollit, made a 
brief speech, highly complimenting Mr. 
Daly and the idea he had put before the 
congress. 

Sir Donald A. Smith supported the reso- 
lution offered by Mr. Daly, and in the 
course of his remarks made especia! refer- 
ence to the loyalty of the people of Canada 
to the empire, ‘ 

Delegate Perrault of Montreal moved a 
resolution advocating a decimal system of 
Weights and measures. The resolution was 
carried unanimously. 

Mr. Perrault also moved a resolution in 
favor of a decimal coinage system, but the 
motion was strenuously opposed by Mr. 
Firth of the Halifax Chamber of Com- 
merce, and the resolution was withdrawn.

Resolutions proposed by the Newcastle 
Chamber and the British Chamber at Con- 
stantinojie favoring the abolition of the 
levying of light dues upon shipping were 
also adopted. The resolution proposed by 
the Constantinople Chamber asked that her 
Majesty’s Government take the necessary 
measures to abolish or diminish the present 
exorbitant light and sanitary dues charged 
against shipping in Turkish waters. 

Sir Donald ‘A. Smith, Canadian High Com- 
missioner in London, in seconding the New- 
castle resolutions, said that Canada did 
not impose light dues, although the Do- 
minion had 1,300 lights and 5,000 miles of 
coast; yet, he said, Canada was excluded 
by the United States from the benefits 
accorded to those nations which did not 
charge light dues. - 

The agenda of the congress having been 
gone through with, thus. completing the 
business of the session, Sir Albert Kaye 
Rollit, President of the. London Chamber, 
Chairman of the Congress, moved a reso- 
lution thanking the Hon. Joseph Chamber- 
lain, Secretary of State for the Colonies, 
for his services. Mr. Chamberlain, he said, 
had thrown himself heart and soul into 
the work of making the congress a useful 
reality. 

Sir Donald A. Smith seconded the reso- 
lution. The colonies, he said, felt that Mr. 
Chamberlain was a friend whom they could 
trust. Sir Donald suggested that the next 
Congress of the Chambers of Commerce 
of the Empire be held tn Canada. If the 
congress should be held there, and Mr. 
Chamberlain attended its sittings, he would 
meet with a welcome in Canada such as 
was only given to statesmen who lived in 


the hearts of the people. Sir Albert Rol- 
lit's motion was carried. 

Sir Mackenzie Bowell, ex-Prime Minister 
of Canada, moved a resolution of thanks 
to Sir Albert Rollit, which was unanimous- 
ly_cearried. 

Sir Albert Rollit expressed the thanks of 
the congress to the editors of the news- 
papers throughout the world for giving 
prominence in their columns to the debates 
of the congress. 

The delegates in a body attended a gala 
operatic performance of ‘‘ Romeo and Ju- 
liet’’ in the Covent Garden Theatre this 
evening, and afterward were entertained 
at a supper and a ball. To-morrcw after- 
noon the Earl of Jersey, who was the 
representative of Great Britain at the in- 
ternational conference held in Ottawa in 
1894, will entertain the delegates at a gar- 
den party at his seat, Osterley Park, Mid- 
dlesex, and in the evening r. Chamber- 
lain will give the delegates a reception ir 
the Imperial Institute, where they wil 
meet the Prince and Princess of Wales 





DIVISIONS AMONG THE SILVERITES. 
——___4— 
Representative Newlands Urges Tel- 
ler’s Nomination. 


WASHINGTON, June 12,—The indications of 
divisions in the silver camp are strengthened 
by the opinion expressed by Representative 
Newlands, who represents the silver party 
of Nevada, and Senator Peffer, "the Kan- 
sas Populist. It appears that they, in com- 
mon with many silver Republicans, do not 
propose to support a Democrat simply be- 
cause he is for silver. There seem to be 
several motives governing the silver men 
who are not Democrats at the present junc- 
ture. There is probably a desire to force 
the nomination of Senator Teller, if pos- 
sible, on the part of the Western silver 
men, while there is apparently a disposition 
to find an excuse for staying in their own 
party on the part of some of the Re- 


publican silver men. Mr. Newlands -has 
definitely broken with the Republican Far- 
ty, although he still adheres to many of 
its doctrines. He said to-day to the cor- 
respondent of THE NEW-YoORK TIMEs that 
the logical leader of the white-metal forces 
is Senator Teller of Colorado. Mr. Teller, 
he declared, is a safe, conservative man, 
and is in every way fitted to head a great 
movement. Mr. Newlands has no patience 
with the suggestion that Senator Teller’s 
nornination would Greeleyize the Democrat- 
ic Party. He regards these intimations as 
nonsensical. 

“Mr. Greeley,” he says, ‘‘ was nominated 
to satisfy Democratic greed for office. 
There was no great principle at stake. 
The Democrats would have willingly sup- 
ported anybody to win the election of 1872. 
In the present case, where a great cause 
is concerned, its followers cannot afford to 
jeopardize its success by linking it with 
moribund issues. It is too serious an affair. 
Senator Teller’s nomination would be a 
guarantee of a wise, conservative, and pru- 
dent nomination, which would amply pro- 
tect the industrial, financial, and business 
interests of the country. 

‘Do you think Senator Teller could be 
elected?’’ Mr. Newlands was asked. 

“TI do. He would carry the Pacific coast, 
the Rocky Mountain States, the two Da- 
kotas, Wisconsin, probably Minnesota, Kan- 
sas, Nebraska, and Michigan. Illinois, In- 
diana, Ohio, and Iowa would be doubtful. 
Ohio we might possibly get.” 

Obviously, Mr. Newlands is not very hope- 
ful that the silver men at Chicago will 
make a nomination which will be accepta- 
ble to all the interests affected. He fears 
the machinations of the gold Democrats. 
He has reason to think that the gold wing 
of the party will have sufficient influence at 
Chicago to bring about the nomination of 
a colorless man, who they know cannot 
be elected, upon the promise that he will 
receive their suffrages. Mr. Newlands says 
that the Western silver men will nominate 
Senator Teller, if they are not satisfied 
with the nominee of the Chicago Conven- 
tion. He did not care to individualize with 
respect to the choice of the Chicago Con- 
vention, except to say that the Western 
Republicans would not accept a man who 
has heartily championed free silver one 
year and been indifferent to the case next 
vear. Teller, he says, has always been a 
consistent advocate of the white metal. 

Mr. Newlands asserted that there is not in 
the ranks of ‘the free-silver Democrats a 
man who would make an accceptable Presi- 
dential candidate, with one exception. This 
exception ‘Is ¢x-Congressman_ Sibley -of 
Pennsylvania, whose independence he ad- 
mires, and whom he regards as a man of 
excellent capacity. He does not see any 
probability of success this year if two sil- 
ver tickets are put in the field, but he does 
not doubt that four years hence a nomina- 
tion acceptable to both wings of the free-

Examinations for Princeton, 


Examinations for admission to the freshman, 
sophomore, and junior classes of all departments 
of Princeton University began on Thursday in the 
lecture room of the New-York Law School, in the 
Equitable Building, and were concluded yester- 
day.

BAY RIDGE WOMEN SELL GOODS TO 
HOUSE THEIR BOOKS, 


A Novel Method of Raising Money— 
Women of Social Prominence Dis- 
pose of Fruits and Garden Truck 
in Dainty Packages, ‘and Three 
Young Misses Deliver: the Goods 
in Stylish Dog Carts~The Sales’ 
Will Be Held Every Friday. - 


“Free Library Market. Open every Fri- 
day from 4 to 6,” i . 

Those are th® words on a highly deco- 
rated signboard which adorns the front of 
a building that was formerly’ used as the 
Post Office at Bay Ridge. é 

The market is the most unique thing of 


its kind ever started in Bay Ridge, and cer- 
tainly is a most aristocratic commercial 
venture, ; , 

Aristocracy pervaded everything yester- 
day. It began with the stock in trade, was ° 
continued in the managers of the business, 
was noticeable in the customers, who in 
individual cases were these same managers, 
and market gardeners, and was most. pro- 
nounced in the so-called ** market boys,”’ 
who delivered the goods. 

The women of Bay Ridge’ have beeh in- 
terested for some time in a building. for 
their free library. They have’ the libtary, 
but it is in very cramped quarters in the 
Athenasum Building, in one ‘cérner of 
which the market is now being held. . The 
Bay Ridge Reading Club, composed of the 
Jeading women of Bay Ridge, has been 
particularly interested in the subject. It 
has held fairs, ‘“‘ but,”” as one of the mem- 
bers said yesterday, ‘‘ we hope ‘to be eman- 
cipated from fairs.’’ 

It was suggested a week ago that’ the 
Reading Club open a market fer the benefit 
of the new building. - The market was 
opened yesterday, and by 4:50 P, M. over 
$16 had been taken in; the whole stock was 
not all sold then, and the whole sum is a 
net gain for the library. 

There are not so many people in Brooklyn 
who know much about the pretty suburb of 
the city known as Bay Ridge. ‘The _ resi- 
dents consider it the prettiest part of the 
country anywhere around. There are large 
places there, with charming houses, beau- 
tiful lawns and gardens, a delightful sea 
view, and a fresh country fragrance pervad- 
ing everything. It was the combination 
of all these ‘things and the general feeling 
of good fellowship which prevailed that 
made the market possible. 

The people who had gardens sent produce 
fresh picked, the good housewives sent 
cake, desserts, cookies, and genuine New- 
England brown bread, and then, after they 
haa done this, they went and sold the 
stock—taking the precaution in. the mean- 
time to purchase a few delicacies from 
their neignbors’ gardens or freshly cooked 
dainties trom their kitchens. e

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The New Vault in the Sub-Treasury Is 
Nearly Ready. 


Work on the new steel vault for the 
storage of silver coin, in the basement of 
the United States Sub-Treasury, in Wall 
Street, is progressing rapidly, and the con- 
tractor expects to have it ready for use in 
about two weeks. There are now 50,090,000 
silver dollars and more than $5,000,000 in 
subsidiary silver coin stored in the Sub- 
Treasury basement, and the necessity for 
additional vault room has of late hecome 
pressing. . 

The new vault is a box, 12 feet square 
and 10 feet high, made of steel plates 2 
inches thick. It is firmly set in the corridor 
adjoining the old steel vault, and it will 
hold about $6,000,000 in silver coin. Inas- 
much as there is comparatively little silver 
coinage going on in this country at present, 
it is not expected that the new vault will 
fill up very rapidly. - 

The silver dollars that are now in storage, 
however, are likely to remain there indef- 
initely. The experience of many years has 
proved that it is impossible to keep them 
m circulation. From time to time a few 
thousand dollars are withdrawn by private 
persons for some specific reason, but they 
soon .find their way back into the Sub- 
Treasury- vaults. Even the banks which 
have strong and capacious vaults of their 
own are averse to giving storage room to 
“ cart-wheeis.”’

Hrodie Used Justice Rhodes’s as a Col- 
lecting Agency Adjunct. 


Upon information given by a lawyer to 
District Attorney Backus, the Kings County 
Grand Jury yesterday began an investiga- 
tion into the methods pursued by Justice 
of the Peace John C. Rhodes of the old 
town of New-Utrecht.

Bredie was also examined. but he refused 
to answer certain questions, until the Dis- 
trict Attorney threatened to have him ar- 
rested for contempt of court, and then he 
evaded the questions on the plea that it 
would tend to incriminate him. The District 
Attorney believes the Grand Jury will make 
a presentment recommending that some ac- 
tion be taken to remove Mr. Rhodes from 
office.

NORTH SIDERS DETERMINED IN 


FIGHTING ELEVATED COMPANY. 


State Railroad Commissioners to Act 
on the Complaint Respecting the 
Failure’ to Passengers: 

the Harlem Without 

Change—Date Will Be Set for the 

Argument—No More Concessions 

Until the Statutes Are Observed.

“The Rapid Transit Commission has n¢ 
right to negotiate with lawbreakers,” said 
Adolph G. Hottenroth, yesterday, to a re- 
porter for THE NEw-YorK- TIMEs. 

“James L. Wells,’”’ he continued, “‘ was in 
the right when he urged the Commissioners 
Thursday to make no further concessions 


to the Manhattan Railway Company until 
it complies with the law and gives to its 
customers a continuous ride without.changé 
of cars between points north and south of 
the Harlem River.” 

Mr. Hottenroth is a prominent north sider 
and a member ofthe firm of Hottenroth & 
Gumbleton, attorneys for the Taxpayers’ 
Alliance in the formal complaint it has 
made to the Board of State Railroad Com- 
missioners, 

In that complaint, as has already been 
told in THE New-YorK TIMES, the alliance 
brings before the attention of the Commis-< 
Sioners the fact that for two years the 
Manhattan Railway Company has openly 
persisted in violating Chapter 743 of the 
Laws of 1894, that it is doing so to-day, 
and that unless called to time it will con- 
tinue to do so for many months to come. 

The secretary of the board, Charles R. 
de Freest, wrote to Hottenroth & Gumble- 
ton yesterday acknowledging due service of 
the complaint, and saying .that the matter 
would be immediately submitted to the 
board for acticn. 

*““A date will be set when arguments may 
be made to the board,’”’ said Mr. Hotten- 
roth yesterday, ‘‘and in due time the mat- 
ter will be brought to the attention of the 
Attorney General. We are determined to 
get our rights in this matter, and compel 
the company to comply with the law. 

““A remarkable thing about Thursday’s 
hearing before the Rapid Transit Commis- 
stoners was that nothing at all was said 
by the Manhattan Company’s attorncy 
about compensation. The privileges pro- 
posed to be granted are vast and valuable, 
especially in view of the fact that con- 
struction is far less expensive to-day than 
it was originally. 

“The city ought te be compensated, and 
weil compensated, too. It should receive 
compensation, above all things, for the 
cross-town spur frem City Hall, which will 
bring Brocklyn people in direct connection 
with the Jersey ferries, without benefiting 
own streets at all. 

“Tf there is any dGiscrimination at the 
present time it should certainly be in favor 
of the north side, as against Brooklyn.’’ 

Erom interviews had, with several north 
siders yesterday it was evident that they 
expect very soon to force the Manhattan 
Raiiway Company to obey the law. Se- 
vere opinions were freely expressed on the 
Rapid Transit Commissioners for even en- 
tertaining at gall any plan from a corpora- 
tion that so HNagrantly and brazen!y con- 
tinues to violate the law. One man said: 

“ There is a general opinion that the com- 
pany is ‘ bluffing,’ and one of the Commis- 
sioners, whose name I may not disclose, ad- 
mitted to me at Thursday’s..meeting that 
he was of this opinion..The tactics.of Mr. 
Sage and Mr. Gould in staving away and 
giving th@ir attorney no authority to fix a 
date when continuous trains would be run 
across the Harlem are what everybody ex- 
pected from a company that dares to violate 
the law day and night in the face of all 
the authorities of New-York City.” 

Henry F. Lippold, in the meantime, is not 
idle. The petition under his charge is 
ready, and he will soon apply.for a per- 
cmptory mandamus to compel the railway 
to obey the law. - 

James L. Wells said yesterday that his 
position before the Rapid Transit Commis- 
Sioners was undoubtedly right. 

“Tt would be.outrageous to grant new 
concessions to the company,” he said, ‘ be- 
fore it shows that it is worthy of them by 
obeying the statutes.” = 

When the Board of State Raiircad Com- 
missioners has determined on a date Mr. 
Wells said he would appear before it and 
make an argument.

STRENGTH THE PRONOUNCED FEAT- 
URE OF SPECULATION. 


fhe Political Outlook the Absorbing 
Topic of Discussion—Chances of a 
Satisfactery Currency Plank at 
St. Louis Believed to Have Im- 
proved—Hoping for Some Other 
Candidate than McKinley—Gold 
Shipments Unexpectedly Large.

Slight hesitation at the opening was fol- 
‘owed by pronounced strength all through 
the list. The volume of trading was fairly 
good in the early hours, but after midday 
business beeame dull at slight concessions. 


Strength was the feature of the final hour, 
and prices ruled very nearly the best of 


the day. 

The outlook at St. Louis was the absorbing 
topic of discussion, and the consensus of 
opinion seemed to be that the chances of a 
satisfactory currency plank had greatly im- 
proved since the arrival of Eastern dele- 
gates in the convention city. The possibil- 
ity of the nomination of some candidate 
other than McKinley, with a sound record 
on all questions of finance, was much can- 
vasSed, and while it was admitted that the 
probability of heading off the Ohio man 
seemed remote, the wish was universal that 
such a result might be accomplished. If a 
man of the standing of Mr. Seth Low, 
President of Columbia College, should be 
chosen, rather than a professional politi- 
cian, it was argued that the office would be 
lifted to a higher plane and a great im- 
petus given to the progress of the country. 
Dispatches from London stated that de- 
velopments at St. Louis were being closely 
watched by the investment community. 
Purchases of stocks for foreign account to- 
day amounted to about 20,000 shares. 

Exports of gold to-morrow will amount to 
$2,200,000, nearly one-half of which will go 
to France and the remainder to Germany. 
The French shipment is made by Messrs. 
Lazard Fréres, and represents the covering 
of the firm’s counter sales of exchange. 
It was supposed that this shipment would 
not have been made for some time, but the 
hardening of exchange rates here and the 
easier tone to sterling in Paris made the 
transaction desirable. at this time. ~The 
shipments, however, caused no’ uneasiness. 
There was a better feeling in the money 
market, although the improvement was 
thought to be largely sentimental. Railway 
earnings were favorable; the returns in- 
eluded an increase of $41,205 for Louisville 
and Nashville for the first week of June. 

The active issues to-day were St. Paul, 
Sugar, Louisville and Nashville, and Bur- 
lington. St. Paul touched 76% and closed 
at 76%, a net gain of %. The stock was 
freely bought by London. The advance in 
Louisville of % was also due to London 
buying. Denver preferred, another foreign 
specialty, was up 1% points, to 48° The Di- 
rectors recently deciared a 1 per cent. divi- 
dend, but it came at a time when the gen- 
eral market was greatly disturbed and the 

rice of the stock failed to reflect the fact. 
Sugar moved within a point, and closed % 
lower. The price of refined grades was re- 
duced 1.6 this morning. The general list 
was firm and closed at fractional advances.

THE STATE OF TRADE. 


Bradstreet’s will say. to-morrow: 


There is little or no effort to push business at a 
period of so much uncertainty as to the precise 
terms of the financial planks to be adopted by 
the great political parties in National conven- 
tion. The general merchandise movement con- 
tinues as dull and conservative as heretofore, re- 
tailers, with few exceptions, buying only for 
immediate necessities. Mercantile collections 
continue slow and unsatisfactory, and there is 
no gain in the cotton, woolen goods, iron, or 
steel industries. 

Gross railroad earnings in May were better 
than expected, in view of dull trade and de- 
creased bank clearings. Earnings show a gain 
over May a year ago, whereas clearings show 
a heavy decrease. Bank clearings reflect busi- 
ness done in part in preceding weeks or months, 
whereas railroad earnings indicate spot busi- 
ness. Total earnings of 120 railroads, with 
93,000 miles of track, aggregated $36,777,000 in 
May, a gain over May a year ago of 2.4 per 
cent., following a gain in May a year ago over 
May, 1894, of 6.5 per cent. The Grangers and 
Pacific Roads did relatively best last month, 
with 8.8 and 8.2 per cent. gains, respectively. 
Southwestern roads did poorest, with a de- 
crease of per cent. Trunk lines showed 
small gains. Of the 120 roads reported, 63 
showed gains and 49 losses. For five months 
total earnings of 119 roads show a gain of 7 

r cent., following a gain in May, 1895, over 

ay, 1894, of 2.5 per cent. 

The total volume of bank clearings .in the 
United States for six business days, ending 
with June 11, based on official returns tele- 
graphed to Bradstreet’s, is $938,000,000, or 3.1 
per cent. less than last week, 6.5 
than in the corresponding week of 1895, but 12.6 
per cent. more than in the second week of June, 
1894. The week’s decrease, as compared with 
the corresponding period in 1893, is 9.1 per cent., 
and as compared with the like total in 1892, the 
falling off this week is 17.6 per cent. 

The total number of business failures through- 
out the United States this week is 234, com- 
pared with 286 last week, 232 in the second 
week of June, 1895, 227 in the corresponding 
week of 1894, and as contrasted with 303 in the 
like week of 1893, from which it will be seen 
that business failures during the past two or 
three weeks have declined to the average at a 
corresponding period in three preceding years. 


Dun’s Review will say: 


It-is not the time to look for marked im- 
provement in industries, and the best thing 
that can be said of them is that none has 
as yet been seriously disturbed by threatened 
labor difficulties. It seems not improbable that 
all such difficulties may be averted, except, per- 
haps, the controversy about wages of iron 
puddlers and tin-plate workers. The output of 
pig iron June 1 was 182,220 tons weekly, against 
189,398 tons May 1, while the stocks unsold, ex- 
cluding those held by the great steel companies, 
amounted to 785,943 tons, against 769,532 May 1, 
and only 525,617 Jan. 1. These figures show 
that while consumption is fair, it is much below 
the actual output of pig iron, and markets are 
extremely dull because a great number of orders 
for finished products are kept back by uncer- 
tainty regarding the maintenance of prices by 
the various pools and combinations. The billet 
pool has been able to make its first large sale, 
but with a guarantee of the price for months to 
come, while middlemen are still selling billets 
at Pittsburg 50c. to $1 per ton lower than the 
pool price,- and the apprehended weakness in 
finished products has clearly appeared, although 
the nail associations, by taking in the Pitts- 
burg Wire Company and Baackes & Co. of Pitts- 
burg, has been able to hold prices for a time. 
But steel bars have been sold at lc. against 13 2c. 
asked in the same market for iron bars. Other 
changes in quotations are not material, but in 
oe the markets the tendency is toward lower 
prices.

A Vast Number of Contracts Made Durs 
ing the Past Week. 


BALTIMORE, June 12.—The Manufacturers? 
Record, reviewing Southern business cone 
ditions for the past week, reports that, de- 
spite the political turmoil, the past week 
has seen the consummation of more impor- 
tant contracts for industrial and railroad 
enterprises than have been closed in any. 
one week for months. Railroad building, 
judged by contracts made, promises to ba 
much more active during the Summer and 
Fall than at any time this year. The ag- 
gregate of contracts closed for the week 
for construction work is over 600 miles, in- 
cluding the building of several hundred 
miles in South Carolina and Georgia, which, 
in connection with existing short lines, will 
develop a 600-mile system controlled in the 
interest of Charleston. One hundred and 
forty miles have been let to contract in 
Texas, on the extension of the Kansas 
City, Pittsburg and Gulf; three contracts 
have been closed on the Charleston, Clen- 
denin and Sutton Road, in West Virginia, 
and a contract for twenty-five miles in 
Teanessee, while negotiations are pending 
for a very considerable amount of work in 
the improvement .of old roads and in the 
building of other lines in different parts of 
the South, Under the general financial con- 
ditions prevailing, this railroad activity 
was scarcely to be expected, and it is re- 
markable to see so much work being done 
in that line. 

The week has also been noted for the 
signing of contracts for the building of a 
six-hundred-thousand-dollar print cloth mill 
in Birmingham, five-sixths of the capital 
being furnished by Northern cotton mill) 
people, and the balance having been sub- 
scribed by Birmingham capitalists. Con- 


tracts have been closed for building a 
three-hundred-and-fifty-trousand-dollar mill 
in Anniston, Ala., with the agreement to 
extend this to a six-hurndred-thousand-dol- 
lar plant later on. Local capitalists at 
Seneca, S. C., have provided the money for 
a 20,000-spindle mill to cost $350,000, and 
are letting contracts for the work. A com- 
pany at Columbus is arranging for the 
building of a one-hundred-and-fifty-thou- 
sand-dollar woolen mill, a mill at Mount 
Holly, N. C., will double its equipment, a 
knitting company at Columbus will ex- 
pend $22,000 in enlargement, and at Orange- 
burg, S. C., a sixty-thousand-dollar mill 
company has been tharterea. 

An extensive gold chlorination plant hag 
been completed and put in operation near 
Tallapoosa, Ga.; the Kirk, Christy Com- 
pany of Cleveland, Ohio, has purchased 
10,000,000 feet of standing timber in Ken- 
tucky and will build two sawmills for cute 
ting it; the Southern’ Refrigerator Manue- 
facturing Company of Murfreesborough, 
Ill., has purchased the plant of the Brans- 
ford Manufacturing Company at Union 
City, Tenn., and will establish a one-hun- 
dred-thousand-dollar company for the man- 
ufacture of bank fixtures, refrigerators, &c. 
A typewriter company of Athens, Tenn., 
will establish at Knoxville a plant to em- 
ploy 250 men for manufacturing typewrit- 
ers; plans are being prepared for ten build- 
ings, most of which will be 106 by 500 feet 
each, for the car works previously reported 
as to be built at Savannah by a three-hun- 
dred-thousand-dollar company. There will 
be over five miles of railroad tracks in and 
about the works. Construction work on this 
great plant will begin immediately. 

A shoe manufacturing company will es- 
tablish a factory for employing forty hands 
in making shoes in Charleston, S. C.,; 
Union, in the same State, has voted $40,000 
for a water works and electric light sys- 
tem; a report from Texas claims that Eng- 
lish investors will supply $1,500,000 for ‘a 
great irrigating project on the Rio Grande 
River to irrigate 500,000 acres of land; a 
fifty-thousand-dollar cottonseed oil mill 
company has been organized in Waxa- 
hachie; a one-hundred-thousend-dollar sup- 
ply company in San Antonio, and a sale of 
8,000 acres of timber land in the same 
State has been made to Chicago parties for 
development. Northern capitalists have or- 
ganized a five-hundred-thousand-dollar coms 
pany and purchased the gas and electrie 
light wocks at Norfolk, Va.; at Branwell, 
West Va., a company has been organized 
to build a large electric plant to furnish 
power to operate a twenty-mile railway 
and for supplying power and light for coal 
mining enterprises tributary to that point. 
A  five-hundred-thousand-dollar company 
has been incorporated at Clarksburg to en- 
gage in manufacturing and mining, and a 
twenty-five-thousand-dollar lumber come- 
pany at Mayberry, in the same State. 

In building enterprises, ‘contracts have 
been let for the Seaboard Air-Line’s new 
freight. depot at Atlanta, to cost from 
$200,000 to $300,000; plans are being pre- 
pared for the completion of the Maryland 
Penitentiary at Baltimore, at an expense 
of $500,000; for a fifty-thousand-dollar Court 
House at Charlotte, N. C., and a twenty- 
thousand-dollar Masonic building at Har- 
risonburg, Va.; contracts have been made 
for a forty-five-thousand-dollar Court 
House; the Louisville and Nashville will 
build a three-hundred-and-fifty-thousand- 
dollar station at Montgomery, Ala.; the 
Jacksonville Terminal Company will build 
a union station in that city, the cost of 
which will be several hundred thousand 
dollars. 

A two-hundred-and-fifty-thousand-dollar 
company has been organized in Texas for 
shipping Alabama coal by barges from the 
Mississippi River district to Houston, and 
arangements have been completed for the 
distribution on a large scale of Alabama 
coal by a proposed barge system to all 
points in Louisiana tributary to the Mis- 
sissippi River. 3 

A sale of 500 tons of Birmingham pig 
tron for immediate shipment to Italy has 
been ciosed, and an order received from 
another [talian company for a trial lot of 
100 tons, which, if satisfactory, will be fol- 
lowed by heavy orders. 

This summary shows not only an un- 
usual aggregate of contracts closed for 
railroad and -industrial enterprises, but is 
remarkable for the high character and wide 
diversity of the interests represented. Ev- 
ery undertaking reported in this summary, 
says The Manufacturers’ Record, is of the 
most substantia! character, the capital for 
which has been provided, and nothing is 
included that is simply projected. It is 
true that negotiations have been pending’ 
for many of these undertakings for some 
months, the preliminary work, as in all 
cases, taking much time, but the contracts 
for all of them have been reported during 
the past week. 





Francis Drake and Cecil Bkhodes.

You ignore the fact that there were two 
Drakes, as there are two Cecil Rhodes. 
When Drake’s consummate seamanship and 
audacious courage successfully resisted the 
Armada and sent the Duke of Sidonia 
“back to St. Mary Port among his orange 
trees,”” he became, and will justly remain 
for all time, an English hero. But eight 
years previously Drake stole the church 
plate of Lima, when Spain was at peace 
with England. f 

His robbery disgraced England and him- 
self. In the remarkable volume of letters 
and State papers relating to English affairs, 
edited by Major Sharp Hume, from the 
archives at Simancas, 1 have counted thir- 
ty-nine instances in which the restitution 
of Drake’s plunder is referred to by Dr. 
Mendoza in language which might be em- 
ployed to-day by the Agent General of the 
Transvaal. There was nothing admirable 
in the episode of the Lima plate; quite the 
reverse. 

Is it not, therefore, a good thing to dis- 
tinguish between the good and the bad in 
Drake as in Mr. Rhodes? If Drake had 
been broken in 1579 for his theft of the 
Lima chalices and pattens, he would never . 
have had the opportunity of winning half 
the three days’ battles in the Channel in 
August, 1588. On the other hand, to con- 
done the piratical expeditions of the earlier 
part of Drake's carger, because later on he 
acted nobly and as a true Englishman, is 
unnecessary. 0 PHF 

Should not the same thing hold good abou 
Mr. Rhodes? We may admire and be grate- 
ful for his stand against Germany, while 
condemning his plot against a friendly 
State and the Stock Exchange aroma of tka 
whole transaction.

CHICAGO PRODUCE MARKETS. 


CHICAGO, June 12.—Nervousness was the prin- 
cipal feature of to-day’s wheat market. Evi- 
dently there was considerable dread on both 
sides, the prevalence of which could have but 
one result, the curtailment of trade. Yester- 
day’s violent fluctuations had the effect of in- 
ducing greater caution on the part of both buy- 
ers and sellers, and the country made no con- 
cealment of the fact that until matters were 
in a more settled condition there would be few 
orders from that direction. About the only 
class of traders who made any pretense of doing 
business were the scalpers, and they were not 
willing to take extraordinary risks, the sharp 
bulges and drops being evidence of that fact. 
An easy tone at the opening was ascribed to 
weak Liverpool cables, and to heavy _ North- 
western receipts, 471 cars, but the effect of 
these matters was soon off the market, and the 
action thereafter appeared to he entirely re- 
gardless of the news. Last Friday Minneapolis 
had 4 cars more than to-day, and a year ago 
they received 126 cars. Chicago arrivals were 
10 cars, and 83,730 bushels were withdrawn 
from store. Export clearances were moderate, at 
268,037 bushels. Closing Paris cables were 
lower, Antwerp unchanged, and Serlin_ un- 
changed to higher. It was reported that 200,000 
bushels of cash wheat were worked at this 
place, but nothing definite regarding the matter 
could be ascertained. The spread between July 
and September narrowed . to-day. December 
closed lower than yesterday. July wheat 
opened from 57'4c to 57c, advanced to 584c, clos- 
ing at 5744c, a shade h'cher than yesterday. Cash 
wheat (car lots) was irregular, closing steady.
